Now Constitution Will Change Rela- 
tions With Russia 

St. Petersburg, .Sept. 7. — A corres- 
pondent Ii;is obtained a draft of ilie 
next censlitulion for I'"inl;ind, whieli 
was submitted recently to tho emperor 
by I he l''innish senate for presentation 
during I ho current session of the diet 
at Helshigfnrs. 

This (locuiiieni, wliii-li is designed to| 
re])lace the nntlquated constitutions 
of 1772 iind 1780, the ukases issnod by 
emperors at various iieriods. .•;nd otlicr 
precedents, in part legendar.v, under 
which the grand dui-liy of l-'lnlaiid has 
been griverncd. is llie fruit of Iwelve 
months lalior on the p.-irt of the sen 
ale. II wa.s- begun wilh llie snnclion 
of his m.'ij(-sty and the cooperation of 
the Kovernoi--Keiiei'al, Tc is of llie nt- 
niost imnoi'i.'i nee lo the Kraiid duchy. 
It el'fects sweeniiiK- chnnK-e.s in tlie re- 
.gime now in force, includinir a. series 
of nolabi,. eonec'ssioiis in llie imjicriai 
prerogali\-e, whlcli fundnn-ien tally re- 
sliajie Ihe relations of the grand 
duehy 111 the mpire.

The railroads' were Instructed 
shortly after the commission wao ap- 
pointed to iirepare a .seliediile of oper- 
ating rules for univer.sal adoiition. but, 
says Judge Killam, they took such a 
long time getting them ready that tho 
commission found it necessary to prod 
thorn up a litfle. The result is tli.at 
these riiles have finalh- liepu coniiilled 
and copies liave been sent tn the rep- 
resentatives of tie' railroad emidoy.'es. 
The rules will he eniisiiler-.'d and 
adopted with sueh .-imendmeuts as 
may be thought noces.sary after the 
views of flio employees representatiyes 
'have been heard. ' 

Still another Important" -'feature of 
the autumn ses3loii> wIll bo the en- 
quiry into the rates charged by the 
express companliis. ^hla was referred 
to the comml.ssion by Parliament tiio 
session before ]a.-t and will be tlior- 
oii^hly looked into, and as is the cus- 
tom of the oommissinn counsel will be 
present on ImiIIi .-iile.s to aid in pre- 
sent Ini,' the fa,;e.

CHURCIH HISTORY 

The discussion on Church History 
which has been runniftg through the 
Colonist recently, has excited no little 
Interest, and wo wish to talco tliis oc- 
casion to express to pur corrospoii 

. . '^ents our appreciation of the uniform 
.courtesy that tlwy have extended 

' each other/and for enabling us to prhit 
so much yaluable matter relating to ii 
subject In which many people Cool ii 
Very 0eep concern. It is not our In- 
jtention to take any part in the dis- 
cussion, but It may not be amiss to 
say that the point at ijfsue lias no 
bearing whatever upon the authentic 
ity of the Divine Law or the duties of 
jncn to their neighbors. It is of In 
terest to Itnovv when the various 

• J<diurchos.'were;founded, and to bo able 
''to trace their history in an unbrolcen 
chain tnrough centuries. The Church 
and now we use the word in its col- 
lective aen^e as we use the word army 
and mean thereby not me)^eljr •t^^^ 
fantry, but the cavalry and the artll 
lery and nil branches of the service, is 
a tremendous force in the world, and 
"maiies for righteousness" to a degree 
that no other organized force can. It 
serves to make good fathers, good mo- 
thers, good children, good wives, good 
husbands, good cltiaens. The various 
denominations may disiigree as to his- 
torical fact!; , they may differ as to 
church polity; they may adopt differ 
cnt interpretations of the teachings of 
Him, who is the true iload of the 
Church, and Is so recognized by every 
pi-elate and priest in Christendom, but 
upon ail that Is essential to promote 
right living here and fitness for what- 
ever the future may Iiavo in store for 
humanity they arc as one. Doubtless 
theref are; Tiiany excellent and intelli- 
gent people, who look upon a correct 
appreciation of the oubjeet under dls- 
cus.iion by our correspondents, as ex- 
tremely essential. They may have 
been educated : to . believe, or >iavo 
been able to convince themselves, that 
there is sometlxing vital in the point 
at i;;suo. AVe see that sort of thing 
in secular life A vvcll-known Victor- 

, Ian once Said to' the . Colonist: "It- is 

: Impossible for d Liberal to bb right'," 
and if you ever happened to run across 

; one of the old-time Scotch Liberals of 
Ontario and talked with him on poll- 
tics, you must .liave seen that he re- 
garded' the case of every Conservative 
a.s absolutely hopolc.;s In the dlseus- 
.sions that Imve lately boon ia i)rosrcss 
in regard .to Imperial questions, it is 
easy to see. that .a,,>^e|Ti^lacin^lderable 
number of people .In~ England thinli 
that another very considerable number 
of people are f undanientall.v and wil- 
fully wrong upon everything whatever 
relating to the future of -the Empire, 
and with malice aforethought are 
'.SGoking to destroy it. Jlen are just a.s 
m'uch men after tiiey identify them- 
selves with the Church as they were 
before, and' thoy take' into churcli life 
all the weaknesses, the stubbornness, 
the lark of ii .seiiHe of proportion, 
wlilcn characteri/'.eil Iheiii in their sec- 
ular life. A few centuries ago when 
men differed in opinion on i^olitics, 
tlipy summoned their retalnors and 
fought the \B.iuc out; when thoy di.s- 
puled about property they settled the 

> matter by trial of liattle; when they 
could not agree abou't'^l'religlbuB " doc- 
trine, the stronger Itilled the weaker 
Ijy .«ucii means as mo.sl eoinmended 
tliemselvo.i. To tlie man v.'lio settliMl 
wliother he or his neighbor owned a 
certain piece of land, by taking a 
chance as to which of them ' 'should 
cutoff the otlior'.s head, it seemed quite 
a reasonable thing to Kettle questions 
of religipus fait.i by the rack, and if 
the sinner would not abandon his er- 
rors to kill him. We "have got beyond 
all that kind of thing. If wo have a 
(li.sriute about properly we take it in- 
to tlie courtd and let the lawyers man- 
age our affairs for us, and accept con- 
tentedly what Is left when thoy have 
finished. It wc do not agree upon 
-some religious matter, wo discuss it in 
the newspapers. So you see that it 
is quite in accordance . • with 1. things In 
general that men should 'hold ten- 
aciously the views they arc lirought up 
in, only they do not seek to detenuiiio 
them now by means of the thumb- 
screws and dainty things of that na- 
ture. They debate them earnestly and 
a illy, and the result is that the great 
body of the public, who read wliat they 
say with much Interest, get an ex- 
ceedingly valuable lesson In religious 
toleration. They learn that the things 
which once wore thought essential 
features of religion, arc matters upon 
which men, whoso lives are exemplary 
and of whoje devotion to the good' of 
humanity cannot be doubted, can dis- 
agree without questioning eacli other's 
sincerity or.godilnoss. This is .a de- 
cided gain, and; It makee for church 

u n I ty— wo do^'not,vs*y ' : church, utiion, 

about the desirability >bf which there 

jTiay be a difference of opinipn — in an 
exceedingly r fCoctlvo way. ■ ■ ■ 



we suggest to our contcnnporary that 
it should confine Itself to its legitimate 
business., • "Whether or not the policy 
of the Colonist on public questions 
suits our contemporary la/notvery ma- 
terial. It appears to suit the people 
of Victoria. Wc are nsked by tlie 
Times if it Is to understand that, be- 
cause we freely discuss and permit 
others to discuss in this paper the 
question of Japanese immigration, wo 
are to be understood as being unal- 
tci-aloly in favor of it. Such a ques- 
tion is too absurd to call for an an- 
swer, but as our contenipp'rttry seems 
unable , to ' distinguish, i between the 
question of Chinese and . Japanese im 7 
migration, wo shall endeavor to explain 
it. Colonist readers do not liave to 
be told wliat our views are in respect 
to tile immigration of Japanese. We 
have taken advanced ground in fa- 
vor of its restriction by every lesltl- 
mato means; but wo recognize that 
the relations between His Majesty's 
government and Japan are on a very 
different basis from those between 
that government and Cliina. Chinese 
Immigration has been dealt with in 
a manner, which practically prohibits 
it, ;ind ■wo do not proposc' to allow tlio 
columns of the Colonist i<& be used 
by thoso who seek to take down the 
harriers against a coolie invasion. 
Japanese immigration has not been 
restricted' by law, and it is exceed- 
ingly ■ questionable how far Parlia- 
ment would be justified b.v Imperial 
considerations in .•ulnptinfr a policy of 
exclusion in reference thereto. At 
the same time we regard it as of great 
Importance that the views of the 
peojilo of British Columbia upon what 
is at present an open question should 
be made ]<nown. Hence We discu.^s 
it ourselves and permit others to use 
the Colonist to discuss It. ^ 

But since our contemporary Is .so 
concerned as to the attitude of the 
Colonist, may we ask how tlio personal 
organ of the Minister of Inland Rev- 
enue is able to make its publication 
of letters, violently denouncing the 
Chinese Exclusion law, square with its 
professed love for the working men? 
The' policy of the Colonist is to labor 
to preserve Canada as a white man's 
country. We feel that we would no 
more be warranted In permitting cor- 
respondents to advocate the unre- 
stricted admission of Chinese than we 
would be in allowing then', to advo- 
cate any other ofrencc against the 
material and moral welfare of Can- 
ada. After long effort Chinese im- 
migration was stopped. It was 
stopped because it was felt that its 
continuation would be an ecdnomic 
and soci.al crime, and tliosc who advo- 
cate its rcviv.'il must seek some other 
moans of malting their views iinown. 
Speaking with perfect irankness we 
do not regard the^rnenace of Japanese 
IriimigratIon..cas;/sei:ibusli' ; as that of 
Chinese ■ 'for* tlie" 'simple • reason that 
tiioro are fewer Japanese laborers, who 
will come here under any circum- 
stances, but we talve the position that 
Cap.aQa .c.anhqt .afjord to permit any 
corisiderabib' riunilVcr of them to en- 
tor the country, for reasons that ouglit 
to bo obvious to any one. But the 
matter js a difficult one to regulate. 
As wc have already pointed out, if tlie 
Japanese have pride of race, which 
we are'- bound to respect, so have the 
people of Canada, and tljia Japanese 
ought to rcipect it. Let there be 
no doubt about the attitude of the 
Colonl.st on the question of Oriental 
immi.giatlon. It favors its restriction 
to. the smallest possible amount con- 
sistent witli the maintenance of friend- 
ly ' Ihtercour'so ' between the British 
Empire and the great counti'ie.s of the 
Orient. It believes that tlie Im- 
perial government owes it to the people 
of Canada not to sacrifice their feel- 
ings In respect to Japanese immigra- 
tion, .-md if believes that by the full 
and free discussion of the question a 
conclusion will be arrived at, wlilcli 
will preserve Canada for white labor, 
a'lid not offend the sensibilltlos of tiie 
Japanese which are probably all the 
more acute because they are such new 
comers upon the stage of modern civ- 
ilization. , 



Mr. Turner was' not in a position to 
give the information desired, he feels 
that he has a grievance and the World 
ventilates it.

At length thoy 
came to the question of the papers 
necessary to pass the custom liouse. 
Now the Agent-General ia neither ti 
customs broker nor lias be any connec- 
tion with the customs department, 
which it is perhaps unnecessary to tell 
the World is under the charge of the 
Dominion Rovemniont, but Jlr. Turner, 
for the accomniodatinn of those who 
want them, gets from tlie ll!,t;Ii <.'om- 
missioiicr's Cilice .a miniber of blank 
customs forms from time to time. It 
so happened ' tliat,s, cither on the same 
day or the previous one, Mr. Turner 
had boon in tlio High Comniis.sioner's 
Oflice and had asked the clii' !' clerl; 
for a few of llio forms, ;i-.i<i the cl.'rk 
told liim that he liad better not take 
any, as it was under.stood that the 
form was to be altered. However, when 
Mr. Tumor's caller nskod liim nl)out 
the form of appllealinn for .Mitr.v, Mr. 
Turner i)iille(l out the dnuver in bis 
desk, in wlilcli ho had been accus 
tomed to keep them, 'and Hound that 
thoy were ail gone. He told Mr. Ma- 
guire's correspondent, so, and added 
wliat the High- Commissioner's clerk 
had told Iiini about the probable dam- 
ago. His caller then asked if there 
was not some special fo'rm necessary 
in the case of Vancouver, and Mr. Tur- 
ner told him that the general regula- 
tions of the customs apply to "Van- 
couver.

Commissioner in London expressly for 
that among other things.

Ho de- 
clares that In addition "to' forcing the 
East Indians to leave the city, beating 
tlicni, draggiii',' tlK-in from their beds, 
etc., the enraged mob burned tho en- 
tire effects of many of tho ignorant 
foreigners, who were . apparently pci-- 
fectly dazed and mystU'lod by the on- 
sl.atight, unawaro..of their offence, and 
who piteoualy" begged for mercy; ,. as 
their pursuers forced them., to leave 
their lodgings. , ' ~ ■ . 

It 1.5 also" Stated- on the 'same au-i 
Ihnrlly that tho charge's against the 
Hindus were mainly iinfoiiiided, par- 
tieiilarly the tieeiisiuion lliiil ta.y in- 
sulted women m- f.piec^d them from tlie 
sidewnlk.-!.

Tho vast majority of Investments 
in listi'd ■.socurliies are mad(^ on the 
.'ulvice of brokei'.s who are always 011 
the lookout for securities they can 
safely recommend to clients. Bankers 
very rarely take the responsibility of 
recommending' investments in specified 
•securities. "They : refer the enquirers 
to some responsible firm of brokers. 
Tnus If you can reach the brokers, 
you reach the men who really control 
the Investing public, 

"Of course those men arc not in the 
least Influenced by sentiment, Tlie 
bond issue, or as the case may be, in 
carefully scrutinized and has to stand 
strietls- on its merits and intrinsic 
v;ilue. Another all important i>oint 
considered is tlic chara<'ter for honest 
dealing of the men res]ion.-iliIe for the 
floatation ami tho country whence it 
emanates. I.isues from tlio defaulting 
republics of South America,* which 
never Intend to pay,. up,, are disregard- 
ed, and United States securities have 
also suffered .frQm„th.e' manipulation to 
which the stoolt^'.'oir tho New York 
stock exchange are] subjected to. Tho 
Brlti.^li investor- has got sick of It. 
But In Can.ada those drawbacks do not 
exist, and now that the growtli and 
prosperity of the country is. being re- 
cognized, Canadian! securities of the 
better class are being largely invested 
In." , . - , . . 

.Speaking of the money market, Mr. 
Bell Hftid that money- Is as scarce and 
dear in Kngland as anywhere else. 

"The reason is tiiat trade in England 
has been increa.-dng tremeiulously the 
last few years, wllli the result that 
much nioro mone.v is requireil t.) 
carry on tho Imylhe.-^s of tlie country. 
Another iriiportanf factor is tho in- 
creased 'price'.' of r 'coitimodlties. Cotton 
for iiistanoe,-'is qirotcd at about- Seven 
pence per -pound, ■a.a against thTeo 
pence half penny a few years ago. 
This means that millions, if not tens 
of millions, more money is needed to 
carry on tho cotton buslno:Js tlian was 
formerly the case, it is .^iifo to say 
that It takes thirty shillings to do the 
worlc twenty shillings would have done 
ten years ago, so wlien tiie increased 
volume of bu.Hinoss l.i taken into con- 
sideration It is not surj)riHin.g that 
England needs all tho money she has 
got for her own buslnesa. In fact 
there is ;not enough. Many of the big 
oi'\riq.- , corporations, cannot, get th<j 
money ; they, 'want for civic . Improve- 
ments at a reasonable price. Birming- 
ham is offering its securities tlirough 
the advertising eiilunins of tlie now.3- 
papcrs in XuO lot.-^, hoping thus to 
catch the small investor, as f.ie city 
has been nnalili; to get tlie t.-rnis it 
wants in tlio money marlcet. (if course 
there is no rpie.-;tion of Birmingh.'im's 
credit. It is simply tli.'it thi-re is not 
quite enough UKMiey to go ri')und and 
otlior concerno will pay more for it."

glc theinsolvos In trnnsgrosslons." And 
again: . "You will causi; us .joy .•ind 
exultation if, obeying Ihe things wilt- 
ten by us'through tho spirit, you cut 
out tho lawless jiassion." in the 
eliurch at Coritith a part.v had rebelled 
against their splritiiiil superiors, after 
the manner ot some .English divines, 
and sonii' priesls \vi:re i-xpelldd'^from 
Ihclr posltlqi;ia. Tho a.cliisin gay* nuich 



satisfaction to the pagans,, just as tho 
divisions and soctsjilifChrlstlanity do 
today. The Corinthlan^ohtirch applied 
to tho pope, aild tlioroUpdn'St.' Clement 
wrote , his famous letter to defend the 
great principle of unity: "Conllrm 
lug them in peace, and renewing their 
faith and doctrine lately received from 
tho apostles." Not unlike the spirit of 
the language used by St. Peter at tho 
council of Jerusalem. The Corinthians 
very much like ourselves were a proud 
people. 

The admonition came not from the 
neighboring churches ot Thessalonica, 
or Phillippi, or Borca, or from Asia 
Minor, or the churches ot Sniyrini or 

of EphcsuM, Neither did it come from 
St, John, the beloved disciple, apostle 
and cvangcllHt, when at Ephesus, but it 
came from that distant bishop of Rome 
who W!is hiding In the Catacombs. 

The reason is obvious that the pope, 
and nol St. John, was the successor 
of St, Petiu*, tho head of Christendom. 
It Is probable that some correspond- 
ent will urgo that tliu letter was writ- 
ten in the name of tlie Church of 
Rome. It •iievertlioless is a letter with 
the authurity of St. Cletnt.'iit. 

.St. (Element's letter tvas bound up 
with the scrliitiires and publicl\- read 
in tho churches. lOtiscbius called it a 
"great itnd >vonderf\tl letter" Ireiiaus 
I'alled It ii "iioworlul epistle." The 
church 1)1 Corinth ilitl not cull the 
pope's interference In their church, 
"papal tyraimy" or boast that tli03' 
would throw otf the "jKipiil yoke'; on 
IIk; contrary, they road the letter as 
being of only less tiuthnrily Ihiui the 
Bible. AVIicn the jiope emerged fVoni 
the Calaroiiibs his stip.'emaev was soon 
made manifest. Jli! defined dogma and 
pr(\siiled o\'cr C(ntti[-lls and dispatched 
tirclil.iisliops, blsIio|is, presbyters and 
priests to establish the church hi the 
different parts of tho world, not foi-- 
gettiiig Ireland, Scotland iind JCiigland. 
I am ideased to see that St. l''inian, 
bishop id' the Southern Picts. has boon 
nientloned. He did ii great wm-k In le- 
,gai-nlng the Southern I'Icts to tho 
church after they liad laiised into pa- 
ganism. '■J'liis saint jireceded (Jolimiba. 
"Verily their sound hiitli gone forth 
into all the earth and their \\ords unto 
the end of the world.' (Rom. x.. 187.) 

The following are some hislorleal 
facts: 

In ir.iil Henry Vlil jniblishod his 
famous works entitled ".\sserlio Sop- 
tetn Sacrauienloriini," and dedli'ated It 
to Leo X, and for this work he re- 
ceived froiii the Pope the title of "De- 
fender of the I'alth." 

The Iviiig 111 his prefatory letter to 
the Pope says: If we litive erred In 
anything wo offer it to be corrected 
as it ma\- iileasc your holiness." He 
also (lechircd tit this time thtit "every 
church of the tiiilhful iiekiiowlcdges 
and venerates the lioman See as its 
mother and primate." in 1524 the 
King has some conscientiotts scruples 
us to the Kiwfuhicss of his marriage 
with ('atlierlii(\ 

Henry is .inxious lo obtiiiii an an- 
! nnhiient of his marriage with Catlier- 
ine. and in U'olsey, at the re- 

(|uesl of the King, api)lies to the Holy 
.See, but fails to obtiiiii the consent 
of the Poiie. Ilonry punishes Wolsey 
by involving him in praemunire for 
acting as the Poju/'s legato. 

In l.li;0 the cler«y of the Knglish 
eluircli were involvcil In j)racnuinlre 
for h.'iving idieyed the legatlne ,-tutli- 
orit.v of Wolsey. It was iigrecd th.at 
the King should have :i graiit of ,C100,-

rituals. The act of supremacy states 
that the King "shall ba taken accepted, 
and rep,uted the only supreme head on 
earth of the Churt?h of England, and 
shall have and enjoj-, annexed and 
united to tho imiierial crown of his 
realm, as well as the title and state 
thereof as all the honors, jurisdic- 
tions, tiutlioritlcs, Immunltie.*?, profits 
JUKI coniniodllles to the said dignity 
belonging, with full power to visit, r(3- 
press, redress, reform and amend all 
such errors, horesics, abuses, con- 
tempts and criormitles, which by any 
manner of splrlttiai authority or Jurlfi- 
dlctlon might or inay lawfully be per- 
formed." 

Under Edwiird VI, who claimed the 
same supremacy, other steps wora 
made towiirds the Protcstanl'/.atlon of 
Ihe Church of England.

tages frtini the country's protective 
tariffs. The Empress invariably ac- 
companies tho Kaiser to Cadinen and 
phiys the part of a middle-class house- 
wife to perfection. She enjoys keep- 
ing house in the simple villa where 
none of llir; ceremonies of the court 
are observed.

the same commercial zeal. Even when 
ho visits foreign courts he frequently 
seizes the opportunity to solicit orders 
from his fellow royalties, who are 
vastly amusfii by his business enter- 
prise. The Kaiser experiences un- 
bounded deligliL over his success in 
this capacity and he estimates that he 
coulrl earn ;i very substantial ini:ome 
ill the shape of commissions obtained 
for thr.' I Irrhen/.ollcrii store if he were 
its employee instead of its proprietor. 

The total amount of caiiital invested 
in the Kaiser's works al Cadinen and 
tho HohenzoUern store In Berlin is 
given as $500,000. The average annual 
profits during the last three years 
•amounted to $46,000; that Is a fraction 
more than !) per cent on the invested 
capital.- Considering that the profits 
are decreased by the Imiimnltarian In- 
slitutions at Cadinen, this ri'siilt must 
he rr-garrlcd as an achievement of re- 
niarkalile success. Altogether the 
KaisrM- eiiiiiloys more than 2,000 ein- 
liloyrM's in the various departments of 
his two businesses. 

The Kaiser's jiarl icijia t ioii in iiracti- 
cal liiisiness has considerable polllir'al 
importani'e, fiu- the old-fasbionorl arls- 
toru'aiy of (•leruiftny until recently en- 
tertaincrl rlr'cp - ronlerl prejudices 
against Irarle ami, above all, against 
shopkeepers. The Kaiser's . enterprise 
has gone far to remove the.se relics 
of bygone times. Since tho Kaiser Is 
himself shopkeeper, it can no longer 
be such' extremely "btul form" to keep 
a shop. The; Kaiser has partia,lly 
broken down the barriers between Ihe 
aristocratic and thr> commerr-ial r'lass- 
r'S, but not entirely, fm- it Is sliU im- 
prissiblo for the son of a shoiikr'cper 
to br'comr' an officer ill an.v cavalry 
regiment. l':;\-en llie ICaiser has been 
imable lo ovru'como this dislilie of 
sliopkceiiing. Xevertlieless som<' |u'om- 
inrml members of the highest Genua n 
aristocracy havo followed his example 
ami goni> into trade. Prince Christian 
Hoheiiiohe, a member of a former 
reigning family, which still '^holds equal 
rank to the reigning houses of Europe, 
carries on several different, businesses 
on his ancestral estates at Oehrlngen, 
In South Germany. One factory injikos 
oat meal, sold under the name of Hoh- 
ciilohe ont menl. .Another makes c.-ikes 
sold under the name of Hohonlohe 
cakes. A third factory iirodur-es cor- 
sets, sold under the name of Hobenlolie 
corsets, much sought after by German 
ladies on account of their princely 
mark. Prince I'-gon Vuerstenberg 
owns large breweries. anr1 Priiiee 
Childo Drmnersmarek conducts a large 
silk factory, the products of which are 
sold tinder tho trade mark of his royal 
arms. — Rudolph Von Elphberg.

The 
contract for one ship, the Manretania, 
was placed on the Tyne; for tho other, 
the Lusltania, on the Clyde. The con- 



struction of the latter' was carried out 
at Clydebank under the immediate 
supervision of three local directors of 
Messrs. John Brown & Co.; the vessel 
was launched iii Juno of last year, iiiid 
at her steam trials on Saturdtty morn- 
ing she ran at a speed of 25.6 knots 
over tho measured mile on tho Clyde, 
thus giving good augury that she will 
succeed In maintaining Hie average 
speed of 21 1-" knots In moderate 
weather, which Is required by llu:

Lord Lovat, whose title and estates 
are being claimed by a debt collector 
of ■\VIimipeg, is a tliorough Scotsman 
and a keen soldier.

He is ,a descendant of Sir 
Jolin King, one of Queen Elizabeth's 
soldier.s, whose son's tragic death by 
drowning Inspired Milton to write his 
famous ppem;>"l4yciaaa."

a boy knows ipiite well whatiis-;'ex- 
pccted of lilm; ho is loo ofto'h'a' man 
of the world in miniature, and. his 
p.arents are likely to please both them- 
solvos and tiioir ofl'spring by spending 
libs holidays at one of the ox|)(?nsivo 
fm-eigii health resorts where the 
aniusemeiits siiccially designed for the 
S'ounger vlsitor.s are more sophisti- 
cated than the uneventful round of 
gaieties belonging to an English cu- 
Scottish eoinitr,\-si<le. .Such a boy's 
Ideal holiday is, not unnaturally, to 
be invitcil to some great house, where 
noted sfii-rtsmeri einigregate, but hu- 
nnin nature being wiiat it is, bis aris- 
tocratic schoolfellow, while often glad 
enough to benefit by his fortunate's 
[lurso, and lo bo Included — in the ab- 
sence of his nwn people — in the oth- 
er's luMclieon party at Lord's, is very 
shy of Inviting Iiini to join his owii 
lionio circle. 

An Original Suggestion 

At the beginning ef the present 
summer a serious tllvinc made the ser- 
loiiH .suggestion tliat-tlio lieads of the 
Various groat piabjlc schools should 
organize holiday homos, wlieri^ tin;

Peer-Authors 
The compiler of the famous old 
book on "Royal and rNoblo/AAuthors,"

authors of tho noble lineage. For In 
those days royal personages are 
usually much too busy for prolonged 
literary compositicm, and even the 
s|)ecclics of royalty must nowadays be 
short. But ])eers and peeresses liavo 
as a rule more leisure, and tho fruit 
of it Is often seen in books which 
seem subtly to reflect tho distinction 
of their writor|i,,.;.^^»,, ; . 

Tho*D(ii<Vrof Argyir 

First among poor-authors must bo 
reckoned the king's brother-in-law, 
tho great .Scottish noble, whoso blue 
eyes and fair hair are so characteris- 
tic of his race, I''rom his statesman 
father he inherited a marked liternrj' 
gift, which has shown itself In both 
in-ose and iioctry. His term of office 
as governor-geiu'ral of Canada in- 
spired liiin lo write, not only those de- 
lightful travel hooks, "Canadian Pic- 
tures" and ".Alciiiorics of (.:an;id,a and 
Scotland," but also nn Important work 
on imperl.-il federation, .at a time when 
that groat ideal was not so fashion- 
able as it is now. In llie domain of 
history come his excellent life of 
Palmerston and his study of the Uni- 
ted States after tho Civil war. as ;ilso 
his strildng work on the Ufo and 
times of Queen Victoria, his royal 
mother-in-law. The Mac Callean 
miior, to give him his Celtic title, has 
also written some charming jiooms, the 
libretto for an opera, and a metrical 
version of the Psalms. 

Two Novelist - Earls 

Another son of a famous statesman 
of the Victorian era, Lord Iddosloigh, 
has already achieved a place among 
those writers or fiction whose work 
•seems likely to endure. "Belinda Fit/,- 
warren" was ;i good story, and "Luck 
o' Lassondalo" even better. Tlie lat- 
ter <!ontaiiu'd one of the best pictures 
of a consummate ass that any novel- 
ist has ever drawn. Lord Iddes- 
lelgh writes with aliundant quiet hu- 
mor ;uid observation, and in describ- 
ing the ordinary life of -well bred peo- 
ple he has the advantage of writing 
about wh.at he knows. In the oddly 
named "Oliarms" he gives us an In- 
tensely iiiter.'sthig muriler story, In 
which King George II plays tho part 
of a gofMl genius. Lord Iddosloigh 
is personally a good looking man, with 
a singularly winning manner. It Js 
Interesting to note that his son, Lord 
St. Cyrcs, who has written a learned 
l^•ork on I'enelon, and his daughter, 
La<Iv Ro.'jalind Northcole, wlio Is llio 
author of "Tho Book of Herbs," in- 
herit his literary gift. Anotlier carl, 
Lonl Ellesniere, (Iiougli, as ho would 
be the fii'st t(i admit, his work has 
not Ibn llter;iry i-piality whicli dis- 
tinguishes that of his brother peer, 
Lord Iildeslcdgh. has nevertheless writ- 
ten srune c-.-ii)lf;il novels of n. cbeorful 
Idiid, In which his knowledge of rac- 
ing, sllor>liug ;uid other open .air 
S'liorts has stood hini In good stead. 

" Her Heart's in the Highlands" 

Lady Cromartio, who is -a- countess 
In her own right, Is known to' all good 
judges of literature for her exquisitely 
subtle and moving stories, in • whlcii 
the mystorlouB, haunting romance and 
cliarin of the Highlands, and the wist- 
ful, iHictic. Highland nature, arc 
lovingly delineated. A beautiful wo- 
man, lcs,s tall, perhaps, than her well 
known sister, tho famous swimmer, 
Lady Constance Stewart-Richardson, 
Lady Cromartio is adored on her Scot- 
tish estates, where is the healing spa 
of Stro thpef for. 



As might naturally bo expected, 
there is a keen appreciation of art and 
beauty to bo found among iieers, wlio 
are so often tho jiossessors, or the 
trustees for their descendants, of 
unlfiue and priceless art collections. 
Thus, Lord Plymouth, who as Lord 
Windsor so admirably filled the office 
of first commissioner of works, _ is a 
man of exceptional artlsllc taste, which 
he displays In his beautiful mono- 
graph on Constable, the great Eng- 
lish landscape painter. Then, too, 
Lord Northampton has written the 
history of iii.t perfectly cncliantlixg 
seat of Coinpton AVynyatcs, In War- 
wiok'-liire. 

Tho Kounder of the Aero Club 

How do these things get Into tho 
papers? Last ■Week It was widely 
reriorted In the pres.-), and wltli every 
wealth of circumstantial detail, that 
Mr. Frank Hedges Butler, the famous 
aeronaut, and founder of the Aero 
club, having made an ascesit from the 
Crystal Palace, had involuntarily de- 
scended Into the River Roding, which 
is llford way, and h;ul been rcscuetl 
with difficulty from a watery grave 
amidst great excitement, and in the 
presence of thousands of jicoplc. Jlr. 
Butler never fell into tho River Rod- 
ing. He has never fallen into any 
river. He has never had a b.alloon- 
ing accident of the sliglitest gravity. 

Things He Has Done 
And that is a fine record. For Mr. 
Butler has made over one hundred 
free balloon ascents, and has traveled 
well over 5,000 mllo^ In tho air. Aer- 
onauts run In his family. His cider 
brother was one of the first men in 
England to make aa ascent — in a Mont- 
golfer fire balloon — whilst his daught- 
er, Jlrs. Iltld NichoU, was tho first 
hady member of tho Aero club. That 
flourishing club, by the way, was ap- 
propriately founded by Mr. Bullor in 
mid-air. On Sept. 24, 1901, Mr. But- 
ler, Miss Vera Bullor (now Ivlrs. lltid 
NIcholl), the Hon. C. S. Rolls, and tho 
late Mr. Stanley Spencer made an as- 
cent from the Crystal Palace. It was 
a very calm day, and the balloon, 
thougli rising splendidly, remained 
over the Crystal Palace for two, hours, 
and it was during tills time and at a 
height of D.OOO feet that the proposal 
to form tlio Aero club was thought 
out, debated .and carried unanimously. 
Today tho "Aero Club of tl:e United 
Kingdom," with .Mr. Roger Wallace, 
K. C, .as ch.alrman, has over three 
hundred members, and among thcni 
many of the greatest .and best known 
in tho land. As to i\lr. Butler's bal- 
looning records, among tliem is that 
of the longest cross-clianncl sea voy- 
age—from London to Caen in Nor- 
mandy. Then ho has tr.avelcd widely 
in India, Cliina, Burmah, Russia, 
North and South America and Asia 
iMinor; Is a life membor of Iho Royal 
Geographical society; has written nn 
excellent little )'Ooic entitled "li'lvo'

So much of this sort of thing have 
I soon with my own eyes, and so thin- 
ly-veiled has been the hostility and 
insolence of the loNver class Japanese 
toward myself and all other foreign- 
ers, th.-il, bc.irin.g in mind tho repeated 
assaults uiiou white men kniuvii to me, 
I have gone armed daily, for ihr: lirst 
lime in my life. Yel the word that is 
ever iiassing among the foreigners is, 
"Don't ))ay any attention to insoleneo i 
a.nd insults, and do not hit hack ini- ' 
less your life is endangeri»d." Tho 
self-conceit, arrogance .and license of 
the Japanese in Koi'ca knows no 
bounds. Nor can the government 
which so completely controls tho peo- 
ple in Japan, truthfully disclaim re- 
sponsibility for this state of aftars. 

From all parts of tho country come 
reports of tho forcible dlspo.ssesslon of 
Koreans from their homes In order 
that thoy may be occupied by tho 
Jaiianese. "Military necessity," has 
been the convenient pretext under 
which thousands of acres have been 
seized without compensation, and 
thousands of Koreans compelled lo 
Work without ])ay. And military ojier- 
ations, on a large scale, really ,are in 
e\-ldence in many iiarts of the land. 

I have seen small cities, where al- 
most tho entire business section has 
been , taken possession of by the Jaii- 
aheso. ,Eveh,,tha wcaU^ have exhibit- 
ed to me tho same terror wb.Ich ])os- 
sesses the poor, namely, that tho Juj)- 
aiiese will seize their lands -and homos. 
Ono American friend of the natives 
showed me a bundle of deeds to liouses . 
and lands that wore three feet In cir- ! 
cumforonco. Tho decd.s were done up 
In ptudcages, of which I counled forty- 
four; the a.ggregali! of Individual docu- 
ments must have been more than two 
hundred. These have all been 
brought to tlio American for safety by 
;ilarnied Koreans, and he has bought 
Ihem for a ])onny apiei'i,'. Thus far, a 
foreigner's ownership of real estate 
has been usually i-(-siiecl ed, ai'id the 
natives have turned over Iheir proper- 
ty In this manner In order to keej) it 
out of .Tap'anese handis, hoping for tho 
day when security for life and pos- 
sessions .'yvill come to Korea. 

Japan's conduct in Korea, as any 
traveler may see it (thougli travelers 
seem to be far less welcome in this 
picturesque country since Japan gain- 
ed control than they are in 'Japan It- 
self), Is .such as to afford the best ma- 
terial for n new Zola to arise and 
startle civilization with a "j'accuse!" 
h'or Instance, it Is undeniable that up 
north the military — whether olllelally 
or unofficially matters not — quartered 
their female cainp follower.^ upon the 
natives, with such scandalous results 
that tho church ofUclnls compelled tho 
Korean Clirlstliins to abandon their 
homes rather than to endure and wit- 
ness the demoralizing use that was he- 
Inc made of thom. Everybody knows 



that the Japanese have put into high 
places some of. , the .worst rascals in 
that choice oollectlon/.iof;. superlative 
rogues, the Korean! bfflce holders, thus 
making ludicrous her pretoiice of '-re- . 
form." , ' ,i 

While I was in Korea the story was 
published and later authenticated, that 
a young .Tapaneso hud tried to force 
an old Korean out nf his lionic. Tho 
latter refused to give up ills ancestral' 
habilalion. Thereuiioii the Jap:uieso 
.'let upon h'in\ and beat him, tied a 
beam to liis slioulders, weighted it 
Willi stones, and Ihcii strung him to 
the oaves of his dwelling, where ]io 
died In agony. AVlion the niiirdcred 
man's son returned and discovered 
tho crime, he and some friends start- 
ed in pursuit. Tho murderer fled 
across a river; the avenger, with a 
knife in his teeth, swum after him. 
The fugitive was caught and killed, 
and — remember that Korea , is, , in .the . 
Orient, with IinnionioriaiS'^bustbnisrr-', 
tlio heart and liver of the criminal 
were offered as a sacrlllce to tho s.pirit 
of Korea. Of course, that was wrong — •' 
ono crime never justllios another; but 
the deterrent effect will doubtless bo 
greater than the ex;imple ,mado of fin- 
other Jaiianes..' shiyt^r of .i Korean, 
who was seiiieiu-ed to nn lnii)rlsoiiment 
of two years! The instance is one, of 
several reported of late which would 
seem to Inillcato that, driven to bay, 
tho long submissive Koreans are des- 
perately refusing to play the rolo of 
"dumb, driven cattle." 

Will Korea's day evir come again? 
Is Japan .going to suceeed in her ap- 
parent jiurposo of eliminating tho Ko- 
reans, as sho once eliminated the. 
AInus, and as tho White meh ellinlnatr-' 
ed - the North American . Indiana? 
Whence Is help to come for tho potj-r 
Korean, who, whilo ho lacks the cn- 
terpriso and s:elf -confidence of the 
Japanese, is In certain Important re- 
spects his iinmounced superior? Hi.'i 
present afflictions, by tlio way, aro 
really waking up the K(ire;in's dormant 
qualities. Some Koreans are looking 
hopefully to the nieeiing of Tho Hague 
lidbuiial UexL siiring. Others <.-xpeci 
lluit, Rus.da, when reli.abllltaled, will 
make cdmnicui cause wllh her, or that 
dernuaiiy will express her belief In tho 
"yellow peril" doclrlnes of Eniiieror 
William hy coming- to tho lielp of <.'bo- 
sen. .Still others, more far-seeing, 
point out that J.-ipan's conduct In Ko-'j^i 
rca, of which China must bo perteotly/"?s 
aware, will prevent tho Japanese froit(')ej| 
ever getting a foothold In China, -and' ' 
may eventually lead Korea's ancient 
suzerain to reclaim her former de- 
pondencj'. Fnrelgner.'j seem to think 
that an enlightened and arotused rmbllo 
opinion In Great Britain tiiid America 
will do what force of nrriis may not do, 
for Japan cares more for the public 'i 
opinion of civilization than for any '■ 
other power. Succor for poor Korea 
surely will come from .some quarter, 
for tho uncnduKible cannot bo-inter-, ,:'■; 
;nlnablo. - 
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. THE NAME OF DEITY. 

There are some people who seem to 
believe lliat the actual name of. the 
Deity is God. To llluitrato: In Hindu 
rellBloua literature the great word is 
Om, It can hardly be called a name, 
because in its higlier levels of tnouBht 
Brahmaulstic teachings do not per- 
sonify the Omni.sciont. It is a term, 
rather, intended to express the su- 
bllmeat conception of existence and 
power, sometliing the aamo as Chris- 
tians mean when they refer to the 
Deity as "I Am." Xow, there was 
once a Christian missionary in India, 
who wrote a series of letters to an Eng- 
ll.-ih religious periodical, and signed 
tnem "Om." He would doubtla.;s liavo 
been horrified at the I)lasphomy*3f a 
Hindu, who would write letloiB»pm 
EngWnd and sign tliem "I Am.^^B'ho 
truth of tlio matter is that very many 
people in Christendom luive not yet 
advanced beyond the old Jewisli con- 
. ceptlon of Jehovah ' as a tribal deity, 
who was' not the one and only God, 
but simply the most powerful out of 
a number. Ili.iiee when they read, if 
tliey ever do, tlie invocations In ancient 
Parsee or Vedic literature to tlic in- 
effable being, who:ie powers are all 
embracing and whose nature is in- 
comprehensible, lliey think the,\- are 
Idolatrous. It we would Ret this no- 
tion out of our minds; if we would 
endeavor to realize that if tw.i sets 
of religious teachers' agree that there 
is above and beyondtall (things visible 
and invisible some tr'ahscondont Pow- 
er, which is self-existent and from 
eternity to eternity, tliey must of nec- 
essity be referring to one and the aamo 
tiling, a fruitful; sourM^-yjt -ldlfflcuU 
In the minds of earnest 'students of 
religion would be removed. One use of 
the word "Om" is as an invoeation 
at the beginning and: end of study of 
the mysteries of religion, /of per- 
formance of religious ' ceremonies. On 
those occasions it is used in it.^ sec- 
ondary sense, much as a clergyiiian of 
a Christian Church says "In the name 
of the Father, j Son and Holy Ghost" 
and ciose.i his observations or 'services 
with a benediction. It is a prayer to 
the All-Wise for a right understand- 
ing of what is to be done or lias been 
done, as the case mayj.be^ 'Wherein 
' Is the difference betwecin the two In- 
vocations? Certainly not In essence, 
hut only in name. Possibly It may be 
urged that the Christian recognizes 
the three-fold nature of the Deity, but 
without stopping to discuss whether 
the -Bra'-lman expression does not im- 
ply a" slmlla.r idea, we may reply that, 
admitting the existence of this distinc- 
tion, it onlirlniarks the dlfterence be- 
tween Christianity' and Brahmanism, 
not any difference between the God of 
the Christian arid the God of the 
Brahman. Again, without arguing the 
question, let us admit tliat the Chris- 
' tian has a higher conception of tlic 
nature of the Deity than the Brahman, 
by reason of liis appreciation of His 
triune nature, this does not warrant 
the claim that tlie two religious 
schools worship different Gods. With 
the unaided eyo- we loolc upon the star 
Polaris ana~see"onl>- a single liiniin- 
ary, Init with the aid of a telescope 
\yo learn tliat what loolis lilce a small 
■point of light is in reality a group of 
stars. So It Is easy to believe that we, 
who regard the Deity through Christ, 
may see more tlian they who are aljle 
to behold Him from any other medium. 
But it is the same Deity in both cases. 

One of the greatest .difficulties that 
thinking men experience" Is consider- 
ing the cUiim.s maile liy tlie cliurch is 
to accept tlie idea that aaiiniit; tli^' :iiil- 
lions upon millions of mankind, wlio 
Clave during uncounted centuries lived 
upon the earth, the knowledge of God 
should have been restricted to the 
comparatively few peoiile constituting 
the Jowlsli nation, and the more num- 
erous, and yet relatively small number 
who have made up the populatlon''of 
what i.^ calli'd Ciiristeiidoni. Such 
people say y.-ry naturally that, it i.s 
incomprehensible that during long age.; 
vast numbers of men have, been born, 
thought, accomplished great things and 
died and yet li.avc never appreeialcd 
the fact that there is a God above the 
XIniver.'je. Also very naturally they 
say that, If every other-, cpnception 'of 
the Deity, except that which is found- 
ed upon the .Tewl.^li idea of .Tehovah, 
is to lie considered fal.'^c, the claim 
makes too great demand upon liuman 
credulity, for they hold that It Is In- 
comprehensible that an all-wlso and 
all-merclful Father would leave un- 
counted millions of His childrr:n, who 
must bo as dear to I-Iini^ as we are, 
utterly without any Idea' that He' _ex- 
Istad. It does not seem very clear liow 
this proposition can iic successfully re- 
futed. The fact tif the matter is lliat 
tlie conception of the Deity most or- 
dinarily preached from Christian pul- 
pit.^ Is a mediaeval one, formed in 
days when the views of the most 
learned men in Christendom v,-ero ut- 
terly narrow. In trutli Christendom 
today Is suffering from' mediaeval 
Christianity, which laid more stre.,s 
upon nomencl.aturo and ect'lcsi.astical 
Jugglery tlian upon purity of heart and 
faith in Christ. There are many very 
excellent people -vvho shrink from the 
word "broad" in connection with re- 
ligious matters. Tlirougli some species 
of mental confusion tliey liave con- 
founded breadth of view with tlio 
breadth of the ^yay, which we are told 
lead.? to spiritual death; whereas. In 
point of fact, there is not in all the 
teachings of mankind anything broad- 
er tlinn the Sermon on the Mount. Let 
as shako ourselves free from mlscon- 
Defltlons. God never yet left the world 



without a witnbss of Himself In the 
heart of humanity. Ho never locked 
Himself beyond the golden gates of 
lieaven and denied Hlm.=!elf to the mil- 
lions who sought Hlin, but In by-gone 
ages as today, in India as In Kngland, 
to all who souglit Illm earnestly He 
made Himself manifest, For Ho is the 
same yesterday, today and forever.

Before she was two 
years old she was iiromlsed in mar- 
riage to ,Prini.-e Kdward of lOiigland, 
and when tho Scots parliament refus- 
ed to ' Banctlon tills,- : war eBB 
terminated urifortunately for Scotland, 
When she was eight months old -.^lio 
betrothed to tho Daiiphlii, who was 
six weel-fy her junior. Wlien sli,- w;is 
seventeen lu-r husband came to the 
throne and she became qiiceii of 
Franco as well . as of Scotland.. > B?-: 
fore she was nineteen she Was a' wi- 
llow. She returned to Scotland when 
she was nineteen, escaping with smne 
difficulty tho fleet which Queen Eliza- 
beth sent out to capture her. Many 
plans wore proposed for her marriage, 
and tho list of names submitted in- 
cluded the kings of 1-^rance, Denmark, 
Sweden and Spain, tho Arcluluke of 
Austria, and the Dukes of I-"err,-;ra, 
Nemours, Anjou, Arran, and Leicester. 
.Mary'.s choice was tho king of Spain, 
hut unexpected obstacles presented 
thcniselvos. Slio married in her 
I twenty-third ye.-ir lier cousin, .lames 
Stuart, Lord Darnley. Ho Is described 
as arrogant, ambitious, foolish, de- 
bauched and cruel. His solo recom- 
mendation was his personal appear- 
ance, which was unusually attractive, 
l^arly in tlie following year, tluil is, 
in I lOO, occurred the murder of Rizzio, 
Mary's chief minister, who was ^luin 
liy Darnley's -order, because tho lat- 
t- r fancied that Rlzzlo stood In the 
way of Ills securing tlie succession of 
tliG crown to b.imself and Ills cliild- 
ren. In default of Mary Intving any 
issue. This led to an estrangement 
between her and Darnley, upon whom 
sho had conferred the title of king. 
She was imprisoned, but regained her 
liberty and ovcrtlirew tho phins of the 
conspirator against lier. In ISfifi her 
son, afterwards Ja:iies VI, was born. 
In tho following year Darnley was 
stricken with smallpox. Mary visited 
him and slept for two nlglits 'in the 
same house. .She left him one night at 
eleven to attend tho marriage of ii 
valet, and two hours later tho houso 
was blown up by gunpowder and 
Darnley was killed. The Earl of Both- 
well was charged with this crime, 
but ho was acquitted after a farcical 
trial. Ho then ser/!Cil the queen and 
carried her to Dunbar. A few weeks 
later ho was divorced ' from his young 
wife, and having been created Duko 
of Orkney by tho Queen, married her, 
the v.'cdding taking place ivitliln tlireo 
months from the death of Darnley. 
Tho njblos at onco rose In arms 
against her, and sho was taken pri- 
soner. The insults of the people and 
lier grief at Iieing separ;ited from 
Bothweli threw her Into a frenzy. She 
rofused food and strode through her 
rooms nearly naked with her hair 
streaming about her. In which condi- 
tion she would present herself at tho 
.■Indov/s and scream for .aid. After 
signing her ahilica t io:i in fa\-nr of her 
son she contrived to escape from 
her captors and ralso an army, but 
wa.-^ promptly defeated, after which 
she crossed into England and gave her- 
self up to lOiiztibetli. This was in 
1511.S, when this extraordinary woman 
was only -« years of age. For the 
remaining twenty-one years of her 
life sho was a prisoner, and her exe- 
cution was for treason consisting of 
conspiring for tlic murder of Eliza- 
beth. 

Mary's character has been the sub- 
ject of much controversy, and sho has 
been described as everything, from a 



saint to a monster. The best opinion 
seems to bo that her nature was pas- 
sionate In tho extreme, and that 
sho was prepared to go to any 
length for the gratification of 
her desires. in other respects she 
was very much to bo connnended, 
Sho was briglit, w-itty,. a good stu- 
dent, a writer of more than average 
talent and a poet of somo merit. Six 
poems, known to have been written 
by her, aro extant. In person she was 
undoubtedly very beautiful, although 
it cannot bo said that her portraits 
would convey that impression. One 
of her biographers, .Toscph Richard- 
son, says her features wcro long and 
sharp, but "animated by winning vi- 
vacity and lilgli Joyous spirits." Her 
eyes were very large and bright, and 
of that changeful grey Ayhlch made 
JIarlo Antoinette's so' attractive. In 
her youth her hair was golden, but in 
lier short life' it changed first to au- 
burn, then to brown, then to black 
and finally to grey. Her figure wa.< 
largo and stately and her deportment 
graceful. Sho appeared to splendid 
advantiigo on horseback and still more 
so in dancing. Her Iiands wore very 
shapely,' and it is said that her fond- 
ness for tho liarp was inspired largely 
by a desire to display their beauty. 
Sho possessed personal magnetism in 
;l surprising degree. It Is told of 
Bl.shoi) Lesley that ho onco went to 
sen lier to reproach her for somo In- 
discri'tions, and on coming -''Into,- , her 
prosonco ho fell upon his knees and 
Implored permission to itlss her fin- 
gers, and after a briefintervlew left 
lier with his reproach unutterod. The 
Seigneur do ]3r;inton'io was her con- 
temporary and was acquainted witli 
her personally. In his memoirs ho 
gave a glowing descrlptioia ot-s^thls 
lovely girl, as she was when he know 
her. Ho says: "As sho grew into the 
flower of her age, one could see great 
beauty, great ylrtues develop in her 
in such a fashion tlrat on arriving at 
fifteen iter beauty began to display 
its lustre at full noon and effa<-e tli 
sun at his strongest, so fine was the 
be.uity of li.;r per.son." Ho tells us 
that at the ago of fourteen .-<hc de- 
claimed before the ITrench court an 
ortitlon in Latin, In which she main- 
tained that women ought to study the 
liberal arts, and ho adds that, :is she 
d(.'Voted two hours a day to study, 
"thero were hardly any human 
.sciences that sho could not discourse 
well upon." Ho says that "in tho 
rudo and Ixirbaric garb of her native 
country she waa a very goddess. 
• <• ' She iuul still further that per- 
fection wliich most can set the world 
on fire, an exceedingly sweet and 
lovely voice; for she sang admirably 
moderating her voice to tlie lute, 
which she touched very ■ prettily with 
her beautifLil white hand." Speaking 
of her marrlago to tho Dauphin, do 
Brantomo mentions that she brought 
Scotland as her dower, but adds "even 
If she had neither sceptre nor crown, 
her person and divine beauty alono 
were worth a kingdom."

• BRAHMANISM 

•"nu- universe w.'is enveloped In dark- 
ne.<s iiiuieiietralrie, iiidi.-linguishable, 
iindiscoveral.ile, unknowable, as It were 
sunl< in a deep sleep. Then the irre- 
slsiihle, self-exktent Lord, undlscerned, 
cau.-iing this universe with' the five 
elements and ail otherithings to be- 
come discernible, was mahlfoitcd, dis- 
pelling the gloom; Ho who is beyond 
the cognizance of the senses, subtle, 
undlscernible, himself shone forth. He, 
desiring, se-jklng' to produce various 
creatures from hjs own , body, first 
created tho waters and deposited In 
them a seed. This became a golden 
egg, resplendent as the sun in which 
lie liimselt was born as Brahma, the 
progenitor of all the worlds. Being 
formed by that First Cause, undlscern- 
ible, eternal, wliicli is Ijotli t^\lstent 
and non-existent, that male (]>ei-uslia) 
Is known to the wm-Ul as Uraluna. 
That l.ird ha\-iiig (-mit iimeil a y<-ar in 
the egg. divided it into two parts by lii.i 
mere thou.u;lit. With tliese two shells 
he fi>rnied the- heav'-n and the e.'irtli; 
and in the middle he placeil the sky, 
tlio eight regions and the eternal abode 
of the waters." This account of the 
creation Is from the code of Manu, 

Brahmanism Is tlio religion of the 
greater part of the people of India. 
When wo remember that tho popula- 
tion of that cimiitry Is jnore than two 
hundred and ninety millions, we' can 
have some Idea of the enormous niim- 
ber of Hindus who accept Brahmanism 
in (me form or anotlier us their faith. 
Tills religion dates back as far as 
twelve liundred yc-ars before (Jlirisl, 
and its sacred boLiks aro tho oldest 
written doculllent.^ known. Tliey are 
almost limitless in number and it 
would be a.-i impossible to give .-i his- 
tory and descrljition of B,ralim;inlsni in 
all 11.^ Msjiect.s and divl.-ihuis ,is it 
\yould be for otic individual, to under- 
take the rciiilhig of thi.i mas.s of Sans- 
crit nianuscriiit. Originally linihinan- 
Ism w;is ;i pholcisoi)Iilcal religion ming- 
led with tin; w-iji-slilp of the i)o\vcrs of 
n.'itiii-c, and It is (piitc easy to inuler- 
st.-uiil why the Hindus as well as our 
Aryan anc(;stors worshipped these 
forces and sacriflciMl to them. rihnatU: 
condition would naturally govern their 
lives to a large extent. 'I'lielr lands 
and iiouses, flocks and heeds and tlioy 
Iheni.ieives wi're more frecjuently at 
the mercy of wind, firo .and water th.in 
the iieople of tho west. These mighty 
agoiicios were therefore supposed to be 
tlio governing forces of tho universe, 
and whichever element was peculiar to 
a locality was WbrBhipped as the god 
of that locality; r^Agni, tho god of flro 



was one ot the principal . objects of 
adoration. He was, the divinity of the 
housohold, tho sacrificial flamo and 
the divine pesscngcr, who licked up the 
sacrifice and carried it to tho gods. 
Varunn w;is tho god of tho sea and In- 
vested with divine attributes, powerful 
to destroy but mighty to save.

Beside the deities of 
the earth and air tlie Hindus luad many 
other gods and goddesses, foremost 
among these being Ganosh, tho god of 
luck, whoso aid Is still Invoked before 
'anything of importance Is undertaken 
and to whom temples have been built 
tliroughout tho length and breadth of 
India. The itiirpent, the bull and the 
cow are also objects of veratlon. 

The genuine Pantheistic creed of In- 
dia at the present tlnie,- however, 
seems to be that Brahma fneutor) is 
the only real eternal i s.-^ence. Its nianl-

Hiecipos for Various Cold Dishes 

Sole and Epicure Sauce. Reqniros a 
good alzed sole, one small cucumber, 
one and a half gills of mayonalse, half 
a gill of cream, half a gill of aspic 
jelly, one teaspoonful of anchovy es- 
sence, some .tarragon .vinegar, pepper, 
salt, caster sugar, one lemon and two 
gherkins. 

Fillet the sole, divide each fillet Into 
two pieces, \tie them Into neat rolls, 
place on a '■''buttered tin, cover with 
greased paper,- arid bako until cooked. 
Remove each roll carefully on to a 
dish, take away the string, and pour 
over the following sauce; peel a small 
cucumber, cut it Into pieces, cook until 
tender In salted water, strain; rub 
through a hair sieve. When cold stir 
this puree gradually into tho mayon- 
alse sauce, add the cream, A.splc jelly 
anchovy sauce, tarragon vinegar, sea- 
son with pejjper and salt, and a small 
Flinch rif caster sugar. Add a dessert 
spoonful of cliniiped gliei-lcin (pickled), 
and sufficient spinach juice to give the 
whole !i greenish lint. I'our tills sauce 
very slowly over tho fish, and when 
cold servo with a garnish of sliced 
lemon and cucumljor. 

i\layonalse of Iilggs— Hequirod: Four 
or five eggs, two lettuces, ono tomato, 
a littlo gelatine, a littlo mayonalse 
c-iuce, callers. 

Boil till hard, sufficient eggs to al- 
low one to each guest, and put into 
cold water. AVash and wipe dry, two 
firm crisp lettuces, then place In a 
bowl, add some 'jllced tomato and a 
little chopped tarragon. Cut egg In 
half lengthwise, with a very sharp 
knife, and arrange In a circle on the 
salad. Pour over this a thick mayon- 
alse 'sauce 'with dissolved gelatine i'n 
It. Garnish • alternately with chopped 
white of egg, lobster coral and chopped 
capers. To make the sauce really 
good It must have the oil added slowly 
lo the raw egg and bo allrrod till It Is 
as thick as butter before anything else 
Is added. 

Chandfrold of Fowl — Required: Re- 
mains of a cooked fowl, rich sauce, a 
little gelallno, ono gill of aspic jelly, 
Cut up the remains of a fowl into neat 
joints and remove all skin and super- 
fluous bone. ITavo ready some rich 
white sauce in which a little gelatine 
has been dissolved. Coat each piece 
of chicken in^;iho sauce, and arrange 
on a dish. Garnish with aspic jelly 
chopped small and decorate to taste. 

To make Invalid Tea it should ho 
made Willi boiling milk instead of wat- 
er. It is much nicer and far more di- 
gestible if caro is taken that the milk 
is really iMillng. 

Keep camphor In cupboards where 
clothes are ."itored, for not only will It 
keep away moths but also mice which 
dislike it exceedingly, 

New boots dO| not often take a. good 
polish. Thcy,;Wiil',do 60 If they are 
I'ubbed'cver .with a cut leyion 'before 
;in.v hiitcklng Is used.'' A cut raw po- 
tato riiny -be'-'used Instead- of- 'the le- 
mon; but'is hot quite so^ satisfactory. 

In the ijurdery.- lime water Is abso- 
lutely Invalua.ble, and every, mother 
should keep It'at hand. For young In- 
fants It Is a great aid to digestion, If 
only a couple of teaspoonfuls be add- 
ed to a bottle of milk. It Is almost 
as essential for older children also, ex- 
ercising a most beneficial Intlnencfe 
upon tho hones and tooth of all young 
children. It is of ithc utmost Import- 
ance that the lime water is fresh. It 
is therefor advisable to purchase it In 
small quantities. It is (piito easy lo 
make at home as all you have to do 
is ;to drop a lump of unslaked lime in- 
to a largo jug of water and when the 
ebullition l.s over, strain off tho water 
without disturbing tho 'sediment. Tlie 
water will not absorb more lime than 
is necessary.

Paderewski, whoso appearance In 
Dondon was the great musical event ' 
of the season. Is at homo in tlio lUtle 
old world town of RIond Borson, In 
Switzerland, where ho built himself a 
lovely chateau on tho Lake of Gen- 
oa. For animals and birds the Pad- 
erewski couple have an intense ador- 
ation. Their poultry yard Is a sight 
to see as every domestic fowl has Its 
own special abode, protected by high 
while palings, and there is an exten- 
sive enclosure for golden pheasants, 
a big duck yard with Its pond and 
rows of rabbit hutches, as neat and 
smart as dolls' houses.

Where the soil is warmer and there is 
more air and they will callus quicker 
than if they were farther down. The 
cuttings should callus well in a few 
wocks and they may be planted out- 
side if thought advisable. Cuttings 
may bo kept in good condition over 
winter by heeling. In or .burying in 
sand in a cool cellar, or after callus- 
ing under a few inches of soil outside 
they may bo left there over winter if 
covered with from four to fivo more 
inches of soil to prevent their drving 
out. Good results are obtained with 
the least trouble by planting the eut- 
..Ings in nursery rows as soon as thev 
are made. The soil should be pre- 
I>arpd and should bo seleetert wh<>re 
water will not lie. Furrows ar(^ npeu- 
ed three feet apart and deep ertough 
so that the top bud, oi- at most two 
buds, will be above ground. Th.' cut- 
tings are placed about si.x inches apart 
on the smooth side of the furrows and 
soli thrown in and tramped well .about 
them. Where- only "a small number 
are to bo planted-.a trench may be 
ojionod with a spade;; It Is Important 
to havo most of the cutting below 
ground, as more roots will be made 
and the plants will be stronger.

If (lie s.-ason 
is favorable the (-utihig.'i should i-allus 
well .-iiid even throw out a few roots 
by winter. AVliero there is liitio snow 
in winler it is good practice to co\er 
the tops of the cuttings with about 
two Inches of soil, which will be a 
good. protection to them. This soil 
jshould be raked off In spring. In 
the spring cultivation should be be- 
gun early and kept up regularly dur- 
ing the summer to conserve moisture 
and favor rooting and the development 
of the hushes. By autumn they should 
he large enough to transplant to the 
field. 

In Great Britain and . Eiiropo cur- 
rants are often grown in tree form, 
and are prevented from throwing up 
shoots from below ground by remov- 
ing all the buds of the cuttings except 
the top one before planting in tho nur- 
.-sery. This H.\-sh in is net recommend- 
ed for this country as it has been 
found by exiierience that snow breaks 
down curranls grown in this way, and 
where borers arc troublesome it is 
not wise to depend on one main stem. 

Jlost of the cultivated varieties of 
currants havo originated as natural 
seedlings, little artificial cro.ssing hav- 
ing been done with this fruit. Cur- 
rants grow readily from seeds, and It 
'ls;easy to get now varieties in this 
way. The seeds are washed 'out of 
the ripe fruit, and after drying, may 
either be sown at once or mixed with 
sand and kept over winter In a cool, 
dry place arid sown very early in the 
spring. The' seeds should not be sown 
deep, from one-qnnrter to one-half an 
inch being sufficient. If sown very 
they will not germinate. Tne

The best time to plant currants is in 
he autumn. If jdanted in the spring 
they will j.robably have sprouted 
.somewliat before planting, and on this 
account their growth tho first Hcason 
will be checked. Where the .soil is in 
good condition, curnints, especially the 
black varieties, make strong growth, 
and the bushes reach a large siy.e, 
hence it is best to give them plenlv 
of space 'as they will do better anil 
are easier picked than if crowded, six 
by five feet is a good distance to 
plant. If planted closer, especially in 
good soil, the bushes become very 
crowded before it is time to renew 
the plantation. Strong one-year old 
plants are the best, but two-year old 
plants are better than poorlv rooted 
yearlings. It is better to err on the 
side of i)lantiiig a little deeper than is 
necessary than to plant too shallow. 
A good rule to follow is to set the 
plants at least an inch deeper than 
they -vvere in the nursery. The soil 
Should lie well tramiied about the 
young plant so that there will be no 
danger of it drying out. After plant- 
lug, the soil should be levelled and tho 
surface loosened to help retain mois- 
ture.

White Kalscr — A strong, upright 
grower; not very productive. Fruit 
medium to large in medium to largo 
bunche.s, about three-fourths filled; 
pale yellow; subacid, of a pleasant 
flavor; good quality. Season medium'. 
Better in duality than most. 



DISEASES OF THE CURRANT 

The currant is affected by very few 
diseases. The only ones which do 
much injury arc the following: 

Leaf Spot— Rust (Septoria ribls, 
Desm.) — The Leaf Spot fungus affects 
black, red and white currants, caus- 
ing the leaves to fall prematurely, and 
thus weakening the bushes. Tlii.s dis- 
ease is first noticed about midsum- 
mer, when small ' brownish spots ap- 
pear on the leaves. Those often be- 
come .so numeroup that they affect a 
large part of the foliage, soon causing 
the leaves to ffi.!!. As the disease often 
appears before tho fruit is picked it 
is difficult to control it if the bushes 
arc not sprayed until after the fruit 
Is ])ickcd. By using the ammoniacal 
copper carbonate tho bushes may be 
sprayed a week or two before it Is 
expected, witliout discoloring the fruit, 
giving a socimd application, if noces- 
sarv. As soon as the fruit is picked 
the' bushes sould be thoroughly spray- 
ed with Bordeaux mixture. Experi- 
ments have sliown that this disease 
can bo controlled by siiraying. 

C^urrant Antliraciiose (Gloeosporiuin 
ribis) — 'I'liis disease, wliicli may be 
mistaken for the Leaf Spot, afteota, 
different parts of the busli, including., 
the I. 'lives, leaf stalk;,, young branches, 
frail and fruit stalks. On the leaves 
it is iiiaib' evident during the month 
of Juno bv the small brown spots 
which are usually .smaller than tlioso 
made by tho Leaf Spot fungus. The 
lower leaves are affected first, and 
finally the ui>por ones. They turn 
\-ellow anS gradually fall to t.io 
ground, and when the disease is bad 
tho bushes arc defoliated before their 
lime. On tho petioles or leaf stalks 
the diseasi! causes slightly sunken 
spol.s. The fruit is affected with 
roundi.sb black spots which arc easier 
seen when the fruil is green. On tho 
young wood the diseased areaf. are 
light ill color and arc not noticeable. 
Tho wojid is not nearly so much in- 
jured bv I lie disease as the leaves. Tho 
spores which spread this disease are 
formed In pustules, the majority of 
whicli nro under the upper epidermis 
of the leaf. Whore tho spores are to 
appear the surface of the leaf is ralB- 
pd and blackened in spots looking like 
small pimples. When the spores are 
ready to come out the skin breaks 
and 'thev escape and re-infect other 
parts. When the foliage drops ear.y 
on account of this disease the fruit 
is liable to be scalded by the sun. I he 
fruit may also wither before ylPC;,"!"^ 
properlv owing to lack of foo-, or 
moisture, as the leaves -having fallen 
thev are unable to keep up the nec- 
cs.iarv supplv. The premature falling 
of the leaves proven','' the buds from 
maturing properly, honce they are not 
in as good condition to bear fruit the 
next year. ^ 

Spraviug with Bordeaux mixture is 
rocomnionded as an aid in controlling 
the disease. It would be wise, whore 
currant anthraenoso Is troublesome, to 
spray tho bushes Ihorouglily before 
tho leaves aiipear. A second spraying 
should bo made when the leaves are 
unfolding, and successive sprayings at 
intorviil!! of from ten to Courteen days 
until the fruit is nearly full grown, 
and there Is danger of Its being dis- 
colored by the spray when ripe. Paris 
green should be added to the mixture 
when the first brood of the currant 
worm appears. A thorough spraying 
after the fruit Is harvested is deslj-able. 
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t'.io varieties named respectively ros- ) heavy niualln strainer to drain off tho 
lum' and . superbum, which are good, excess moisture and dry it In tlie air,

We 
iiave just jjiclied a llower oC eacli. thu 
l.lf.'Vailins- coloi-.s wliite, ro;-!.' aiiJ crim- 
son. .S(jino are tloublc, and, it must 
bu confessud, burst tlieir ealyces in a 
)nost imliappy way; l)\:t one seems t'l 
fiirset all this in conlemiilation of tlic 
biilowy cloud of color which cinnes 
from tho neat tufted i;iaucous cnliu'ed 
errowth. One variety Is rich rci.'^o iiink, 
witli a dark crimson riUR in lli'u eiuitro 
p.nd. fringed petals, another . almost 
White,' with deeply-cut edgoa, and wo 
mlgijt thua describe twenty variations, 
nil beautiful In their .way. It ia aston- 
ishing how vigorous. tlio ,>,gfowt".i Is, 
rielthcr frost, heat,- drought, nor exces- 
sive rain ehofcUlng the appearing of 
these prett.v flowers. We went over 
the border last autumn -and found a 
ciowd of '.seedlin:,-s. Utile neat tufts, 
which we transferred to other pusi- 
tlon.s in tho sarden. Tlie.sc arc 'ni 
■bloom, but are Jiot so '.strung, of coiu'so, 
us tho older jilants. One may strike 
cuttinys Willi the .qreatest ease at this 
!>Ciison. Choose the ffrowths which 
have not llovverod, if it is possible to 
find them, cut each just beneath a 
;joint, remove the lower leaves to give 
n clear 'stern for Inserlion in the soil, 
and place in some jiart of the garden 
^^■!u■re Ihcy will not be forgotten. There 
they will soon root, and may go to tlie 
place they arc to atlorn in autumn. 
Sieeds como fortli abundantly. We 
have never seen plants seed .so freely; 
Ihey sow themselves, as already stated, 
and in this way the variety in form 
and colorinc? is increased. They are a 
joy for vveelcs in the summer. 

Propagating the Pink 
A correspondent writt-s: "One of 
tho most prized nf garden llowers is 
the double-Ilowered piiik, and It is 
one wli'icli almost every amateur de- 
liglits to have in auantity, wlielher 
for edgings or for lieds. 'J'oo frctiucnt- 
ly the jiiants are iicrniiltcil to grow in- 
to a large tuft or Ijnrdcring. .uid only 
when they boeome ruggi-d i.s any at- 
tempt . inado • to produce a, neater or 
more vigbrou.s group. Those who 
would increase their quantUy of plants 
^itid ^improve their^.Tigop,- also, should 
niake.a ';itart atr,cincb: by putting: in a 
.batch of -outt'ings. TIiq florists usual- 
ly rely upon- what arp',- termed "pip- 
ings," i.e., tho points of tho shoots 
about 3 inches long and pulled out by 
a ■ sharp • upward- movement. . These 
make e.xcollent plants. Quite as good 
a way. or possibly a better one for 
tho amateur, is to take some cuttings 
by the "heel," si'Iccting tiic young 
bliools of Ihe iire-i.'tit year and strip- 
ping tliem from ilio main stem With 
the "heel" attached. H'lenty of cut- 
tings of tills cliaiMcter are available 
US soon as tlie llnweririg is over, and 
those -1 inclies long will dn well, i'.y 
inserting tliesc cuttings in a cold 
frame in sandy ^oll tliey form roots 
In about a montli, and make compact 
llltle plants for going to their perman- 
ent quarters in early aiiluinn. Tiie.sn 
fi' shly-rnotcil plants are suiicrior in 
evi-iy way to tliose divided up; it is 
surprising the "cutting" method of 
propagation has not been adopted be- 
iore."^ — Country Life. 



garden plants. Tlio flowers are re 
markably bright in color, . as freely 
produced as in the type, and the 
growth attains about the same height 
When planting a pond or lake-side 
tlio variety superbum in particular 
should bo grown In abundance, the 
great point being to keep tho growth 
from overshadowing more weakly sub 
jccts. Tho Looso-Htrifos possess great 
vigor, and soon assert themselves in a 
way other plants do not enjoy. 

Geranium armenum. — Tho true ger- 
aniums must not bo confused wlUi tho 
plants known in ordinary garden: 
"Geraniums." These arc hybrids and 
not liardy; but the true geraniums, of 
whicli geranium armenum Is one of 
llio most beautiful, aro border plants 
of tho highosl importance In creating 
rich masses of color. Wo were in a 
garden of old-fasliioned flowers recent- 
and the plant that attracted our 
attention most wa.s thin , geranium, 
every leaf almost hidden beneath the 
big purple petals. It grows' quieitly, 
and when the growth 'becoqies , at all 
matted it should ...bia .divided; in^ Jate 
September. Such tuftS;,sppf»r.develop, 
and rlval.ihe parent plant inTstzoiiand 
vigor. ■ r • " 

Delphln'ium consollda. — ^^"^e referred 
last year to the fresh blue coloring of 
liii.s annual larkspur, and a number of 
eelf-soWn seedlings In bloom at the 
present time again recall its charm. 
It is flowering between the posts of 
■a' roso-covered pergola, and the .soft 
shades of the roses are In delightful 
harmony \vith the clear blue of the 
larkspur. The plants are quite 2 feet 
In height, and the feat;ier>-, clear 
green foll:ig(^ is ii.tlractivo even wdth- 
out the flowers. Heed iniiy ho snw-n In 
siirin.g, but, as mentioned, it sows it- 
self; such seedlings seem stronger 
than those .sown in the usual way. 

A Giant Scakalo. — AVc wish plants 
of tho character of tho giant '.scalvalo 
(Cramlie cordil'olia) were more phinled 
in English gardens; but they must 
iiavo ample space to develop their 
leaves and flower spike.s. .\n 'immense 
plant we noticed in bloom recently; it 
was about 6 feet in height, and the 
wavy leaves wore fully 18 Inches 
across and almost hidden by tho cloud 
(if flowers, which spread out and then 
fall over, a veil of purest white. IL 
is a plant for tho wild garden . or 
fringe of woodland, and is a-, suocess 
in shade. Any soil seems, to suit ^t, 
and if an increase of stock is desired 
tills Is best accomplished by dividing 
the rool.s when growth -begins in 
spring. — Country Life.

THINN'ING FRUIT 

It pays lo go through tlie orchard 
and thin out overloaded trees, more 
esjieclally young ones. To allow a 
fruit tree to bear oxccsslvel.N- ono year 
is almost certain to result in little or 
no yield from it tho next. Tho second 
year after, having recovered its vigor, 
it WMll, in all proljabilily, again hear 
lo e.\cess Thus, tho habit of alter- 
nate bearing, lo \\-hich many varieties 
are pr<-disi)osed, becomes established 
or coniirmed in the young trees..; Ono 
year It bears: so heavily that tJie Speci- 
mens are Inferior. The next it bears 
scarcely anything. Tho most vexatious 
feature about ii is that the "off year" 
is liable to be one ot scarcity and 
high prices. Kvon if this were not the 
ease, it would still pay " to take pre- 
cautions t(j prevent tho altornate- 
br-arlng habit. 

But there aro also good and sufUcl- 
cnt reasons for thinning a heavy set- 
ting on mature trees. It taxes a tree 
far more to produce seed than fruit 
flesh. Thus, tlie attempt to niature 
an excessive number of fruits wastes 
the vigor of... the tree, without pro- 
ducing as much' edible- •fruit ;aB would 
be grown If the fruit wore thinned, 
while the small size, defective form' 
(due to In.sect and fungus tittack), 
and generally inferior quality, render 
Iho fruit far less valiialjle, whether in- 
tended for domestic use or for iiiarktd. 

In thinning, cull lirst ari.v Imperfect 
-siicclmens, jiarticiila rly those which 
a.r(i diseased or alTccted by Ins-^cts. 
After this, thin out any branches or 
clusters lo about ono-half what socins 
a iirnper sot. By s tlie -time the fruit 
is matured, it WiH be found ••quUc 
tliitdi enough. -'' 

Thinning apple trees will destroy 
largo numbers of .the codling moth. 
When plums and Cherries -are thinned, 
large numbers of curculto are destroy7 
ed; and. in.thb case of any fruit, thin- 
ning out thick, clusters is ono of tho 
brst means of insurance against rot. 

It must be acknowledged that com- 
paratively few fruit-growers prnetice 
thinning, but then, many are llk<'wise 
liidirferctil about spra,\ing, alllioiigli 
there can be no (iin-stion as lo Iho 
prnlitableness of this oiieratloii. I^a- 1 
hor scarcity \vill be jib-adeil liy seme, 
but lii.gli wagi'.'- are )iai(l, not by lar.go 
cro|is of inl'ei'lor fruit in glut srasoii, 
but b.\' regular crops of choice <]ualily 
year after \'('.'ir. We aro coiivliieed 
that a careful trial of judiciou.s thin- 
ning will convert,.slniost any grower 
to tho prac.tlce,"aiid, aro pleased to ace 
that no less an aUthorlty than E. 'D. 
.Smith, of Winona, 'Is a strong advo- 
cate of tho practice.

NATURALISTS AND POULTRY 



The student of natural history cares 
nothing for tlie nractlcal value of tlie 
liroducts of nature except as an inci- 
dental characteristic, lie is just as 
iiinch interested In Iho life ot an ant 
as tliat of an idephant, Ito simply 
seeks to Icnow all about the things na- 
liire iiroduces and their relations to 
eaeii other. He divides lliingH animate 
into classes, without regard lo prai-- 
tical \'alue, and puts man In tlie same 
class as niiinkeys, if he lliiaks they are 
of common or allied ori.gln. 

In the Hludy of poultry, the natural- 
ist makes divisions that would not 
occur to the poultry I'ancler, and it 
may be interesting to f(dlow the best

that the first fowl were domesticated 
In tho year 1400 B. C. The Institutes of 
JIanu, which date back to soniewhero 
between 1200 to SOD B, C„ forbid the 
use of tame fowl, but permit using wild 
fowl, indicating that domestic fowl 
were highly esteemed In tiiose ancient 
times. Neither the Old Testament nor 
Homer mentions doiiieslic f.nvls, nor 
are tliej- figured .on ;ineli,'nt ]i;,gypUan 
tnonumeiits or picture writings. Pin- 
dar, the greatest fif the Greek poets, 
who was born abinit 522 and died 
about 'l-i:! n. C, nienlions Ilia cock in 
his writings In ;i way that would In- 
dicate that dome.'itic poultry was well 
known to the ancient Greeks. 

Arisloplianes, the Greek comedian, 
whoso first play was brouglit out about 
't'll B. C, meiitlon.s poultry, calling the 
particular bird he refers lo tho "i^er- 
slan bird," Indicating that he consid- 
ered it of Persian origin, and by in- 
ference wo might conchnle that doiiios- 
tlc fowls reached (Ireece by way of 
Persia. 

Plato, the philosor)her, who founded 
the scliool of philosophy which bore 
his name, and wlio lived in the fifth 
century, B. C., tells, In his "Syniiio. 
.■'linn" of a baiunu't wiiicli was held to 
celebrate the \'lctory of Agathon, of a 
,'iupposed conversation between So- 
crates, Aristophanes, the iiliyslcian 
1-h-lxlniacliiis, Agatlion and others, '.rhls 
banquet Is described liy one ,\rlsto-

at an early poultry show held at Bir- 
mingham, England. He places In this 
breed tho same varieties which are 
placed In the irainbiirg class by Ameri- 
can fancler.s. 

Cr(^stod Fowls— Here Darwin Includes 
all the i.^olisli and l''rene!i varieties of 
the Americ:aii Standard. He also in- 
cludes in tills breed a few varietlen 
wlilch do not b.ave crests, placing them 
with this breeil because of certain 
structural peculiarities. Among these 
breeds without crests are Guelders, 
Bredas and La Fleclie. Tlie latter var- 
iety Is given liigh praise on account 
of 'its excellent table qualities. Sul- 
tans are also Included in this breed. 
I'liis varli'ty is recognised by Ameri- 
can fanciers, but Is rarely bred. It 
was introduced Into En.gland from Tur- 
key about IS-lj. 

Dorkings — Here tlie American Stan- 
dard has fidlowod Darwin's classifica- 
tion. He says It is rather delicate 
and Is mostly bred in the south of 
l-higland. > He also says lliat the size 
of the Colored Onrklng was largely In- 
creased by crossing in the Malay and 
Indian game a fi.'W years previous to 
llie time lie wrol.i (isiil). 

Silk l''owls— .\ peculiar breed with 
white iilumage and blue Idaclc skin 
and bones. This breed is not valu- 
able, exceiil that the hens are excel- 
huit sitters aiifl aro much used in I'^ng- 
land f(U' hatehlng pheasants. 

Besides these breeds, ' l>;irwln recog- 
nized l'"ri'/.zlles, Kuniidess, Duinple.s or 
freejiies, I..ong-taile(l ami liantain 
fowls. Of tliese noiif^ is of Imporlaiiee 
except the bantams, which aro grad- 
ually attracting more attention from 
fancler.s and really should fill an Im-

COPPER CARBONj\TE 

The ammoniacal copper-carbonate 
solution is oquall.v as good as Bor- 
deaux, but does not stick so well. Tho 
advantage of it Is that It leaves no 
slain. Copper-carbonate i:: not aUvaj's 
]"jrocurable, but may be ni.ide at lionie, 
the onl.y ingredieritH neci-ssary being 
blue! vitriol (coiijier sulphate) and sal 
soda. The following reclpt! will make 
one pound of copper-carbonate so thai 
the delay of drying and weighing it 
out will be unnecessary. To niake; 
Dissolve two pounds of copper sul- 
pliate (blue stone, blue vitriol) In two 
gallons of hot water; put in a keg or 
small barrel and add.. six gallonsi. of 
cold water. In a separate. ve8S!al,"4ls- 
solve two and one-half pounds' of sW 
soda (washing soda) In two gallons of 
hot water. When' this, is cold, pour it 
slowly into the copper sulphate solu- 
tion, stirring the latter vigorously at 
the same time. A precipitate of cop- 
per-carlioiiale, which Is a line, blue- 
green powder, insoluble in water, will 
result. This prcclpllato must be -al- 
lowed 1o Kettle over night and tho 
clear liquid siphoned off the follow- 
ing day. Then fill tho barrel ngnln 
and stir well, allow, the copper-carbon- 
ate, to settle over night, and again 
siphon off tho clear liquid; this re- 
moves most of tho undealrablo sodium 
sulphate. Filter tho precipitate on a

I' set eggs ' under 
Plymouth Bock liens and took them 
away from them as soon as hatched and 
raised ' them in a pen, well sheltered, 
and-shut them up nights to keep them 
warm. ■ I fed a mixture of corn, oats 
and ry.b'ground and cooked and soaked 
In sweet milk, and threw green letluco 
In their pen and let them help ihem- 
.50lvca. I fixed a watering trough with 
Elats, so they could not get in and 
get chilled while thoy were" young. 

At three weeks old I lot them run, 
and it is' a pretty, or you might say 
comical, -.sight to see a lot of half 
grown ducklings waddling about In- 
dian file. I raised forly-sl.x that year 
and sold them alive at — just think — ?-l 
per dozen. Of course. If I had known 
liow, and had them killed and dressed, 
I would have ,3aved the feathers and 
got something for the ducks, but I 
cannot pick ducks and geese, ' dead or 
alive, .so I had best raise (as I now 
do) fowls for breeding purposes. Then 
tho fowls I have tenderly cared for 
and petted down not all get their lieads 
chopped . off until they have lived 
awhile ' to, "enjoy this world; but ducks 
got their growth so iiuick. If sold at 
three month.s I believe a fair profit 
could be realized. But If 1 try rais- 
ing llicm again I shall use an Incu- 
bator lo hatch them, for they aro les.s 
trouble alone than with a mollier. I 
have tried lelliiig the mother duck 
hatch and raise Iheni, and that experi- 
ence was a comideto failure. And a 
hen Is only wasting hor timo follow- 
ing ducklings around.

Willi only one cow to lest the finality 
of the milk — and ho should nio-,t cer- 
tainly do so because a cow that is 
not yielding a ifeasonably rich qualitv 
can be disposed' of. 'It does not pay 
to have poor mlUc. Testing for the fat 
content Is done by the Babcock method, 
and that Is so .simple that anyone can 
use it. Thl.s "Babcock test" deter- 
mines just how much butler I'at .a cer- 
tain cow's milk contains, and tills in 
turn ■'vill show how much butter tho 
cow will give in a week, because It 
taivcs seven pounds of butter fat to 
nature 'leaAW Them,' goe '^'^"'Jt oiglit pounds of butter, 

improves nature in such a way that I .I>'^'f;Pl"i^ a milk record and testing 
the wild bird of t!ie forest, as the 
Jungle fowl, which lays twelve to 
eighteen eggs ' In a' year and weighs 
under three pounds. Is made to pro- 
duce 200 eggs In a year and weighs 
from seven to ten iiounds, according 
to tho sex. 

At the same time It' is Well to take 
the other man's view of our work, that 
we may see clearly from what foun- 
dation wo have to build, and the know- 
ledge of the iscleatlsts is always -of a 
kind that enables *us to Avork more In- 
telligently.— Poultry.

In addition lo this, an adjustable dial 
hand spring balance must be Icept on 
hand to weigh the milk night ;ind 
morning as it comes from tlie cow. 

To test the milk shake tho sample 
thoroughly and with the pipette mea- 
sure out 17.6 CO. of milk which is put 
In tho tost bottle. Then add 17.5 cc. 
of sulphuric acid, having a specific 
gravity of 1.82 and mix. 

Several bottles aro put In tho ma- 
chine, ludng -fture to balance them. I.e., 
as many on one side as on the other, 
and .are whirled aroiintl at tho rate of 
100 revolutions a minute or whatever 
Is the Sliced Indicated b.\- tli(> iiianii- 
fiiclurer on the iiiacblne, for liyo n-ilii- 
utes.

The principles of.- fertilizer practice 
are yi-ry imperfectly known and dif- 
ferent investigators hold various views, 
li is true that wood ashes and llmo 
added to organic manures do liberate 
nitrogen to soin(> extent, also, when 
added lo dissolved pliosiiiiate rock 
cause to come extent, the |)hosi)horlc 
acid to I'l vert to insolublo forms. We 
believi,' Ibis action of wood asiies oil 
the dr.v organic manures, hen, hog. and 
slieep, lias been ovi.'reslim.ited and that 
sucli )>ractice is ad\lsable to inereaso 
the bulk of either ingredient when the 
mixture Is to be used at once. If you 
liiLve large quantities of each there Is 
no necessity for mixing and nothing 
to be gained .byj lt. 'AYe do not agree 
with the Jauthonty quoted as to using 
dissolved 'South '"Carolina rock with 
nutnuro. It is far cheaper ttnd fully 
as effective to use tho fine grniind un- 
treated rock known to llie traile--'as 
"lloats." The decomposition products 
of the manure v.-lll render its phos- 
plioric .acid available. The price ot 
lloats Is but one-third thai of dis- 
solved rock. Hen manure is a com- 
plete fertilizer in itself, and Is tho 
richest lit jilant food of all llui I'arni 
manures. AVhether it is advisable to 
use wood ashes and jdiiisphato rock la 
addition, and how to use tliem, de- 
pends entli'ely upon the crop . to h» 
grown, the physical condition, produc- 
tive capacity, and past treatment of 
the soli. 



LIQUID FERTILIZER 

Many of the concentrated forms of 
fertllliiei ingredients lend themselves 
readily to tho making of liquid man- 
ures, notably the nitrogenous and pot- 
tiHsie compounds. l-'hosplioric acid la 
less easily obtained in soluble, con- 
ceiitiMted forms, 'i'liero is, however, 
one salt on the in.arket which is coin- 
]iletcl,\' soluble. It is the monobasla 
calcium phosjdiate, selling in commer- 
cial .stale at ten cents for single pound 
lots. 

There Is no great secret in malting 
a good liquid fertilizer, as the prCtpor- 
tions admit- of, wide' ■varlatiori... Nitrato 
of soda or'' •sulphate :''6f.'amm6nla,'>ViU 
furnish tho nitrogen; ^s'uljjhidto'or niurl-' 
ate of potash will furnish potash, and 
the salt mentioned above, Iho ])hos- 
pliorlc acid. A forniula giving about 
S per cent phosphoric acid, 4 per cent 
nitrogen, and 1 per cent potash, which 
is ofKui used on truck crops, may bo 
made as follows: To one gallon of 
water add 1 lb nitrate of soda, 10c; 1 
lb monobasic calcium phosphate, 10c; 

07. stilphato of potash at 10c per lb, 
Sc; total. 25c. 

'i'his is .'I ver.v ooncenlratcd solution 
and must be diluted twenty to thirty 
times -when usoil lo water plants. If 
used wlieii forcing plants or early 
vegetables to make green growths, or 
on lawn, double tho amount of nitrato , 
of «oda, and decrease the calcivm 
phosphate by half. If for plants in 
pots, . use half tho amount of nitrato 
and double the sulphate of potash; and 
use tho diluted solution about once a 
week. The prices given aro at retail 
for small quantities. In larger lolu 
they may be bought so as lo reduce 
the cost to about sixteen cents a gal- 
lon.

BLACK CLOTHING AND BEES 

That the old idea that bees are Ir- 
rilated by lilack clothing is something 
more lliau tlieor\-, has long been 
icnown to nie, although a new denom- 
slration of iirnnf occasionall.v comes 
with interest. In the honey season, 
especially during oxlrac-tlng, when tho 
boes aro inclined to feel irritated any- 
way, tho bl.ack overall.^ and shirts so 
many j'oung men . like, ,to wear aro 
found . to bo i especially- objectionable 
to tho bees — so much so that we near- 
ly always warn a new helper not to 
bring them. In fact, tho now man 
generally gets his instructions as to 
the kind of working clothes to bring — 
blue overalls (white would bo better 
if they did not soil so ciulckly), light- 
weight, ligUt-colorod print shirts, and 
plenty of changes Of both. 

But with reference to black cloth- 
ing- 

"Only a short time ago It .wag my 
privilege lo spend piirt of the day In 
an out-apiary belonging to ono of On- 
tario's well known b<-e -keepers. Dur- 
ing the lime I was there, allhoiigh I 
wallced all through tlie yard quite a 
number of limes, hardly a bee offered 
lo sting, and [ concluded tliey wiu'c a, 
jireltv quiet lot of bees. During tho 
day the owner came to the aplar.v, mid 
together ^ve started to go among the 
bees, wlieii, iirestol wliat a change. In 
an instant the bees were fairly swarm- 
ing about lli(> he.'iil iif our bee-keeper 
friend, and it was nioro than funny 
(to the writer) to see tl}e,j>Yay^ bo 
sprinted for cover to tho. horioyrhpuse. 
As I had been wearing a straw hat, 
and the beo-.lceeper - was dressed In 
dark clothing and a black felt hat, it 
struck mo as a clear case of the bees' 
being aggravated by the dark garb, 
i-speclally the black hat. : 'At'/- .'Iqast, 
tliat was the only construction T'cd'illd 
jilace on the matter, unless we accept 
the idea, advanced liv tlie viclim — ho 
"guessed liiey kmnv him, and wore 
trying to oven up somo old score."

What An Analysis Shows. 
All told, tho Commons dealt with 97 
pi-lvate bills. Of tho.io 59 were intro- 
duced in the Commons and 38 came to 
It after r'-'celving the Imprimativc of 
tlio Senate. Of its own 59 bills, 54 
became law, 4 wero killed or with- 
drawn In the Commons, and ono was 
killed by the Senate. Of the 38 which 



came from the Senate, tho Commons 
rejected 4 and i)asse(l 34. It has not 
been deemed necessary to show what 
Senators fathered tho bills originat- 
ing in the Commons though members 
of the Commons are credited with 
Senate bills which they put through. 
The Commons is a sevei-er -ocdeal for 
a Senate bill than the Senate '! for; ono 
which has run tho gauntlet lower 
down. 

Next co.'aes the nuostlon of what 
members were active in this matter of 
private legl.5latioii. A certain amount 
of this work must be done, and a priv- 
ate member who jias one or two on 
b.and may simply- he regardetl as at- 
tending to his conslltuent'.s business. 
AVhen a member has more than tv.'o 
bills on hi,! hands, it begins to look 
as iC he is very obliging. It is a cur- 
ious fact that every one of the eleven 
members who piloted through the 
House more than two bills apiece rep- 
resents a rural constituency, though 
one, Mr. Lelghton McCarfay, lives In 
Toronto. .^;T?he.jnamps and scores of tjio

Tho Political Side. 

A very extraordinary fact is the ex- 
traordinary prcpondert-'nce of minister- 
ial members among these promoters 
of private legislation. Out of the 49 
members who .secured the passage of 
private bills only 4 belong to the op- 
position, while 45 - belong to the gov- 
ernment side. Stated more' espHcltly, 
tho proportions run:

In fact, thu.s .statistically 'stated, lies 
a feature of tho political situation of 
tho greatest importance to all Can- 
.adlan governments. The mass of priv- 
ate legislation presumably l.s Innocent 
and a great proportion of it is laud- 
able; but the way in which the bulk 
of it flowi into the hands of govern- 
ment members constitutes a singular 
commentary on our politics. C. F. H. 
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St. John's, Nfld., Aug. 19. — The sen- 
sation hero the past few 'vyeeks has 
been the cri.sis in the Bond Cabinet, 
which culminated in the resignation 
on Saturday last of Sir Edward Mor- 
ris, the miiilster of justice. Tho cor- 
respondence between himself and Sir 
Robert Bond, the premier, which has 
been published, gives the facts of the 
case, which may be summarized as 
follows: In Newfoundland statute la- 
bor on the public roads l.s unknown. 
All such work is paid for. On Juno 

24 the laborers at Kilbrede, a suburb 
of the western division of the city, 
which Sir Edward has represented in 
the legislature without a break for 

25 years, sent a delegation to him, 
asking an advance of pay from $1 to 
$1.25 a day. They represented that tho 
cost of living In the colony had in- 
creased enormously of late years, that 
the rate of pay for every other branch 
of work had been advanced, and that 
the time had now arrived for a sim- 
ilar augmentation with them. He 
recognized tho fairness of their claim 
and undertook that they should bo 
paid the increased rate. Ai tiiis lime 
Sir Robert Bond was in inid-ocoan 
and Sir Edward Morris, liiough he is 
pareful to emijliasi/.e in the corres- 
pondence, that ho was only acting ;is 
senior member for the district and 
that .he consulted, liis colleagues in 
thatl'cbristltuency (wldcli returns three 
members) as soon as possible, and se- 
cured {heir approbation, was aKso tho 
temporary head of tho government, l)o- 
Jng Sir Robert Bond's first lieutenant. 
.This fact has an important bearing on 
what follows. Sir Edward ?iIorrls Im- 
mediately wrote the minister of ])Ublio 
works in whose hands the p;iymcnt of 
road labor rc.'sted, inCorniiu.H' hini of 
What he had done iuiil aslun.^' lilin to 
Jssuo the nece.ssar.v orders to nuike it 
etfoclive. T'lie niini.ster of i)Ublic 
works, however, v.'as alit'onl in a dis- 
tant outpost, attending the annual ses- 
sion of the Methodist conference, and 
the attorney-general's letter remained 
on his doisk unopened until he return- 
ed to St. John's on Monday, July 8th, 
when he found It amid the. other cor- 
respondence which had accurriulated 
during his absence and which he now 
found himself called upon to deal with, 
In tho course of his regular duties. 

The premier arrived In St. John's 
the next day, July Otli, after a three 
months' absence in Kngland, and it 
would appear that the minister of 
public works calU.'d upon hhii and sub- 
mitted to him .Sir ICdward Mcu'ris' 
letter. Thi; prenili-r, liy tlie way, is 
tho "executive member" of the lioard 
of works, the member of tho cabinet 
who holds a scat on It to exercise su- 
pervision over the expenditure, and 
the premier and tho minister say that 
the former agreed to the Increase of 
the pay In tho city but pointed out 
that it would also have to apply to 
the eastern districts as well. Ho re- 
marked, though, that as local road 
boards existed in all settlenienis, the 
general board could not fix the jmy in 
these places and was only able to 
state what the rate was in St. .lohn's 
and allow them to govern themselves 
accordingly. The minister of public 
• - works thereupon wrote Sir Edw'ard 
i :.;:>Iorrla In the following terms on .Tul.v 
r 10. "On first reading your letter I 
}'r,' 'thought of keeping it to go before the 
■board, but after reading it a second 
time I saw that you had proniisod the 
men the increase and so I shall lu- 
fjtruct the in.spcctor accordingly. 
JMcanwiaio, Sir Edward Morris asserts 



in his correspondence witli the pre- 
mier — and his recital is not challen.g- 
ed — that the mitiistor of public works 
called on him jiersonall.v t)efore the 
delivery of the letter just quoted, and 
,told him he had ordered the i)ayment 
of the increased wage. Sir Edward 
says he stated to the minister that ho 
(Sir E. M.) did not wish the matter 
hastily decided but advised his call-^ 
ing a meeting of the board to deal 
with it; whereupon the minister re- 
plied that , ho had, taken . ; his. course 
and was prepared to face the conse- 
quences. Tho fact of his having' pre- 
viously consulted the premier was not 
mentioned, and Sir I-^ldward Jlorris 
wrote the minister ofllcially, on re- 
ceipt of his letter, thanking him for 
his hearty co-operation In carrying 
this i)roJec,L through and suggesting 
tbat.il be made to apply to the whole 
Island as well as to St. John's: while 
he also forw:arded the letters bearing 
on this question of actually raising 
the pay of the laborers, to tb.e press, 
for publication, as the fact of pay for 
road work being rai.sed would tend to 
ralso it in every other occupation as 
well. 

The Evening Telegram, the senior 
government organ. In, publlshine 'them 
on July 13, 'stated that its editor had 
interviewed the .-minister of public 
works and hiadlbeen informed by him 



that the pay had been r.aised with the 
ajiproviil of the iiremler. .-Vs the let- 
ters, though, which this statement 
prefaced, indicated the x'ory opiiosite, 
the opposition organ, tin.' Dally Xews, 
did the obvious thing from an opposi- 
tion standpoint, and while applauding 
Sir Edward Morris for his action in 
raising the rate, accused the Telegram 
of trying to filch the credit' from vihlm 
for Sir Robert Bond, Insinuating that 
the statement o£, the mlnlster of pub- 
lic works as to -his having^.- conferred 
with the premier on the -subject and 
obtained his approval, was a fib. 
The repetition of tho charge in var- 
iou.s guises compelled (he minister to 
write another letter. In which he re- 
Itterated bis assertion that he liad 
seen Sir Robert Boml on the matter 
anr! that without .Sir Robert's en- 
dorsement lie "could' not and would 
not have acceded to Sir Edward's re- 
quest." Sir ICdward iStorris thereupon 
called the attention of the Premier to 
the shai']) conflict of testimony in the 
minister's two letters, one saying he 
had done this himself. on hisiporsonal 
Initiative and the other tbat\ he - : had 
acted on the premier's Instruotiohs. 
Sir Ei|w{ird contended that he had 
been misled In" the matter, ho asserted 
his belief that the fact of tho minis- 
ters' visit to' the premier had been 
deliberately conc<'aled from hhii and 



that ho (premier) was a party there- 
to; he niaint.'iineil ihat hi.> bad been 
Ire-ited with much disloy.'ilty, and he 
resigned l.is portfolio and his seat in 
the niiiih-try. The i)roinier disavowed 
any pai'ticipation in the concealment 
of tlie fact of the (.onference, claimed 
that executive colleagues had com- 
plained of Sir. .Edward's, , publication 
of tho lctte^B^^ without, ;V reference ;.;.t6 
them, stated'h'o had explained to them 
that the minister must have told Sir 
Edward of his (Premier's) concur- 
rence, observed that Sir Edward's al- 
leged reason for rgslgning were frlv- 
0I0U.S and Intimated that as be seem- 
ed desirous of being relieved of his 
obligations as a minister of I lie crown 
be would advise the governor to ac- 
cept his resignation. 

His Excollency the Covernor, who 
had giHie to the Wesi Coast only two 
or three ilays before to meet Earl 
CJre.v and his party and enjoy ,a fort- 
night's fishing in the salmon rivers, 
was hastily recalled In order to deal 
with tho resignation, and on Satur- 
day It was officially announced that 
Sir Edward' Mortis 'Jiad-'stepped down 
and out and the "correspondence be- 
tween himself and the i)renii*r was 
made public. Sir l-Mward Morris is 
iidmltt(?dly anion.g the very foremost 
figures In our political life. Elected 
for St. John's West nearly twenty- 



five years ago, at the head of tho 
p.ill though he had littlo more than 
readied mauTiood's status and ' was 
figliting a \'erj' fonnidable combin- 
.'lihm of influences, he enJo.^•s the 
uniqu(! distinction of having held 
t_hat district ever since and of having 
never lost a colleague. Through all 
the vicissitudes. ..of ..Partisan warfare 
ln''<:thIS:i.cbloriyi5he;Jia8\'always been a 
factor to be reckoned with; in 1.SS9 
ho became a member, without port- 
folio, of the Whiteway ministry, and 
acted as attorney-general at Intervals 
till 1.S97, udicn the then premier was 
absent from the colony. In that .vi-ari 
he ai'couipanied Sir Wm. Whiteway to | 
London as a delegate on the l-'rench r 
.Sliori- question as lie had accoiii- 
jianiiMl Sir Rohert Bond to Ottawa in 
isn5 on the subject of confederation. 
When the Whiteway party was de- 
feated In the autumn of 1S!I7 he alone 
brought his colleagues through with 
him, and when the wheel reversed in , 
1900 jincl Bond became in'oniier ho 
had the largest proportionate veto in 
the Island. In 1902, having previously 
refused tho post more than once, lie 
accepted tho portfolio of justice and 
though the Bond government had 
just lost two Important seats In a 
by-electlon, nobody could bo found to 
oppose Morris and lie was returned 
by acclamation. In the general 



election of 1904 he and his colleagues 
won b.v ;i 2 to 1 vote in St. John's 
West and the same year saw him 
knighted for his services In settling 
the French Shore dispute and elc- 
v.ated to ;i Doctorate of Laws by La- 
val University, his alma mater, for 
his "Newfoundland Law Reports," 
the standard publications on colonial 
legal judgments. 

This step of Sir Edward Morris has 
c!r,'ated the greatest disturbance in 
our political atmosphere for many 
years and is provoking profound 
speculation iis to what it portends. 
The go\-ernineiit loses .a' man who un- 
questionably is ono of the strongest 
political factors In the colony .and 
who wields great Influence not alone 
among his Roman Catholic co-rc- 
liglonlsts, who represent one-third of 
the whole voting strength of the is- 
land, but also ;iiiiong people of other 
denominations because of his toler- 
.'int attitude and breadth of view. 
His wit lidraw.al marks now lines of 
cleavages In party organizations here 
and, it Is believed, will detach from 
the government many who would 
otherwise support It. .Sir Edward's 
psni^cial forte is tho inauguration of 
what may be termed practical poli- 
tics,, measures .. operating., to .-.the -•- ad-

A Perfect Obstructionist.

his own constituency In a striking 
fashion. To fill his place will not bo 
easy, for the American l''ishery and 
Labrador Boundary disputes are now 
before tlio government and he had 
acquired by long and patient study 
of them a mastery of these questions 
which must provo of enormous ad- 
vantage to our government in press- 
ing its contentions <as to them, 
whereas his successor must be ser- 
iously handicapped by his lack of fa- 
miliarity with them. His ripe politi- 
cal exjierlence, too, as tlic result of 
his quarter-century in public life, is, 
lost to the government, and there is 
no other politician of his faith in the , 
party arena today who counts moro 
th.an eight years of parliamentary 
service or who has enjoyed tho op- 
portunities for acquiring a working 
knowledge of the several phases of 
the operation of the sever.al depart- 
ments of our admlnistr.ation d^iring 
nil thls-peirlp'cl.';, - It- will , be readily ad- 
mitted that ho 'other man in" the gov- 
ernment ranlcs, the premier • himself 
excepted, could less bo spared from it 
at present, or that the withdrawal of 
any other personality from its ranks 
could be fraught with anything like 
the significance to the country at 
large, which this resignation carries 
with it. 

It is tmderstood that Sir Edward 
Moi'ris will lead a now party at the 
general election which Is due In No- ■ 
vcmber, ]9ns, and that all the ele- 
ments which do not seo eye to eye 
with tlio present government will 
unite under hl.s banner. In such an 
(n'ent tho Bond party would ije faced 
by a very formidable combination. 
Though It was rolurned with 30 mem- 
bers against G at the last election It 
lias lost two of its strongest indi- 
vidual personalities since then. Sir 
bldward Morris and Mr. Gashen, 
senior members for St. John's West 
and' I'^crryland. St. Gcorgo'.s district 
which ga\-e a Bond candidate but, 8 
oi' a niajority last time, haa suffered 
.great l.v by the enforcement of res- 
trictive laws .'igalnst the Americans 
engai;ed In the herring fishery, and 
nobody expects it to back the gov- 
ernment again. In s.^verai other dis- 
tricts the majorities for Bond candi- 
dates wero small, and the frequent 
and crushing claims by Railway Con- 
tractor Reld for damages under 
various clausea of his raiUvay con- 
tract, by virtue of wliUdi ho haa al- 
ready secured nearly $11,000,000, are 
creating a widespread feeling of un- , 
easiness In the country as to where I 
It all will end. As I write Mr. Reld 
has a claim of $00,000 -pressing for ar- 
bitration; the colony is pledged to 
Iia\- .-It the end of fifty years for all 
betterments to the railroad which ho 
has made during that time, and it Is 
understood that he Is now preparing 
a claim for a largo sum for losses, 
which he alleges he had sustained 
through tho Bond government sub.sl- 
dlslng the Bowrlng costal boats • 
against the Reld steamer.s. 'I'hcsn 
facts, in the eye of many exporlonced 
politicians, argue that tho electorate 
will accept new men a year hence, 
while It is also a political truism 
that no government In this colony In 
modern times, has ever held office 
longer than two terms.— P. T. McGratli, 
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Once agiiln we arc runnins; down 
the "'I^abrabor," Northward Ho, In 
company with Aa line a fleet oE .schoon- 
V ora and as. gallant ii crowd of British 
.. le'eainen as ever piloted tholr hazard- 
ous calling in Atlantic waters. The 
whole world is just below tho horizon 
and these "llshiiig grounds" are all In 
all to us Just at jnoscnt. Tho season 
Is "won'ertul late" hero. Bulks of 
snow still reach to the landwash in all 
tho shady parts. Tho capH.n, a bait 
llsh which u.siiaily reaches the i-ocks 
In June, calling in the big cndl'ish from 
the deep water, ar.; later, than 1 have 
ever known lUeiu before — certainly 
three week.-; bcliiiul tliiio. "When we 
made our lirsi. Ivip to tlio T-ulf of St. 
Lawrence lalc in .iuiie there was hard- 
ly a lisli ashere aii li'.e wholo length 
of tlic Ktraltt! of I'.elle Isle. An.\inus 
lieartp, Indeetl, tliey were that cvery- 
whoro sought to know "tho news of 
Iksh." Dnly a low bad lioeu taken in 
deep water, and wl'.at cindd be tho 
meaning of itV It .seemed to us the 
meaning was plain v^nougii. The late 
Ice was keeping tlie ^vator .>;o cold that 
tho llsh could not, if tlioy would, come 
in to less than 30 to 40 fatlwms. 
,.-\Vd .were' not taking tho tonipeia lures 
,S(faVtii'6;:bottpm^^ for eer- 

-■-'talh' 'now, but ■ tho use '..of-' seir-rcgi.'<- 
. ' torlng deep sea therniometors should 
'Save much anxiety and" muich loss of 
timo. 

Our late supcrlntemlont of fi:iberie.s, 
Mr. Adolnh Neil.-;on an exceedingly 
talented Norwegian, told me tliat. in 
Norway the lisherinon regularl,^■ em- 
ployed these Incxpcnsfvo in.slrumeiits, 
for they knew tliat below It! degrees 
codfish will not food, and below I!- de- 
grees they cannot uvo, and so must 
move on. On our return we were gbul 
to hear they had not only "struel< in 
in places," but that tho hook and lin- 
ers were doing "all rnoy wanted," and 
the fish In places wcro in larger quan- 
tities than even our older fisherfolk 
had ever known. 

Often wo arc asked, "Why don't you 
Induce people to leave l^abrailnr and 
seek more ronmneralivo industrle.s in 
other countries at hand, .■^ueh as ilie 
northwest?" Ihe answer i.s iln re are 
more lishermcn on our coast this year 
than for many years past, more than 
1 'have ever known — more schooners 
built, more fishln.g schooners purchased 
and added to our fleets from the de- 
clining Nova Scotia and Gloucester 
Ilsheries. There is something attrac- 
tive as well as remxmerative to the 
Anglo Saxon genius in deep se.a fish- 
ing and its wild, open life — distant 
may the day be when our race ceases 
to be imperial on tlie high seas, and 
prefers to deserve tho title of a v.ace 
-of shopkeepers- Yo* there are many 
submerged fanilllos wo would hiove, if 
we could al'ford to do so. However, 
we are glad that at!' present cvery- 
thin.g promises good prices' for our 
"staple," and no more eager crowd 
. i; CVer .haunted the Casino .gamblinj^ ta- 
bles 'than are now .seekin.g tlieir fiir- 
Innes out of these reluctant latilddes. 
]'''or over -lO years the s.ame .cjainc lias 
"heen played' over" here — times .-md 
fashions and tastes li.ave ehanged, hut 
the demand for this parti'-ular deni- 
zen oC the dcen imly increases, and 
the career of l.atirador codfish is apt 
, to be .lust as exciting in 1007 .as over 
: It was when hunted by tho liasques 
'tind French four centuries ago. There 
arc high taxes, however, put on oxir 
fish, both in TOnrope and America, and 
as it is the food of the poorer classes, 
this is especially hard, and, justifies 
tho cartoon of the codfish ' dangling 
well out of reach of the poor , man 
standing on tiptoe be}ow. it, 'but easily 
reached by the priests and' sqijlres. 
A Dentist, Not a Bishop. 

In tho evening a Ijoat crowded with 
men and women e;ini(> .Tlongslde — 
they had i-owed for soni'> llivee 
miies across the Iki.v, wliere 11i(>y 
lived. Thc.v had .seen our flags and 
had mistaken u.s for tlie bi.shoy) of 
Newfoundland, wlm was said to Vie 
crnising in AN'bite Bay. They had ga- 
thered a crowd lo come and be con- 
firmed. I was imieh flattered, .and 
they mneli disaiipoliited. .Ml I could 
do for them was to take out a few 
of tlieir Iccth! 

Two of the chief nurses of the fa- 
mous John l-lopkins Hospital, ".laving 
volunteered for a summer's service, 
we allotted each oik' liumlred mile-s 
of coast, with headquarters .at the 
biggest settlement. Both have been 
deiiig admiralde work ahnig h>gi<'nie 
and truly i.'liristian liips. Cni.- bail 
been directing the Instalimenl of : iieh 
liinncly things as drains, for she fnund 
much trouble .accruing fruni tlu' habit 
of taking the drinkin.g AS'ater fnun tho 
■ stagnant jiools l<eiiiMd the houses. In- 
deed, I had to learn how w<dl nurses 
can liandk^ sjiades tlnqiiselves. I no'W 
init no limits to their att.-iinm.Mits. 
Besides performing .a, ln.pst of kindly 
and Invaluable acts of thus Ir'ai liiuL', 
hel|)ing and nursing one nurs..- bad 
Just seer. ;i ]iO()r lad witli ueqiiugills 
( tuliereular of eoursei tlii'ouu'h his 
last illness. Vet tlie pnor I'atber told 
me in a flood of tears, "'rbaiilc (eid 
for the nurse. "What would we liaee 
done witlioul her?" Tins nui'se, 
through iiressiiri' nf worlc I had re- 
moved to iMie lit' our linsiiitais. .\ I 
(Uie eotla,;;e in her di-lriel a liltle lai-T 
] found it neei'ssar.v in ;ulvise ojiera- 
tion for removal of adenoid Kio^vtlis 
iind tonsils in a child, 'I'o ]uy great 
amusement and no little satisfaction, 
the niolher replied she did not "know 
bow she eould have It dune wllhonl :t 
nurse." Vistas of the luist, wlpei my- 
self and odd mi!inbers of m.v small 
I'lew had so many times formed the 
whole talent at operations- ot mucii 
more importance, ran before my eyes. 

So well fitted had Ih' se nurses come, 
j'/that wo were unua llanl iqiougii to 
trespass upon their supjilies— for Lab- 
rador does not abound in pharmacies, 
and at our last case we had scarcely 
been able to finish for lack of ether. 
A Derelict. 

We idcked up in this distriet .also 
another derelict to our nrphaiiri.ire- 
The father being of Ihi- tribe who can 
(uily work under m-ders, lilvc a, pri- 
vate soldier, was i|uiie incapabhi of 
supplying his own liiitl.ative. .So the 
family had drifl>Ml into lioiieless \tnv- 
erty and sciualer. The moth.-r w.as 
blind from serefulous ulceration of 
the eye surfaei'. Two naked li.alf- 
starved bo.vs were ranging lb'' lainl- 
w.'ish. A tiny rlelo^tty litihy girl w.is 
whining pitcously from want (jf nour- 
ishment. Tliuy had lost two boys 
slnco last I saw them, presumably 
from lack of nourishing food. The 



help thoy had had from ourselves 
and the governmetit, had, only left 
them again almost as destitute as 
primeval rnan,.- only- .-without his ca- 
pacity to 'Eroy-.'-oh.).^ dinosaurs for din- 
ner with: -the '-hatural rock weapons 
which nature affords so abundantly 
liero. Tho mother we took, to tho 
hospital, the' Blrl baby wo handcc) to 
tho care of our cooperative store- 
keeper to bo "washed" according to 
Jlr. Dick's famous advice. Tho man 
and - eldest boy we fitted out to go 
fishing. It is ii simple process. One 
barrel of flour, two gallons of mo- 
lasses, one tub oC oleo, a little tea, 
and as a luxury, some fat pork, three 
dollars' worth of oilskins, some boots, 
lines and hooks, a drop of tar and 
piece of. oakum for his only available 
old punt, and.a dlye Into our old 
clothes -bag. The last member of his 
family, we '-'lugged: un orf' to tho Or- 
phan Hoiiso.' • Hope-, once more lit up 
our ^oor friend's- .'features with his 
new.,outfl.t! arid when ho returned from 
the westwaria trip -wo had the grqat joy 
of hearing he had ten quintals of fish, 
if he goes on at that pace, by the timo 
the season ends he "won't want ne'er a 
bit for the wmt.^r" 

Tho Doctor's Winter Wori<. 

Our western hospital is now nearly 
finished- \Vo carried down smiii' jiain- 
ters and a couple of fishing e;irpent- 
ers- Our own folk are ton busy with 
fish to Indp at this time of year, and 
we want to gel into 11 before winter. 
The wind being slron.g ahead we .are 
punching for a luiinlred miles into the 
short sleep seas llie gulf knows so 
well how to affoi-d, and a more un- 
likel.v looking crew than our "finish- 
ers" appeared after the first two hours 
it Is difficult to imagine- J''or the 
Slrathcona sits low in tho w%ater, and 
is a wet boat under the clrcuinstanec-s, 
and like riding bicycles, one's confi- 
dence only comes with exiierience. The 
doctor's winter journeys from this .base 
had been somewhat curtailed by short- 
ness of dog food- Also he lost several 
good dogs, especially one early In the 
season, Tills dog broke into a store 
and gorged on salt meat. Tli.! result 
was an inordinate thirst, tiaisiun ami 
subseipient deiilli. Despite that fact, 
tho doctor ha<l covered LS2 miles in 
three consecutive da>-s, and he had 
kept up our reputation, so I had 
nothing to say against hhu- As his 
wood came from ten miles to tlio 
(Visl and his dog food from fifty 
miles to the west, his team had little 
rest even in slack times, between long 
trips. . , . , . i 

Here wo lay f or : Sunday, .and .in^ tlie 



evening, as it was calm and warm, 
all the fisherfolk, almost to the lat- 
est- baby, gathered on the rocks over 
the qutet harbor, and vv.e had prayers 
In' the . open air. The glorious sunset 
behind the blue islands that form the 
harbor gave our auditorium the incom- 
parable pomp ot evening for a cover- 
ing, and the fisherfolk In their pictur- 
esque garbs lent a setting -which vivid- 
ly recalled one's - childhood visions of 
the scenes enacted around the Galilean 
hike. Wo had' two cornets to load , tho 
singing, and tho sound of the stentor- 
ian voices that pealed forth, in. famil- 
iar melodies . over the still sea below 
was by no means unpleasing to the 
car. Before wo had finished, the 
gleams of the northern lights were al- 
ready enhancing with their unearthly 
rays the glories of the calm; sub-arctic 
night. ISven the mo-squitoes did not 
trouble lis. These are the' bane of the 
land lubber's., life in' Labrador. As 
Whitburn says' in his log,' their i:sc 
in nature's economy is to keep the

A Talking Machine for tho Natives. 

l'"'or a remle/.vous for last Sunday 
we ran into a little settlement very 
far removed from the iiolicc! of ;ui,v 
\-isitors except a stray fishing schoon- 
er. The houses are perched on tli.i 
edges of steep rocks u-liieli drop into 
very d*'ep wtitei-, and lo get anchor- 
age we iiad to run right in under 
them anil haul our stern in liy ctibles 
passed arounil two roi-k.v pillars. On 
Siiturchiy niKht we .all gathered In tho 
generous parlor-ltilclien of an old lisli- 
ciniaii, .-1 spli'iidld -ivlii te- ha ired olrl 
sen wariior. Having laboriously haul- 
ed our Kraniaplione .-md records up the 
cliff, we had the great pleasure of 
watching our friends llslon to its won- 
ders for the first timo. At first, when 
on a record a bell suddenly sounded 
or a man's voice called out, the front 
row stiffened up unconsciously, ex- 
actly as when one first feels .an elec- 
tric shock. Jt is hard to see boj'ond 
that row in our little Labrador audi- 
toriums.. The second stage was mark- 



ed by the eiitiro first row facing about 
and grinning in n superior sort of way 
at tlio second, to see it thoy were shar- 
ing the emotions caused by the magic 
box and duly appn^clatod by them. 
Lastly familiarity began to brood 
enough contempt for the ma.gielan to 
permit them to beat time with heavy 
boots when tiio Coldstreani Guards band 
jilavod them a polka — which was great- 
ly preferred ti-i Caruso, Molba or Pat- 
II, who I should say -would not get 
wealthy on our coast. Still Caruso's 
loudest notes had a familiar sniaclc ot 
the foroiieak about them which ap- 
pealed to tlie more musical amongst 
us. 

"Galloping Consumption" and Why. 

Suine guides arrived next morning 
lo carr.v us to see a sick woman a 
co-iiplo of miles furlher down the 
coast, where a fev,- fainilies lived In 
a cleft in the rocks which formed a 
haiJjor only for their small bouts, 
the great part ot the climb was 
really b(Kuiliful, for . the narrow val- 
le.v was filled with spruce, hirelies, 
and an occasional mountain ash, clad 
In all the fresh verdure of our spring- 
But round the settlement the wlmlo 
countryside was one bleak wilderness, 
for "a man from the south'-ard" liad 
a year or two .ago been down to pros- 
pect, .-md amused himself In siiare 
moiiients hy watching tho bla:;ing bark 
of birch Irees that he had fired. Tin s,, 
ho had left to spread or not, ami 
for many square miles the Idaekeiieil 
countryside looked an abomination ot 
d(>s(dation. Tho inhabitants to escape 
hail all to take to their boats and one 
family lost their house and everything 
in it. Three grown girls were gather- 
lutr fl.iwi'rs on the hill as we walked 
along, and their keen eyes soon sjiied 
strangers coming (n their directum. 
W'lii'riMirioii, much to mir aniusement, 
they all took to their heels and 
skipped away down tho . moon tain 
sides, like a herd of mountain gotUs 
that had winded, one. 

Nearer the settlement we came 
alongsid* a blue froeked lass, the line 
of which resembled the flutter ot 
color we had seen. I.'roin her I got 
the explanation: "lis didn't know 
who We was a coming." Tho wom.-in 
lay in a tiny seidlon screened off 
from tho general room of the cot- 
tage, the ease was "galloping con- 
sumption-' 'i'be room was full of the 
r( suits, as well as of odds and ends 
of the many useless articles that tin; 
Iioor so often cling to. The corner 
was also the repository for supplies, 
crockery, pans and oven broken food 
on open dishes. Tho window did not 



open and tho whole might well have 
served for either a, dusthcap or a 
"scullery-" "i'cl the . rest of the house 
showed evidence of tidiness and care, 
when the poor iiallcnt had be('ii .able 
to "mind things," iiind the two un- 
kempt children, whom the neighbors 
In the rush ot the busiest pari of the 
fishing season could scarcely I'Ind time 
lo "see to," showed signs of iiaving 
b(!en well cared for not so long ago. 
If a iiirate or any visible desjierado 
did one imndredth of the damage the 
unseen bacillus does, every soul 
'»A-ouUl volunteer I'm- service against 
liliu, whatever sacrifice It might cost. 
Wliy Is it thai, not onl.v in religion, so 
niaii.\- respond lo conviction by the eye 
rather tliaii liy tlie ear'.' Is it really 
less Ihiblc. to error'.' 1 . iloiibt it. is 
the do\*<iloe of oriiali- ritual a more 
practical foe to sin than the Quaker 
or the t"'iir-.lanr I doubt that also. 
But tills mission Is lnterdenoailnati.->n- 
al, and no method must go mitrliMl. 

The fie. -Is have not altogether es- 
eaiied losses, as iiiiglil be cNpeelcd. 
The ice has accounle'd already for .at 
least two good \-essels- One, the 
Lor.alne, .-i I'rench vessel, was ^-ushed 
between the huge masses of ice and 
sank so ra|>idl.v that the crc^w of eight - 
teen men luui imitv .ra^.r time tu escape 
ill tludr dories, to be picked up i.it;bl 
heurs later li.v another schooner. The 
rapid curi-i-iits iu the .Sti-and raise 
nasty ovei^l'aP.s when the tide changes 
and runs against the wind. Thus every 
.\-ear claims soim- victims from our 
luuiiber. One young friend had fitted 
(lilt for tile fishing ;i little schooner 
Ibis ye.ar with his cousin on .-i first 
venture- They were out together in 
a dory hauling their lra\\-l or loii.g lino 
l;ist wi'ek, wii.jii a cross sea <'.'iu.glit 
her uiid'u' the eount(!r and over she 
went. Both held on for a moment, 
and then inie li-t go- The otlnu', in 
tho water tlioiigh ho w;is reached, tho 
trawl buoy lo which he was himself 
clinging, over to his friend, Init ho fail- 
ed to get liiin to take iudd. r>iiter, lie 
was himself found clinging uncon- 
scious to it, and was rescued b.v ,'ni- 
otlior passing dory. He told us ho 
wakes up suddenly now and sees the 
eapsi/.cd dor.\- tind the ^vllole scene 
passes bcfori^ his eyes. Two other 
pom' fellow.s were running their dory 
In through the narrow entrance to the 
harbor in which llieir vessel hi.\"; when 
a curlin.g sea flung her upside down, 
and this pidar oc-eaii cl.'ilmed .another 
victim towards the tribute It exartts 
as the real ]>rlee of fish. 

Of late our own work has kept us 
very busy, even medical and .surgical 
ailments on this long coast, whero 



no proiier help Is forthcoming, share 
with the codfish tho peculiarity of 
the recurring decinial. h"'ortunatcly 
for the young Ai'nerican volunteer sur- 
geon at St. ^MUliony, where we have 
one of oar little hospitals; we ran In 
from sea In the Utile mission steamer, 
ji;st before the in-rlval of the mall 
boat. l.'or she landed so many pa- 
tients, galhtrcd on iier way down, that 
besides filling tho spare beds, two en- 
Joyed open air treatment on the veran- 
da and two the floor of the convn- 
lescent room, while our little hospital 
on boiird look the convolescoiits wait- 
ing her ri^lurn visit to get to their 
homos to the south of us. These pco- 
ide are learning that deformities like 
club feet ciiii be cured, ;ind need not 
leave a nr.an useless as a sailor for 
life; that Incapacitttllng accidents like 
hernias, caused by hauling In heavy 
m..t .-inchorH In the nent position, etc., 
are timcnublo to modern surgical n-ie- 
thods e\-cn in Labrador. Those and 
simil.-ir cases we welcome, for wc can 
see i-esidts for our labor, which lack 
of knowledge or conservative kick of 
faith 111 nii)dern scientific methods 
ijtin't i ill peach. 

It Is medicine, and ospeciall.y pre- 
ventative medicine, that makes the 
li..ropatetic tih.vslclaii feel like ;i man 
on the tre.'idmill. Chie can afford to 
laugh at the faitli Vi-iiich cures ;i 
st,\-(- in tlio eye with the touch of a 
gold weddiii.g ring on nine consecutive 
dy-iys. Htv>\s don't last so very mucii 
longeu-, anylio-iv, after the piilnful stage 
is reached. One enri laugh at a po- 
tato, such as I saw yesterday, sol- 
emnly sev.n In canvas and slung 
around a imui's neck for rlieumatlsm. 
l-lveii :i (piiil of tobacco wtidded tightly 
in a gapiiDf cut might be allowed to 
(pass, and 1 verily believe a man who 
had shot Ills hand to pieces by his 
gun going off while ho was loading tlie 
other barrel saved himself from bleed- 
ing to deiith b.v iiIuUKing 11 into his 
flour barrel. Certainly It was a trouble 
forty -weight hours after to clean the 
wound, but there was nothing -^vicked 
about the procedure. But what can 
evc.'U .a iiiedieal missionary s;iy for a 
prayer meeting hold In a tiny room 
crammed to tho doors, with every win- 
dow iuid vent tightly shut and every- 
one spitting till in the vitiated atmos- 
phere women are fajjiclng and men are 
pouring with iierspiration from, every 
pore. Aftr-r years of work. It Is heart 
bi'f^aklng to watch the rllu.-il still ob- 
served when the trouble is a "cougli." 
'J"he patient is coddled In hot, airless, 
sputom-hifected rooms and cabins; 
then possibly a few bottles of "beef. 
Iron and -wine" from a trader, and In 




Ottawa, .-Vug. 26. — "negulations gov- 
erning tho in.spectlon of Canadian 
meats, based upon the meats and can-, 
nod foods Jaw of the-past-'jip.sslqn. liayo 
been approved by ordcr-ln-council, 
and are to be brought Into force on 
Sept. 3.

The niotits and canned foods 
li'.w of last session was one ot tho 
most fully discussed and considered

j tion of lliese products are based. These 
j regulations follow, 'broadly speaking, 
I those which are In- force In tho United 
I States, but win, it.ls hoped, -be 'some- 
what simpler in tbelr 'enforcement:

Is difficult to "SCO how anything of an 
injurious nature. 'can esoapck'! detection 
at tliqlr hands. The hcaltly of .the ani- 
mals must be passed iipo'ri by comp- 
tont^ authorities before the animals are 
slaughtered. The can.aso.-f,, of those 
al'fected with lubcrcuhjsld or other 
dangerous disease must be condemned 
.-md destroyed. Tjie 'carcase wnlc:i is 
not lit for acceptance .as meal, but 
which Is suitiiblc for ' riuidi ring Into 
tallow 11V lard, may be passed fm- 
tlie--e latter purposes. But provision 
is made for all caretises or portions so 
marke-d must be cooked by steam for 
not less Ih.'in feur hours. 

The regulations allow of the hoUliu'-r 
of .'inimals or of eareiisc-s as 'o the 
coiidition of wliieh the in -loeetor ma\- 
not be full.v ■.-atlslieil.

Tholr prepar- 
ation and p;icklng shall bo -super- 
vised by tin inspector, wlio must not 
iiUow the use of any ll.xture, appliance 
or receptacle to be used in tlie produc- 
tion of food products unless tho same 
is clean and sanitary. No food pror 
duct sh;ill contain any deleterious 
substance, drug, dye or preservative. 

In the first clause of the regulations 
it is provided that the word carcase 
is to include cattle, swine, -.sheep, 
goats and poult o'. The law Is made 
api)licable to all abattoirs and pack- 
ing houses in which the foregoing 
meats arc prepared for sale beyond 
tho limits of Canada or of the par- 
ticular province In which the pack- 
inghouse I.s situated.' In other -words, 
tho law applied to Interprovlnclal and 
to export trade In these products. The 
regulations "in qiiestlon will not apply 
to establishments In w-hloh fish, fruit 
or vegetables are prepared for food for 
export. Although these la,tter are not 
subjected to the same rigorous over- 
sight as the meat products it is dis- 
tinctly stipulated, hov.-ever, in the 
.Me.-ils and Canned l''oods Act of last 
stsshm that all goods of this class 
prei'tired for expoi-l^ must be 'sound, 
v.'liolesomo .and lit for fot/d, and that 
all others will be subject to confisca- 
tion and destruction..^..';- ."" .■• • i'"!.

Ingenious Use of Photography 
Before the (kiys of bool;s, ji.irch- 
nients became so costly that ocon'inil- 
eal schola.r.s erased more or less poi - 
fleetly what litid been written, and 
used tlu-m a second time. In th's 
manner 'some, highly .Jnterestljig,; and 
valuable manuserlpts .;have; been :; lost 
to the world.. But In limny , cases tho 
ancient characters are still faintly vis- 
.Ible;-;-. 'Twice used manuscripts are 
called i'pallnipqeists, and many modern 
scholars have strained their eyes in 
tho 'effort to decipher the original 
.writing. 

Of late ycavA photography has been 
successfully applied In Germany for' 
this work. The color of the faded ink 
of tho older writing on a palimpsest is 
script. .-V iiliolograpli of such a manu- 
scrapt uiis niiido through a yellow 
screen. The result was a negative on 
Whlcli llio old writing was barely dis- 
cernible, lieing a little darker Hum tho 
background, while tlu' later black 
writing was found to apjiear distiiicll.v 
as wliilc! le'.ters.

Sllll it has 
been an agent In obtaining tlie where- 
withal to bring liglit to famished eyes 
on mure than ono occasion. 

An Old Favor Returned. 
We had "brought - up" In a harbor 
In which we hoped to build a small 
open air' consumptive shelter a.5 a 
centre for some two hundred miles of 
coast. The plan was made possible 
by a strange coincidence. While trav- 
elling la'it winter In America I was- 
the guest of an. elderly man. - To -my 
intense surprise he suddenly said:! 
"For over forty years I have been an- 
xious to do something for Latjrador, 
In Caot, to discharge, a debt,: and I 
will tell you.-why. I fought as a- Union' 
soldier through the War of the; Re- 
bellion, and was wounded before 
Gettysburg. Recovery was slow, and 
convalescence so protracted' I -was or- 
dered to take a voyage to sea. So I 
found a fine Gloucester fishing sohoon- • 
er going' to the Labrador fishery and 
secured a berth aboard her.v,-.-,'y7o.:;an- 
chored In a spacious harli'ofc'.-^called 
Bonne Esperance and startea''flshlng. 
and, having nothing to do,, 1 wandered 
about ashore. One day I walked as 
far as Belles Amour and'- spent the 
night. I Jiad long before discovered tho 
crew were all Confederates' In •: sym- 
pathy, but .1. was- surprlsed -and- dis- 
mayed on returning next dajr; to find 
they had calmly sailed away 'and left 
me. They had gone east and -were cer- 
tain to put- in and try for fish some- 
where along the straits. I liad nothing 
with me, but what 1 stood up In, every 
cent I owned was abioard,. and I felt 
I must overtake her ::J£?:there?^,vvere any 
way possible, so I started off and ran 
along tho hillsides. There Is no foro 
shore, the water being deep to tho 
cliffs. For several days I kept at it. 
I had no money, no food, and no spare 
clothes. And one day I had to wado 
and swim five ice cold rivers. Ragged 
and destitute as I was, I could 
scarcely expect anyone to believe I 
was a gentleman taking a holiday. 
But it taught me one groat lesson ol 
the klndncfis and generosity of the 
poor. I was housed, I was fed, I was 
dried, I was clothed, for one morn- 
ing, starting off agiilnst wind and 
cold and sleety rain; my "nost of the 
night actually gave me his own oil 
coat alnd .trousers,, a valutiblc posses- 
sion to poor flshc- folk in Labrador. 
It so fell out that (ui retiching Rod 
Bay, to my liitiiiite Joy I saw my 
schooner. She had struck a rock while 
entering the liarbor and had her fore- 
foot now hauled up for rejiarlng. Jly 
former companions expres.sed neither 
pleasure nor .surjirise ;it my reappear- 
ance amongst tliem, though thoy -must 
have known I had nol come that long 
Journey on an electric ear, 1 never liad 
a chance to pay back the kindness of 
these peojjie. I should like to do scnno 
useful thing for their children." I 
promised to let him know. 

Some Who Need A More Favorable 
Environment. 

It is evening and we are oven now 
running on to catch the mall steamer, 
so I must close. At 1 a. m. today wo 
took In tow tho large barge and left 
for an Isltind to tako In trees cut for 
firewood last winter.

The 
father had been out fishing slnco 1 a. 
ni., when I arrived, and no one was 
.stirring. The child, a boy of .seven, 
with meningitis (tubercular, of course)- 
was lying staring into vacancy. Tho 
lamp lit overnight, was still alight on 
the table, and the mother was asleep 
In her clothes on the liard floor. In a 
corner on some rags was a. bundle, 
which proved to be two little ;^glrla 
asleep. The small kitchen i-was.it'iio-j'^i 
elected and poor, and the- rcsmalns '.of-'' 
dry bread and molasses on the table, 
with a bit of cold codflSh sliowiedi 
where the head of tho house had made 
the meal that- was to prepare him for 
a day's work. He was fishing singlo 
handed with hook and lino. To make 
matters worse, the poor woman was 
expecting an addition to the ' .family. , 
She roused from her heavy sleep to 
find the doctor, clad In oilskins and, 
sea boots, making a cursory Inspection: 
of the laddie. It was pathetic to see 
her trying lo feed him on "soft 
bread." "It's all us can reach to, just 
now, 'cob Tim's bad off after last poor 
sunnnor." Wc sent the .. medicine, 
wdilch was Invalid food,. In, bottles and 
ctins, to bo taken four times a day. 
!it first, and after that, unless we saw 
hlin again, at regular meal times. They 
would have more falili In that way. 
This Is the kind of family WC would 
like to bo able to place In "a nioro 
favorable environment." 



.Men born equal? Thiit Is rot. 
Leastwise, friend, In size they're not; 
The mnn who gels Iho blackest "eye3 
Gets them 'cause he's undiQrsizc. 
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All Italy Is loolciiiK forward with In- 
tense interest to tno approaching trial 
of Enrico Alfano, leader Of the Ca^ 
njorra, the mo^tjpbvyerful criminal or^ 
gantzation In'"the^ country. AUano 
was deported from New York, whither 
he had fled, hut the proaoedlngs there 
were- of a merely tormal character and 
ifow details were divulged concerning 
Dils connection with the Camorra and 
the sensational, douhlo nuirder for 
which ho was "wanted" here. As ho 
had sailed from a French port ho was 
Kliipped back to Franco. On his ar- 
rival at Havre he was arrested at tho 
instance oL' the Italian government. 
His counsel did their best to prevent 
it, but ho wa-g Anally handed over to 
the Italian authorities. " ' , 

Almost, a- y^alr . has, elapsed since 
Naples was thrown Into 'an uproar by 
the miirdbr ofSlgnor Giovanni Cuocolo 
and his wife.' Murders :iro common 
enough in Italy. • It takes something 
unusUal in-that lino to cause a soiisa- 
Itlon; " But there were' fcircunistancos 
about these crimes that raised them 
far above the level of tlio ordin,iry 
Icnife-thrust affair. Cuocolo w;is mor- 
ally butchered while passln.c: through :i 
little frequented street in one of the 
suljurlis of Naples. A few hours later 
his wife was hacked to death in the 
homo whei-e she was awaiting her 
husband's return. 

Apparent motives for e.Kereislng such 
biirbarie vengeance uptMi them there 
was luiiie. Cuoeolo en.invcil something 
inure than .a local reputation as a. siii- 
.i:er. He had :i superb liass vt>iee. Ho 
was in constant demand at private en- 
tert:iinment,s Kivi'n by people of moans. 
Many of tli.'ni who (mjoycd his singing 
were surinised that a man so highly 
gifted should conflpo. hlmselC to ap- 
pearances' In prtvate JnateaiJ of - essay- 
ing a more ambitious and lucrative 
role on the^i operatic stage or concert 
hall platfoma.^But that was his busi- 
ness, and nobody, bothered much about 



It. He was numbered among the fash- 
lonableis of Naples, and his popularity 
was Increased by the fact that he 
spent money freely and was apparent- 
ly always well supplied witli it. No- 
body connected that fact with the 
frotiuoncy with wiiicli burglaries took 
place at the houses where lie had 
sung. Arrests wcro somelinies made, 
but none of the stolon proiierty was 
ever recovered. 

For a long time the nlXair was 
ahroudod in mystery. "Whispers wore 
heard that the murders were the work 
of the Caniorro, liut the police l)rought 
forward no oviileneo dellnitely. con- 
necting that org.-mization, :,.of., ,.wblch 
little was tlien known, with t'bO.,Ol"Imes. 
It way left to eiBhteen,,.carabirieor.s 
to probe things tQ<the bottom. Of tholr 
exploit^ doubtless America ]ms heard 
something, -i-akmg ti»elr lives In their 
hands, these tellp'^'s . turned thieves 
and quallfled themselves by de:non- 
strntlng their isffl'clericy as crlminais 
for admission to the society. After 
joining it thoy wormed their way into 
the confidence of those in the' inner 
circle. And all tho while they were 
collecting evidence. 

When •everything was in rcndiness 
to set tile law in motion Alfano sud- 
denly liisuppeared from Naples. It is 
supposed tliat lie got a tip from t/n; 
police, for by methods not entirely un- 
known in America, ho en.i'iyed police 
protection. It was In the disgulsi; of a 
coal heavor that he toolc sliip for Ani- 
erlcfi. tip to tho time of his i!it;lit there 
had been no .suspieli>n in tlie imlilic 
miiul that ho was a criminal. He was 
well known in society, had the entre 
to all tho best houses and was in fact 
in tho llrst llight of the Neapolitan 
dandles. He drove magnlflceqt horses, 
wore EnglIsh-made"cloth'eavana out a 
dash wherever he went ' How' ho ob- 
.talnea tho .'means ; for.,- suQtt .fl.' display 
jiqho^ay . knew arid riobofly cared much, 
for, like •.Cuocolo, he, spent money 
lavishly. Ho seemed to have no other 
aim In life than to get .all the enjoy- 
'ment possible out of It. Possessed of 



lolsiaro and ample means ho was about 
tho last man In Naples that would 
have been picked out as a loader o£ 
the Caniorra— o.^:cept, perhaps. Signer 
Cuocolo. 

But, as everybody hn.s now learned 
from tlio dotcellve work of the car- 
bineers, both men wore hand in glove 
with it. Alfano was at tho top, hut 
Cuocolo was not far below lilm. He 
was an ambitious man and aspired to 
leadership himself. 'Plio rivalry be- 
tween them nautrally begat ill feeling 
on both sides. 'J?hey watchoti each oth- 
er like two jealous ttom cats. .Intent 
on feilno conquests In the same back 
yard. . 

Cuocolo's singing, of course, was a 
mere blind. His voice gained him ad- 
mission, to.^the big houses, and thcro 
ho utlllzeq^Vhls opportunities to ^<v<n 
tho bodty West worth stealing. Tiiis 
inform;i,ti(.>n ho convoyotl to confeder- 
ates in the Camm^ra. ;.' 'By'-obtainlng 
lini)r(^ssiiins of locks and ' keys, tam- 
periiif; with burKbir alarms and in 
various other ways he did all in his 
l)ower to make llio taslv of tho actual 
thieves an easy one. He claimed .as 
liis reward a lion's share of the swag 
thus olitained. Ho comr)Iained that In 
the division of tlio prollts lie diii not 
ahv.iys get bis fair share but ills claim 
fv.ir u.xti^a comiieiisalion w;.is rejected. 

It is said tliat In revenge I:.:', be- 
trayed some of Ids associates to the 
])i)li('e, and lliat in con.'^c<|U>'nce tliey 
were arrested. This is lienied by Cuo- 
colo's friends, who assert that Alfano 
manufactured evidence by 'which Hhat 
eliarge could be brought home to him. 
Tlio code .of ,,the ..Caifiorra sanctions 
private v6rigeance;tor wroWgs, but ap- 
peal to the rnlrilori'a of the law is for- 
bidden In the settlement of quarrels 
ibotween membias. A Camorra man 
may Icnifo a fellow criminal to got 
squarn with him without incurring any 
greater risic tlian l)eln,g knifed in re- 
turn b.\' the friends of his enemy, hut 
to "poach" on any of the band Is {he 
unpardonable sin, for ,.■wh^i!h-'th8;^J)en- 
aIty Is death. 



When Alfano denounced Cuocolo aa 
a. traitor who had doaling.s with tho 
police he adopted the most efficaci- 
ous method of getting rid of tho rival 
who threatened his supremacy. At a 
secret meeting of tlui supreme tribu- 
nal of tho dreatl society Cuocolo wa.-a 
tried, Judged and condemned, without 
being afforded an opportimlt)ri,fo.>'d«-' 
fend 'himself. He did not even 'know 
of the accusation against hlin. But 
the evidence against him 'was regarded 
as conclusive. , . . : 

The last day. . of ■ • Cuocolo dawned 
gray and heavy. It't'vifSlS'Jri rsummer and 
tho heat was ovorpowerlhg. Did ho 
have .a presentiment? That will never 
be known, but it would seem so, as ho 
iumg about hla house all day, coin- 
lilainim^ to his I'rlonils of an iinac- 
eouiitablo tear of going (Uit ot door.'=, 
but at last was almost driven by his 
wifo in tho evening to a meeting of 
tho Camorra, to which he had been 
called, and at which he supposed his 
presence to he absolutely nocessar.v. 
He stiirted twice antl Iwico returned, 
to have tho dooi- at last, shut in his 
face and bo told to go .-ibout his busi- 
ness. He never roturiioil. 

In a lonely lane In Torre del Greco, 
a suburb of N.iplus, saiul.v ui all times 
and Ihf-M a foot deep witli Vesuviaii 
ashes after the eruption, two men 
Hpran,!;- out at liiin In tlie darkness ami 
intense (|uietnes of tlu' still summer 
iii),'ht, and without a word striicl< liliii 
with their knives on the chest ami 
back. Although ho fell witliout a 
murmur, five otlier.s of tlu; Ilfteen who 
had been charged with tho execution 
of the death sdntence, plunged , thplr 
knives Into him to , "make ^ure tpat.'lio 
was dead. Not .a;',Vli6ut," ndt',,a moan, 
hot even a word; aticl a human ,^orea- 
turo ceased to_ live. The rnbst'Temark- 
,ah!o feature of thl,-) ferocloiis crime 
wiis the absolute silence with which 
It was done. 

The fifteen, well pleased with their 
work, went gayly back . to Naples In n. 
tram cor. and there' separated. Two of 
the number went Qn .to the. higher part 



of the city, and knocked in a peculiar 
way, known only to the Initiated at a 
certain door. "Who is there?" was 
asked. ".Friend," \vas the reply, "wo 
have come with a message from your 
husband, Ciiocuiln." The door was 
immediately opened uijd a good look- 
ing woman appeared, holding a lamp 
hlgfh over her head, and- Invited them 
to enter. . 

"Weill Avhat Is It?" she asked ."Oh, 
nothing," said the visitors, "Cuocolo 
has suddenly gone on a long journey 
and you are to Join him." Then .with 
a grin, one of the miscreants put his 
arm around Iior saying, "Hero,' give 
mo a kiss before you go," .and hold 
the MOW terrillerl woman while his 
companion struck her from behind. 
^V'hen the boil.v hail ce.'ised to twitch 
tliey lofik.Ml at each other, and after 
a few worils of con.nratulatlon on their 
ne.-it methods, sa,cUed the hou,"e, which 
cimtalncd many valuables, Cuocolo's 
share of stolen booty which ho h.ad not 
been able to dispose of. They left, 
and tile two bodies— mile;! apart — lay 
stilf and still in the darkness until 
foinid the next morning. 

'i'hi.' tribunal wbicli proiiouncetl sen- 
tence 111" death ag.ainst Cuocolo con- 
dciimed his wife to the .same fate sim- 
ply because she was. his wlie, and 
knew of his dssoQlfiitlori With tlie Ca- 
morra. If ■ Slid' were allowed to live it 
was argued ■bjr'fth'6"in'eroIless Judges, 
she would .put' th,e' .tfotico on the' track 
of the society. ■ 

After the successful accomplishment 
of the- double murder the fifteen met 
next day In the little tavern at Torre 
del Greco, at: that'? time . much . fter 
quontcd by ' the Cairiorra.i; and'>ith^ire 
Indulged In a'feast'-fo •c(sIe|Jra;t6'''tKetr; 
bloody work;' - It-ihas' 3fn(?e''tiec'6Ino' 
famous,- and Is doing; a' better-- lisgltl". 
mate business than ever before.'' ■ '" ' 

The Camorra will exert Its means 
and Inlluenco to the, utmost to s.avo 
Alfano from tho gallows. Despite the 
evidence against him. It is doubtful 
If ho can be convicted of murder. The 
accusation against him Is that after 



denouncing Cuocolo lo tho Camorra 
ho Instigated the sentence that was 
passed upon liim and his wife, ami ar- 
ranged for carrying it into effect. This, 
if proved, wouia make him eciually 
guilty with those wlio committed tho 
crimes. But to prove it will bo a 
formidable task. He took no part 
In the actual murders. He was not 
even present at the meeting at which 
the death of Cuocolo and his wife was 
decreed, . for tho head of tiro society 
no'yer persoually appears at the Ca- 
morra's "courts of justice." An under- 
study of his, Genarro do Marlnis, of- 
ficiated as the chief of th(j- tribunal. 
It Is doubtful If ' even to save their 
ov/n lives those In the.' innermost cir-. 
cles of tho Camorra woiild give evi- 
dence against their leader, for loyalty 
Is the strongest article of their crimi- 
nal creed. liesides, if they secui'o 
immunity from tlie law lhemsel\-es by 
turning iiil"orniers thoy woulil incur 
tho vengeance of the Ci'.niorra, and 
tholr lives would not be worth a mo- 
ment's purchase. 

The career of Do Marlnis is almost 
as Interesting as that of his chief, 
and throws an ilhiminaling light on 
the underground life of Naples. As a, 
barefoot boy liu sl.irtcd in Naples and 
olitaim-d a ]jrecarii)us li\-i'lilioo(l by 
petty plll'i.'i-in.i4-. "Wlien .'-till in his leeiis 
he was admitted tf) the Cainorr.a. as a 
probationer. His rcsourci.-fulne.s.s and 
darlng^ soon' won him full mi.'mlii'r.iliiii, 
and' thereafter hfs rise was rapid. He 
got' Into, the inner, circle, posed as a 
sportsman ''and/idrdve, fast- horses. He- 
sides , his, ahard, of the loot he derived 
from /i-o.bbferles largo and. small, lie 
d.orl'ved'*ia, considerable Income from 
■loW 'sairi'bllnB dens which he ran -under 
•polloo protoctloHi 

i-'- It'yran. .Gaetano Jppnadip, a;',Eompara- 
tlvely humble but dmbltlpus member 
of tho criminal brotherhood, who ar- 
ranged the details of tho double mur- 
der, though it is alleged that he got 
hid orders direct from Alfano. As a 
.successful assassin he possessed a 
claim upon the Camorra which entitled 



iiini to promotion, but through the In- 
' vcstlgations oC tho carbineers ho was 
"nabbed" before he had received tho 
reward, according to tho ethics of the 
Camorra, he had so richly merited. 

More than iiOO arrests have -boon 
made In Naples as ii result of the In- 
vosti.nations oriKinally begun to dis- 
cover the niunlenir.s of Cuocolo apd 
his wife. Among those who have been 
itrresteil is liarou iMlento, a member 
of one of tile Iji'st known aristocra.tic 
families in Naples, Ijon Ciro Vltto;;!, a 
priest, v^ho ,-la 'Sftld., to have been tlie 
chaplain; of: tho';Cpmdrra;la;'als() i idgeii 
In jail. Part of -tho evidence against 
him Is a snapshot photograph which 
the police found 'showing him driving 
a pony trap with Alfano. .'' 

The 'ramlfloatlonsi- of/, the Gani'drra 
extend ^thi?dUsh'\all ; -grades "'of ? 
Under tho'BiDurbohs It was a?specles"of 
])olUlcal organization, but In Its' ' mo- 
dern form it i,-! simply a secret so- 
ciety lor the -benefit of criniin.als. .It is 
divided into corps, oach one of which 
Is composed of twoiitj'-four "Caminor,-,- 
ri.;ti" — full-fledged members of the so- 
ciety — and forty-elg-ht "Picclotti"' or 
recruits. I';acli of the former has two 
of the latter at his dispo.sition. The 
"I'icciotto" in turn tire served . by 
"fiiovuna Onoi'.'Lti" or lionorar.v mem- 
bers. These latter, having paid for tho 
jn-ivilege, enjoy tlie protection .of the 
.society. 

JOaidi orp.-; li;is its chief and cashier, 
botli of whoni arc elected by tho votes 
of the members of the corps. Tlio chief 
idaiis and direct.-i tlie criminal ojiera- 
tlons of tlie corjis. The cashier looks 
after the booty. J-;ai'li member Is .=up- 
Idisi.-d to turn over to tlio cashier daily 
whatever loot or money ho has ob- 
.talned dishonestly. If ho really earns 
anything he Is entitled tq keep' it, but 
hqnestv toll' Is . held to bo degrading 
among 'the Camorra '.and f e w demean 
theraselvo'3 : bypi lndulg-lrigviri It. ■ The 
chlcf .prosldes over the division of the 
spoil, which Is carried out according 
to an elaborately graded schedule.-— 
Ernest L. Scott. 
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ir'reslrlent ymall's belated Indorse- 
ment of the lelegraplr strike, after tho 
operators all over the country had 
gone out, reminds tho Baltimore News 
of tho iiian at the head of a. mob in 

;,: Paris, who, when his crowd bolted, 
raji .after them .sayin.g, "I must follow 
tjieni, for I am their leader." The 
friends of tho strikers , consider tholr 
hasto proof that thelp^^'cawSfe ;Is Just, 
showing that they were so' exasperated 
by bad treatment that tholr leaders 
could not hold them back. Most of 
the now-sjiaper critics, however, de- 
clare that they killed their cause 
with the public when thoy abandoned 
their key.s and threw tho business of 
-ilie country -into contusion witliout 
giving their employers a chance to 
grant their demands,, or, indeed,, to 
learn what their demands were. In 
the case of the .Associated Press op- 
erators, as told in one of the (juota- 
tions below, the general manager was 
given one day's notice to grant a 
v;;igo increase aggregating ?:^00,000, 
which ho had no" authority to grant 
without consulting directors who 
could not bo brought togotirer on such 
brief notice. 

It was not until the' commercial op- 
erators had gone out lij, fifty cities, 
including all the large cities but Bos- 
ton, that the newspapers were told 
their demands, and even tb.en General 
:\lanager Cook, of the AVestern Union, 
said that "the only thing tho com- 
pany has heard of tho new demands 
of the strikers for increased wages 
is through the newspapers." The 
cause of the strike seems to be 
sympathetic in character, the Chi- 
cago iii).;ratiirs refusing to work 
witli a non-union operator |in X<os 
Angeles, and the operators ■ elsewhere 
going out in sympathy with them. In 
Now York the .operators went out In 
obedrence^rfoj a .whlatlo signal blown 
by some -unauthorized person whose 
Identity is still In tho dark. 

The reason for the strike may be 
most -authoritatively tolil, iieriiaps, by 
tho president of the Commercinl Tele- 
graphers' niiion — Samuel .1. Small, He 
was asked by Coniini.'--^loner Nelll, of 
the department of labor, to ;n.ite tlie 
cause of tho strike, and to st;ite, fur- 
ther, "if locals liave no re.spect for 
tho consliiiition of the or,ganinatinn, 
and the national officer.H can not con- 
trol. tliem, wliat i-Tuaranly c;ni you give 
mo tliat any adjustment satisfaeiory 
to ^■ou will be accepted - by men on 
strike'.'" President Small .replied:

gust 9, is to be accepted, the dis- 
missal of the operators at J.os 
Angeles, an act which was seized up- 
on to inaugurate trouble, was wlioily

"Searching for t'htti Immediate cause 
of tho strike, the ^ Innocent Philadel- 
phia victim hears that an oporatgr In 
f.os Angeles was discharged on tho 
gi'ii'-iiui that he \vaH wilfully delaying 
mesHagr-o. His fellow operators, who 
tliink liim vietimi/.ed liecause a imion 
man, in.ade no appeal to their local or 
nali<in;il olllcers or any arbil r,-i.i lo ii j 
b.oai-il, liiit left their ki-ys.

Tho 
common soldiers remarked hitterly in 
the presence of their officers; 

'See how the soldiers perislied ihir- 
iiig the war through tho stupiilit.v of 
their generals.' 

There was also blttor/'comment on 
the fact that tho Emperiir, came out 
to. the camp and made a tour ^f, rev lew 
and . Inspection^ In ah 'automobile ac- 
companied by tlirde other motor cars 
to guard him. Instead of mounting a 
horse, as is the Immemorial tradition. 
In general it Is evident that tho spirit 
of discontent is deeper and more wido- 
spre.'id than ever before, and only the 
general skepticism about tlie sncee--s 
of revolts and revolutionary outbrealcs 
Is responsible for the comparative onl- 
vvard calm. 

Attitude to the Czar. 

I have' ticeti forced unwillingly to 
tho conclusion that tho rcvolutionl.st.s 
h.ave changed their attitude towards 
till! I'hnperor. 'f'iie.y wi re formerl\- in- 
clined lo regard him either as a 
'qiiantltc ncgligeable' or as Ihe verv 
best Hmperor for revohitionar.v limes, 
judging that nobody else coulj be 
wciiker or more \-aciIIatiug. Up to a 
year ago there ■.nid never been a 
serious organized iffort to take ills 
lifo. Official reports now Indicate; tlmt 
his asHassination bus become their 
lirlm.-iry aim, .-is tli.'.v have reached 
tiio lieliet that ho Is a. partisan and 
tho head ot the reactioii;ir.\- organiza- 
tions. They are eoiiviiiceil tliat tin- 
Black Hundred, which has committed 
about four score pogrom and suborned 
a number of assassinations In tjio 
last three years,\ Is subsidized from 
his private funds arid that for. the 
breach of the Constitution, whicli is 
Intended to lead to the re-establish- 
ment of the autocracy and the with- 
drawal ot the nominal lilierties granted 
during tho year ot revolution, lOO.'i, Iii\ 
and not Stolypin, is and must lio held 
responsible. 

In addition to the twenty persons 
arrested In connection witli the idot 
against the Kmperor's life, announcctl 
in the Duma by, Prime ^Minister Stoly- 
pin, the police yesienlay captured n. 
young Ksthnhui lady. Miss Mild, and 
two young men who went to visit in 
her apartments. Sl.o had a loaded 
bomb and plans ot the Emperor's pri- 
vate yacht 'Alexandra.' Ono of the 
men gavo tho name of 'Hngiiieer An- 
tonius Bclotsorkovets." 

Tho trial ot twenty consplratorr-t hy 
a military court will take place in 
the early future. The principal plotter, 
'Cltlzeness Nina,' who Is 'said to be 
named Petrotf, escaped abroad. An 
actiye .part Was taken by an ex-lieu- 
teriaht- off;:the : ;navy, Boris NikltonK-o, 
and foiir young lawyers nnd the wife 
of a teacher in the arlstocratle Ale.'c- 
nnder Lyceum, are accused of cnni- 
pllclty. 

The followers 'of 'Cltlzeness NIn.a' 
are held responsiblo for the assas.slna- 
l.ions of Chief Mllilnry Prosecutor 
Pavlotf and the St. Petersburg prefect, 
General von der Launltz. It Is chnrg- 
ed. that they -resolved to kill ex-Mln-.

Ncholas. there is no further room for 
doubt that the life of the emperor,: 
which was formerly safe except from 
individual cranks, is now In constant 
jeopardy.— New York Evening Post. '

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APHICAL SKETCH OF A. P. LOW 



IE ono wero to accept the views ad- 
vocated 'by, certain Canadian papera 
not at present "onjoylnp the patronaRO 
of the government, nno would lie dis- 
posed to believe that all posltiniis in 
the civil service uro flllod by "pull," 
and that the recipients oC siicli pnuiii)- 
tion have ono coninioii cnri in view — 
graft. So writes the editor of tlio 
Geological Survey In the Canadian 
Mining Journal. 

The department of the gcolngical 
survey — now ofHcially designatnil tiin 
department of mines — has happily been 
practically free from political patron- 
age, and the minister, the nominal 
head ot ■ the department, has honestly 
endeavored to appoint as director that 
man best -fitted to fill the position. 

Fortunately for the survey, there 
have been few opporttinitie.s for the 
minister to exercise hi.s- diiicretiou. Ijo- 
gan created the Canadian survey and 
raised it to a standard rtifhcult for 
oven such 'v.en as Selwyn and Dawson 
to maintain. After Dawson's deutli 
the government dotenninecl that fu- 
ture directors of Ihc Canadian t^oologi- 
cal survey should themselves bo Can- 
t adians. The time had gone by when 
we needed to send to England or Aus- 
tralia' to "And a competent director. 
Scientists, Canada could -supply in 
.plenty, and scientists 'who, by reason 
of their special' knowledge of Cana- 
dian conditions, were more tilted for 
the position than any sli'angcr could 
possibly ho. But a sciciiti.^t — especial- 
ly in tiicso days wlioii scientists adopt 
speclaltios — is not necessarily an ad- 
niini.strator; indeed, it is luoro often 
the case tlial a scientist canmil ad- 
niinistrato at all. \\'h<Mi it i.'^ taken 
Into consideration that llie direcKir of 
the survey is expected to successfully 
control fifty, or sixty niAi, each of 
whom believes that his own brand of 
science ranks higher in Importance 
than any other; and that one of the 
director's principal duties is to so ap- 
portion their work over this huge "15o- 
mlnlon as to extract tlie greatest ben- 
efit, both scientllic and economic, 
while not clashing with the work being 
accoinplishcd by (ho provincial sur- 
veys, it can bo readily understood that 
a first class director must be not only 
a first cla.ss Mciontlst, but, above all, 
; an;iable,;admlnlstrator. 

Researches in Labrador 
Those who read Mr. Low's reports on 
his researches in Labrador or his voy- 
age in the Neptune, wore prepared to 
hear of his appointment to the director- 
.ship. No one who has read these re- 
ports can fall to appreciate that Sir. 
Low has the two requisites that com- 
bine to make an able director — a thor- 
ough knowledge of geology and a fine 
power of administratiiin. 

Jlr. Low was born in Jlonlreal on 
May 24, ISdl, and i.'; believed tn have 
succeeded In gelling into mine scrapes 
as a youngster llian wouM make a 
good record for any two average (Can- 
adian school boys — which i.s a sufii- 
clently large oi-der. He was educated 
at the piibllo schools, and soon evinced 
so decided a taste for applied science 
vthat'.'he was allowed to make it his 
^specialty. He entered the applied .sci- 
'"eno'bf'faculty of HoGlll In 1S7S and 
pd'sked with first rank honors In nat- 
ural science In 1SS2. :-Sv, 
, "With his inborn love of knowledge 
Was Interwoven — as is ho freciucntly 
the case — an inborn love of sports. 
Many of the director's stautichest 
friends today were his friends or foes 
of the football field and lior-kuy rink of 
many years ago. Indeed, hockey was 
not played at all in Otiiiwa until in- 
troduced by Mr. Low. and some of the 
most strenuous football matches ever 
witnessed in that town were won and 
lost by the Ottawa Football club, which 
-vMr. Low captained for many years. 
In 1881 Mr. Low was appointed a.s a 
"student assistant'/ to an exploration 
party .-^ent by the 'geological, survey to 
the Gaspe periirisula, and from that 
time to the present day his work inay 
be followed In the survey's reports. 
His work — but not his life— for it has 
ever been an unwritten law with tlio 



'.survey olllcers that as little as possible 
should be made of dilllcultles over- 
come or danger averted. In this re- 
spect Mr. Low has followed the sur- 
vey traditions wilh almost iri-itating 
I lidclity, and only tlioso who iiuow lin; 
conditions of nortliorn travel can read 
j holwecn the linos or suspect, from per- 
using Mr. Low's geological reports, 
I what risks have been run, or what suf- 
I forlng has been endured. His reports, 
i like pouts, "... lose halt tho praise, 
they should have got, could It bo 
known what they discreetly blot." 
Field Geologists Scarce 
A "student assistant" on liis lirsl ex- 
pedition is very carefull.v watelieil; 
I the survey is always on the lookout 
for now material. Good field geologists 
aic scarce, for tho first es.sontiai in a 
: budding lield olhcor is observation, and 
tlie power ot ob.servatlon in this age o[ 
■ cram is becoming, .as: is well .known, 
rarer and more, rau^Vi '- But in. this .Do- 
minion, mostly uhsurv'eyed — except in 
a very supcrlldal manner — the llelil 
I geologist is practically useless uidcss 
he combine with his knowledge and 
' faculty for observation, a siilenilid 
I constitution, large powers of endur- 
ance anil a sph-lt of determination 
1 that, \vlicn it falls, is called pig-liead- 
I cd obstinacy, or, wlien it succeeds, un- 
I swerving iiersisieiicy. 

That in Jlr. Low these unusual fac- 
I tors wore coinhine<l became apparent 
(luring Ills lirsl lield work in (.!asi)e, 
and, on tlu! reconmieiulat ion of Dr. 
lills, who was In charge of the party, 
1 he was offered and ac.'cei)te(l a iiernian- 
I cut position on the survey staff. 
I l'"roni tlial time it lias always been 
, recognised that -Mr. Low was in the 
running for tlie directorsiiip, and it 
wa.s pretty generally known that to be 
director became, ', in ■ after years. Ills 
'chief ambition.- So well was this roc- 
, ognlzed that, one Christinas, some wag 
' on tho staff brought out. a Christmas 
card containing "quotations" for 'the 
geological survey, , and. apportioned the 
following lin;es-:to ;.''A.>. P. :'55';: 
Hard on Shakespeare 
"Low was Ills name, but groat was 
his desire." — Shakespeare. 

The hit was a fair ono, tliougli it 
was rather unkind to ascribe the lines 
to our national poet, who never per 
potratcfi anytiiing lil;e them. 

1.1 ISSt an cxjieilition was sont.gby 
llio Quebec government and tho goo 
logical survey to make a report on the 
.Mistas.^ini district, and esin'cialty to 
survey those portions of .M i^:tas.-:illi 
laUe th;it had been left uncompleted 
by McEwart and Ricliardson. .X Que- 
bec land siir\'<'yor was in charge of 
tile party, to whicli .Mr. Low was at- 
tached as a geologist. Tlie methods 
employed by the expedition were not 
such as would rei'oniniend tliomselves 
to an.v officer of tho geological survey, 
to v.-liom "hustle" becomes the first 
essential directly the fliglit of winter 
makes field-work possible. Kicking 
lii.s heels in Quebec, waiting for the 
exi)editlon to move, was not.Mr. Low' 
ideal ■. off , geological research, .. and 'i' he 
started ;• on, >his own account-* "up''thc 
. Berslmls.'rivor, supposing tha'tithe'maln 
^arty-^unhampered by ■tfield '/work — 
vvould "soon . overtake -him'. ■ ' ' ^ 
■ He reached Lake Plpnuiakln,- but no 
mam party appeared and ho was com- 
pelled to return for food. Delav after 
delay occurred, and it was actually not 
until late August that the expedition 
at last got away; The natural conse- 
quences ensued. Blizzards caused fro- 
zen hand.s, frozen feet, food, ran short 
and the game that .had. been counted 
on failed to .appear. The party lived 
for some time on starvation rations, 
elscd out with an occasional lieavor 
but lor which the entire oxpeilitioii 
would have suffered the .same fate a; 
befell' the unfortunate Indians last 
nibhth, who.se skelolon bodies lined tiic 
same route, and whose fate was made 
known by one of the survivors,, John 
Bastian. who acted .'is .Mr. Low's guide 
on three trips in Labrador. . 



The exhausted expedition eventually 
reached tho Hudson's Bay company's 
post on Ml.stasaln! lake, where they 
arranged to winter. From Air. Low's 
point of view, every tiling had been 
cliappoiiitmeiit. Nearly a year gone 
by and practically nothing done. There 
was, liowevor, time to tliliik — weeks of 
leisure — and Mr., Low employed it in 
coming to a noteworthy decision. Ho 
left the po.sl in i'Vliruary, arrived in 
Ottawa the first of March, and inter- 
viewed Dr. Solwyn, tho director. Wiiat 
pa.ssorl is known only to Dr. Selwyn, 
Jlr. Low .and the minister, but In a 
few da.\s Mr. Low — with J. M. .Macoun 
as assistant — set out once more for 
Lake Mistassinia, armed wilh a. letter 
giving liini complete charge of the ex- 
pedition. Hill It ,was more b.v good 
luck than Rood managemont that these 
two officers ever reached the lake. 
(Fnlaught by previous experience, they 
eonnlod on making the average number 
of miles per day and on living largely 
on tlio country. Soft weather made 
travel terribly slow, the game perverse- 
ly refused to bo accomnioila ting, even 
llie heavers kepi away — and the two 
white men, willi six Indians. ' found 
tliomselves half st.arved and fearfully 
weak .'It Lake Chibougamau, sixty 
miles from tlie no;irest po.st. 

It hecanie evulenl that for the whole 
party to iu;ikc a forced inarch meant 
death to some of them, anil Mr. Low 
called t-or a couple of \-oluiite(M-s to 
liuixy to the post with news of their 
plight. At the .same tiiiie it was ar- 
ranged that tiic pary should move as 
(liiickly as jiossiblo along the trail, in 
llie oiuleavt)r to save a few hours. The 
volunteers accomplished their mission 
admirably, but the starving riarty 
missed the trail when they liad fol- 
lowed it for some Iv.-enty miles, and 
wore obliged to camp, in view ot the 
il.-inger f>f missing liie rescuers with 
food. r\Ir. Low describes liio first 
twenty-four iiours of absolute starva 
lion as very painful, liiit adds, Strang*; 
ly enough, that during the suVisoquent 
four days he and the men suffered 
very little. 

Arrival of Food 

What was worse tlian tlie starvation 
was the aiixicly as to wlietlier tlie 
volunteers would be able to reach the 
post. On the fifth da.v, food, supplied 
\iy the H. B. company, arrived. It was 
only flour and, lard, .but to the starv- 
ing men Its^vasj; beefsteak and onions 
Tliey made a. meal that' Mr. Low des- 
cribes as "an elegant sufficiency," and 
limnodlately" afterwards started for 
Lako WakonlchI, but soon encounter 
ed more food— bacon this time — sent 
from the same source — and encompass- 
ed another meal, whose proportion.-! 
did not seem in tlie least liandicu]ipcil 
by the previous Gargantuan rejiast. 

Crossing Lalie Wakoiiiclii tite party 
met witli its first piet:e of good hn-k. 
In ;i net set hy some trapper they 
found a lake trout weighing nearly 
twenty pounds, and it can be iniagiiiecl 
what a meal this made, cqokcd with 
flour and bacon. 

lilarly In -May the Mistassini post 
was reached, and Mr. Low took over 
charge, the first of the many that 
have been entrusted to hlin, from which 
time lie lias been ri.'gardcd as tlie 
Kt.-indarii authority on tlie geology of 
that huge tnict commonly known as 
t!i(! Labrador peninsula. 

Paddling Ice-blocks 

Of his observations and cxiiericnces 
in the Mistassini district .Mr. Low 
could fill a goodly sized book and still 
leave much uiilold. In the space of 
this short sketch it is impossible to 
do more than allude to the incidents 
of his tra\-els, but one fact regurrling 
Lake Mistassini it is fiifficult to refrain 
from nieiif ioniug. On .May 21, an In- 
dian attaclied to Cleary'.s trading 
camp, left tlie post and crossed the lake 
on ills heavily laden sled. At noon 
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Low and .Macoun were paddling Ice- 
Ijlocks in the laLe, and in the after- 
noon A. P. celel>raled his birtliilay by 
enjoying- quite a long swim. Tiie teni- 
perature was .SI degrees in the simile, 
and proved to be the highest recorded 
that summer. 

The survey of llie lake was complet- 
od In July, after wliicli llio party sur-i 
veyed tho Rupert river to Rupert 
liouse, journeyed to Moose Fatcor.v, as- 
cended: the Moose river, and even- 
tually ; reaehe^d Mlssinabie,, where tho 
Canadian Pacific railway was In 
ooui*e of construction. - 

In 1886 Mr. Low was Instructed to 
find tho outlet of Favorable lake, in 
Kcewatln,' to survey the Severn river, 
and ; to •..return" ;-\^la' Oxford ' lake ami 
Noriivfii^^iiouse;- 'f^tPrbf.^^ son 
waS-agfiln' appointed as^ a^^^ and 
together they journeyed up the Berens 
river from Lake AVlnnlnog. They 
found the outlet bt Favorable lake, 
though, IE theMruth.muKt be told, they 
found it b^'•Sccident, and followed It 
to Severn lake;' ''The season was ex- 
ceptionally dry; no rain fell for six 
weeks, forest fires obsem-ed thi" at- 
mosphere, taking slglits became dif- 
ficult, and sometimes inipo.ssibic, and 
the travelers otice more found tliem- 
solves on starvation ration.-?, l'"or .'iOO 
miles no Innnan boliic; was inet noi 
any game near enough to bo .-ihot. At 
last an Indian and Ids somiw were 
sighted In a canoe trying to escape 
notice. When calU'd anon tlwy endea- 
vored to outdistance Ihc parl.v. and ; 
long chase ensued, ending, after t-n 
miles' hard paddling, in the couple 
being caught. 

No Food to Spare 

Tliey had no food to spare — scarcely 
sufficient indeed, to take llieiii lo 
Trout Lake, the nearest II. B.C. po.;!. 
Tliev wore, however. Induced l-> ai't as 
guides, and, with their help, the party 
arrived at Trout Lake before the .want 
of nourishment haditaubed any serl-; 
ous harm. The Hudson- Bay agent 
was only able to supply them with fish 
pommlcan, which, for the uninitiated, 
It may be explained consists of.boil'.^d 
fish, dried arid pounded, stored in 
b'irch-bark baskets, with, generally, a 
r.ibbit-skln holding fish oil in which to 
cool< the applet izin.g concoction. Kiir- 
nlshed witli wliat. after their priva- 
tion.s, .seemed to be liixur.v, the party 
continued down the Severn Itlver, but 
in a reach of the .stream *wiuil they 
thought was a rapid turned out to bo 
a fall eight fe.'t lilgii, and trouble en- 
sued. The first canoe aelually rode 
the crest and fell Into the river below 
witiioiil upsetting or sustaining any 
harm. It. hmvever, displaced some loose 
rocK-.^ Just lierore taking the plunge, 
and the si-cond c;iime. striking llicse, 
never liad a fair chance. The can.io 
was so b.'idly damaged that only wilh 
great diffienlty did the parly .succeed 
in nursing it to Fort .Severn, Init the 
precious pemmicaii wa.-^ iinliaiined. and 
in comparison to Unit, the rest matter- 
ed little. 

.-\t I'^ort S'.-vern iinsiieiessfnl efforts 
were in.'ido to (djtaiii another eaiioi\ It 
was decided to rt pair tile boat as much 
a.5 was feasible, and coast westward 
to York factor.^-. During this westward 
tri|>, camp was iiitclieii at nlglil on the 
dreary mud flats thai ciiaractori'/^e tills 
liortlon of Hudson B.-i.v. On the second 
night a storm arose iliat played havoc 
not only with Mr. Low's tent, but 
wi(h his intentions. 

Vagaries of the Wind 
Tlio wind picked up one of the ca- 
noes — they had been .staked down as 
usual — blow It acrosi the: tent, which 
It tore down, and damaged both tent 
and boat beyond repair. Macoun re- 
turned to l''orl .Severn with Instruc- 
tions In procure a boat of some sort — 
lionesll.v if be could, but to proeiiri' a 
boat. Hero again good luck lnler\-eiied. 
for, after some days. .Miuoun was 
sighted with four Indians in a flat- 



bottomed boat lent by the II. B. C. The 
boat had lieen made at l'"ort Churchill, 
had drifted away and iiad turned up 
at Severn post just in time to loan to 
Macoun. 

Tliougli the boat made good way 
before a fair v.-iiul. tacking with lior 
was a tedious busines.s, so much so in- 
deed tiiat wiieii i\lr. Low shot a polar 
hear he was unable to caplur| the 
prize owing to the difficulty of boat- 
ing against the wind, (lame, however, 
was plentiful. Ducks, geese and cari- 
bou wore easily obtained, so that the 
loss of tho bear was not a serious mat- 
ter. 

York I'actory wa.s safely reached, 
and a river boat was obtained. Mr. 
Low reached Norway House just a.s 
U'. 11. Gilder and his party were set- 
ting out on their search for the North 
i'ole. 

From I.SS7 to 1S91 Jlr. Low cmitlnu- 
od lo add to our Icnowledge «( Caiia- 
diau geology. At first in .lamos Bay 
and afterwards In tlie i-->uiilr,\- north 
of Ihe SI. i,awrence Ui- maih- extenshe 
surveys, tin,- results of wliicli, are they 
not written in the chronicles of tlie 
Geological .iurvey '.' 

Quebec Northern Boundary 

In is;):; it was ileteriiiincd lo map 
llie new norlher:; boundary of lli>; 
I'l-ovilice of Qiiebei-. it seenii'd take-ii 
as granted that tin' olTicer In eliarge 
would be .Mr. Low. anil .Mr. Low was 
duly aif^ioinled. He tra\-elled north 
from Laki" St. .loliii to .Mista.sslnl, 
crossed from llie Rupert river to (he 
l-jastiiiain river, ami made tlie first 
instrumental siirve.v on record of the 
western portion of tiial large stream, 
in tlic foliowin.g year he tra\-eleil by 
tin; same route to the i:astuKiin rh'cr, 
which ho surveyed lo its liead. .\fter- 
wards ho bcp.an a series of giMilogical 
explorations in Ungava, the results of 
uhieh are embodied In a report offl- 
ciallv known as Part L. volume VIII. 
This, publlcatlori. has remained ever 
since; and-'seoms likely to remain for 
some time, the stanilard geological 
work on the Lalirador Deninsiila. 

rue party portaged to the head wat- 
ers of Big lllver, and down It to Lake 
Nlchlkun. Tlience a traverse was 
made to KanlapUkau lake; 'the Kanla- 
piskaii river was followed, and sub- 
seiiiienlly the Larch and Koksoak riv- 
ers, to Chlmo on the coast. 

Xo fuss was made about this jour- 
noj-, no l)ombast displayed, no inaga- 
•/.inos published illusti'ated articles with 
lurid head lines. Had .Mr. Low or his 
assistant (Captain — now Major — Ea- 
ton) died from privation, the newspap- 
er reporters would liaye craved for 
copy and fought for: photos, but as the 
exploring party.- happened to, be In 
charge of an officer who understood 
the conditions, realized tho difficulties, 
who went prepared for emergency and 
was fortified with experience, no lives 
were lost, no pathetic ^diaries were 
written, and the newspapers wore too 
wise to fill their columns with dry geo- 
logical details. 

Natives Die of Hunger 

:\Ir. I>ow had intended wintering at 
Cliimo, but a severe famine — to wliicli 
nearly one hundred natives succumbed 
— induced him to alter his plans, and 
the party were conveyed by the H. B. 
Co.'s steamer to RIgolet. In the fol- 
lowing March the survey of the Ham- 
ilton river was commenced. Twelve 
extra natives had been engaged, and 
each man- — wliite and native— drew 200 
pounds on a sled. Progress was neces- 
sarily slow, but after ' some days the 
spot to which canoes had been sent 
was reached,' and the extr.-i men were 
sent home. Though the Grand Fails 
are not the largest or the most power- 
ful in the world. (he\- run the Victoria 
Nyanza a close second, aiul. compared 
to them. Niagara is but a baby water- 
fall. Mr. Low first saw tills maguili- 
eenl accident of nature from a cliff 
nearly .'iOO feet high. Mo had been 
warned of tho Irreiilstible desire tiie 



spectator feel.s to throw himself Into 
the gorge, and had laughed, ilc de- 
scribes ills feeling, however, not as If 
he had any desire to tlirow hiniKelf 
over the cliff, but as If someone be- 
hind wa.s puiiliing him, and, a.s happens 
to all who -C-lew this extraordinary 
sight, it was with difficulty he was 
prevented from' preclpatlng himself In- 
to the gorge, under the belief that 'ho 
was being violently shoved. The water 
has a sheer drop of 312 feet, but the 
total fall of tho river here is over 700 
feet, and it Is estimated to give nine 
million horsepower. Mr. Low has 
pointed out tho vast possibilities of 
this neglected power, which, there is 
little doubt, will some day supply tho 
greater part of the province of Que- 
bec- ^ , - ; . 

i'' '^Exoellent Iron Ore 

It^was after having mapped the head 
waters of Hamilton river that Mr. 
Low reported large quantities of ex- 
cellent Iron ore along the valley of the 
Asluianipi river and deposits of la- 
brad.iriti- in Lake Nichikum. Labra- 
dorile is probably tho most perfect 
and i (U-taiiily the most beautiful build- 
ing stoni; of which we liave any know- 
ledge, and in the da.\s to come, when 
tile valle.\- of the Hamilton river Is 
being worked for irmi, this wonderfully 
streal.;i'd feldspar will be quarried in 
ciiorinou;; quantities. 

'i'lie e,\pe(lition returned by way of 
the Romaine and St. .lolin rivers, iiav- 
ing accoiiipiislied what was probably 
the most interesting survey ever made 
by the Canadian or any other govern- 
ment. 

By this time Mr. Low had come lo 
be recognized as the riglil man in tiie 
rigln place— the right place being Lab- 
rador—ami lie spent most of the fol- 
lowing live years in mapping tho lea.st 
known p.irtions of Ungava. As a wel- 
come break in these desolate surveys 
ho wa.s sent In 1900 to the Paris exhi- 
bition lo superintend the Canadian 
mineral exhibit. 

'I'iie continual mention in the geo- 
logical survey reports of first-class 
magnetite and hematite In Labrador 
and on the Islands of Hudson Bay had 
atlraelod tho attention of American 
capitalists, and on Mr. Low's return 
from Paris lie was approached by a 
Philadelphian syndicate who endeavor- 
ed to r-rocuVe his services In prospect- 
ing the Nastapoka islands, Many years 
ago, that sage observer, Hudlbras, re- 
ferred to , . 
'• iS''''?'-*'the;evIls that do environ 
The man that meddles with cold iron." 
In this case the evIUs were complicated 
for difficult as It is to join the geologi- 
cal survey. It Is almost imijosslble 
once you play the prodigal, to be again 
embraced by those stony arms. 
I Expedition to Polar Regions 

Jlr. Low. h.iwever, took chances and 
made a detailed repor't on the iron do- 
: posits— he located S.OOO acres— of the 
'Nastapoka islands. His report has 
iie\-cr been made public, but it is un- 
derstood that though the ore was, both 
plentiful and of first class qiialify, he 
considered the economic conditions too 
iinravorable for profitable mining. No- 
thing,, perhaps, is more to Mr. Low's 
credit than -the fact that the geologi- 
cal survey jumped at his offer to re- 
join the service, and he was imme- 
diately marked as one of Hie few pos- 
sible candidates that could bo put in 
charge ot tho expedition the govern- 
ment intended to despatch to the polar 
regions. Eventually Mr. Low received 
his com mission as commander of tho 
Neptune, and Ills ro'iort of the -work 
performed by the expedition has be- 
come an Arctic clas.sic. 

It was in connect ion witii tliat re- 
port that the iircsent chronicler first 
met Jlr. Low, and lliercby hangs a tale 
so good that, though Rome fall, it must 
be told. 

Mr. Low had made certain state- 
ineuts whicii the writer in his capacity 
as editor— and after having consulted 
the Encyclopedia Britannlca— queried 



and altered. The Arctic explorer, ex- 
ceedingly, wrotii, interviewed tho edi- 
tor and told him that lie might alter 

the expresshm as much as ho d 

pleased, but he must not alter the 
facts, ".\nyway," said tho Irate geolo- 
gist, "where did you'got your informa- 
tion 7" The, .edltprK.;ineekly explained: 
•'Oli,vgreatcheayong);"^^ Low,, 
"why go'» to the "Encyclopedia, why not 
consult a specialist'/" The editor 
brooded over this melancholy Incident 
for some daj's and then wrote the edi- 
tor of the Times, asking why the in-' 
formation was not up-to-date. He re- 
ceived a letter to the effect that though 
tho Times was not responsible for ev- 
ery sciilcnco written, it endeavored to 
ensure accuracy by inducing special- 
ists lo write, and In this case the ar- 
ticle was supplied by the well-known 
Labrador explorer, Mr. A. P. Low. 

Voyage of the Neptune , 

The report of tlio voyage of tho Nep- 
tune, blue book though it was, differed 
so materially in style and niannor 
from most other blue books tlial the 
government decided to publisii it in an 
edition de luxe. Seven thou-sand copies 
were hssued. bul the demand was so 
great that before the wholesale book- 
sellers could bo supplied the entire 
edition had run out. 

Among tlio many conclusions arriv- 
ed at in tho "Voyage of the Neptune" 
the following are probably tho most 
important, and the reasons that led to 
their adoption arc very forcibly argued 
by Hie author: 

J. Tho discovery of the north pole, 
oxceiit as a matter of sentiment, is ab- 
•oolutciy useless. 

2. Willi plenty of good luck, the 
Northwest pas.sagc can be made, but 
will never be a commercUil route. 

;i. The Hudson bay route for wheat 
to I-Jurope Is not only practicable, but 
is bound to be' adopted 1" the near 
future. 

4. Unless the government take 
strong measures, the Eskimos ,,arej^;. a 
doomed race. ".s^vipS'SSii..- 

In 1905 the Quebec government re- 
quested the Dominion government to 
instruct the geological survey to make 
a report upon the mineral areas in, the. 
Lako Chibougamau district. Accom- 
paiiving the retiue.'it Was a rider to the 
effect that of all the field officers in 
the survey, Mr. Low .would, be; the most 
acceptable. Mr.^n!L6w;^;fi¥^ac<S<^ 
was sent. His report could scarcely be 
considered a very ; comforting 'docuriient 
for those deeply Interested in Cliiriau- 
gamau mining, but the author express- 
ed the opinion that further prospecting 
and cheaper transport may develop 
something really profitable In copper 
and asbestos. . ^ 

In April, 1906, Mr. Low was. appoint- 
ed director of the survey, and imme- 
diately started on a stretch of hard 
work that came near to being his un- 
doing, bolli physically and mentally. 
Late hours at the office and an aiiiicK 
of "grip" were the cause of the evil, 
and In January last Mr. Low was re- 
ported dving. But the constitution of 
a giant and tlic pluck that had pulled 
him through so many narrow escapes 
came to his rescue and after a months 
anxious wailing the survey heaved one- 
big sigh of relief when the daily DUi- 
Ictln read "out of dansfor."

But, fortunatel.v, this .is all. The 
clearness of thought is still there, the 
abilitv lo decide quickly what line to 
take "and the determination to take it 
and stick to it are still there; above all 
he still retains the. friendship and re- 
spect of the staff— who, as one of thern 
remarked the other day— would 'work 
tlieir fingers to the bone to do old Low 
a turn." 
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The centenary, which takes place 
during this- month, of ■ the introduction 
by Robert Fulton' of navigation by 
steam as a c6minerclal means ot 
transport in a form . that has ii roved 
])ormanent, deserves more than a pass- 
ing mention. Indeed, the fact that our 
'neighbors across the channel' are cele- 
brating the event — for the Maritime 
exhibition now being liclcl at Bord(:;iiix 
•is ostensibly with this aim — may lie 
our c.\cuse in this country, which con- 
itrlbutQd so- much 'to that consuinmat- 
tlon,, for giving a brief account of .the 
circumstances leading up to and con- 
nected wnli what ma.v well be called 
an epoch in material development. 

It will be impossible in tlie limits 
of tills sliort article to refer to all the 
pxpi.'rlments in navigation by steam 
that have taken place, but reference lo 
the claims of tv>-o inili\-lduals wliieli 
iiave been put forw.'ird very promin- 
entl.v may bo briefly niatle. Tlie.\- an' 
dc Gara.y and Papin. l!laseo de liara.v. 
a Spaiilsli slilp captain, is slated to 
have iisofi steam in 151;! in expert nicnt; 
on ships in the port of riareidoiia, but 
a scrutiny of tiie docinnenl .-, pre- 
served in the natimial archh'e.s of Si- 
niancas lias revealed Ihe fact ihali 
there is no mention therein of .-;'eaiii 
at iill, and thai actually tlie oxperi- 
ments wore witii paddle-wheels turned 
by men only. 

A stronger claim, and one that, cur- 
iously enough, if KUb.^tantintod, woulil 
antedate Fulton's success almost exact- 
ly 100 year.'s, nocessilat lug therefore 
that we should be celebrating Hie bi- 
centenary Insload of the eentenar.\-, is 
that atlrihuled to Denis Papin in 1707. 
After a very exhaustive examination 
of all the documents, Prof. K. Gerland, 
Ph. D., In a paper given liel'ore the 
International Congres.s of Naval .Ar- 
chitects, at Bordeaux this .Inly, con- 
clusively shows that Papin liad not 
got beyond the stage of p,i ddlo-wheols 
actuated by muscular power. It i.= 
true that he IntendOfl aiipl.s'lng steam 
power to his boat, and wa.s even sott- 
ing out for England, wliei-i> he iioperl to 
further liis ideas, when iiis liltle ei-afl 
w.-is brol<eii up as an infringement of 
their privileges by irate hoalnien on 
the Fulda at Hio end of Sepii>nil ler, 
1707. AVhon it is remembei-ed tbal| 
the only way known at Hie ilnie in 
wlilch steam could be utillzeil, wa,; lo 
raise w.aler b>- pressui-i> or siiellon up- 
on its sui-fae.^ In n elo.sed ves.uel, wo 
can sec Ih.at !l would have boon ne- 
cessary lo have used tlio water ho 
raised on a water-wheel in order to 



have, obtained rotative motion.- Papin 
was before his time: Indeed, every In- 
ventor Is more or loss, and 'while -It 
Is necessarv to iirogress that it should 
be .';o, every engineer knows, how cheap 
Ideas are, "but how difficult It Is to 
reduce them to practic;il form.

.loliu l-'itch, of Coniiectleul, com- 
menced liis exiieriments In 178.-), and. 
having obtained from Hie State of Now 
Jersey a privilege for II years "for 
making and using all kinds of steam- 
boats," induced several gentlemen to 
assist lilm financially and siiarc in his 
enterprise, in nsi) iic moved a skiff 
on the Deloware river by means of 
paddles on either side, tho idea ijeiiig 
obviou.sly borrowed from tho Indian 
and ills canoo. Tho oiiLiine ii,v eniploj - 
od seems to have been one resembling 
Watt's construction; tlio jiaddies tliat 
it put in motion were four sets acting 
alternately, three on either side. Cur- 
lotisls- enough, liad i-'iteli knowii lt, a 
period of 20 year.s almost to a day 
was lo elapse before permanent suc- 
cess was fliiall.v, achieved. 

.lames Rmnsey, who comnienced his 
experlineiils If anything earlier than 
I'itcli, ri'vived an old Idea — that of hy- 
draulic pri>puIsion — and was the first 
lo reduce It lo a, practical form. As 
this only needed a pump to dr.T.w water 
In at the bow and eject it at tho stern, 
the inechanlcal arrangements did not 
Involve anything novel. In 1787 and 
ag.iin In 1788 Runisey . succeeded in 
propelling .a vessel, on tho Potomac at 
the rate of .four .rtilles an hour. Ho 
proceeded to this country and, In 1788, 
obtained a patent over here. Having 
Interested an American gentleman 



financially in his undertaking, Ills sys- 
tem was tried on the Thames in 1793, 
but as ills death had- occurred , on the 
eve of success tlie matter was allow- 
ed- to. drop. The plan has since been 
exhaustively tried by tho Admiralty 
and others, but has not been found 
more economical than other .modes of 
proiiulsloii. It has, however, .rccou ed 
some little application in oircumstanees 
roqulrlng . .exceptional - arrangements — 
e.g.. in lifeboats. 

Almost too well known to need more 
man a passing meniioii are iiio ex- 
periments of tlie lidiiilmrgh banker 
Patriek .Miller. In 17SS, having been 
supplied !)>■ William Symliigloii wlHi 
an engine of the form that the laltei 
had patenli^d In tho jirecedirlg year 
.Miller iiail the satisfaction of atta Iniiip, 
a speeil of five miles [ii-r iiour with a 
small doiiljlc pleasure Lioat on Dals- 
wlnton T.,oidi, in ids estate in r.:)unifrle. 
shire. 'Pills maiiiinery has been jire- 
served and i,s now In tlie National 
Museum at South Kensington. A 
trial on a iarg(;r scale was decideil 
upon; one of .Miller's double boala was 
brought round from Lellb lo Griuige- 
mouHi and was sinipiiod with an on- 
giiio of similar design to the last. Iniilt 
at t'arron Iron. Works; the reHiill •<( 
tiie trials, which took place on tho 
Forth and Cylde Canal, was even more 
gratifying than before, for a .speed of 
seven miloH per hour was attained. 
Miller hardly seems to have realized 
tlio importance of his experiments; 
the feasibility of any other application 
than that to inland navigation does 
not seem to have occurred tb hltii. The 
engine was not at all suitable for 
everyday work even in smooth water, 
since It relied on ratchets for obtain- 
ing rotative motion, much In, the same 
way as had been proposed by Jona- 
than Hulls In 1736. Miller had met 
with but little encouragement from 
tho government of his day in his pub- 
lic-spirited efforts for the jmprove- 
monts of the arts. In which it is stat- 
ed that he had expended as much a.« 
£30,000, and perhaps It Is not sur- 
prising that ho prosecuted these ex- 
periments no further. ' . '■ 

.lohn Fitch, with the help of ' his 
friond.s, built a third boat with vviilch 
they realized In 1788 a speed of over 
six miles an hour; in this boat . tho 
paddles were all placed at the stern,' A 
fourth and slinllar boat gave an oven 
higher speed — I.e., -eight miles an hour, 
when tried at Philadelphia In 1700 be- 
fore members of tho Leghslature of 
Pennsylvania. The same summer tho 



boat was put upon the Delaware and 
ran a passenger and freight service 
between Philadelphia and Bordontown, 
but laiied to pay expenses. Possibly 
tile weight and size of the engine wa.-; 
out ol proportion to the power develop- 
ed, leaving little displacement for 
t reiglit-: and passi^ngers. Fitcii was 
si.'iit to Franco by his jartners In 17!tl 
lor tho purpo.se of introducing steam- 
li'iais there, but owing to tlie disor- 
ganized statu of tho country following 
upon the revolution^ he was unable to 
oldam workmen and- he;- returned to 
the states. In 1798 ho died in'povcrty 
and disappointment.' It Would, take up 
loo much tliric- more' thanito 'mention 
Hie names of Read, "Evans and Morey, 
none of whom, however, appear to have 
adxanced a solution ot ihc lU'obleni in 
any way. 

, ,\ most decisivi' sloii in advance was, 
iiowe\-er. t;iken in ISOl by William 
Symington. iiOr,i Diindas of Kerse, 
go\-eriior id' Hie l^'orlli and Clydn canal, 
conceiving thai the power of both 
liorsos and Hie wind euuld bp replaced 
on tiie canal, einidoyeil .S.vinlnsion to 
maiie an engine for a vessel specially 
buill for Hie purriose, and named the 
"Charlotte Diiiidas," after bis lord- 
sliip'.s daughter. .At a time when tho 
beam oiigino and other Indirect types 
Wi-re the (^slablislied prai-tlco, .Syiniiig- 
lon p'alented and designed a liorizoiital 
condensing engine direi-Hy actuating 
tiie paddle-wheel, which was idaced 
III a reees.s in the stern. This tug- 
boat was tried in lsn2 and was a 
complete success. Tlie canal proprie- 
tors were not, however, of the s;ime 
opinion as their clialrinan; on the con- 
trary they were convinced that damage 
would result to the banks of tiie canal 
from the wash of the paddles. As 
nothing could be done to remove their 
prejudices, the boat Was laid up nt the 
drawbridge nt Balnsford, near Carron 
Ironworks, where it gradually wont to 
decay. Lord Dun das, however, gave 
Symington an Introduction to the Duke 
of Brldgewater, who was with diffi- 
culty convinced, b.v the aid of a mo- 
del, of the utility of the invention, » but 
finally gave .Symlnglon an order for 
eight boats of similar construction to 
tho "Chnrlntto Dundas." The death of 
that nobleman, however, ncciirrod In 
1803, and the order was never executed. 

Returning across the Atiaiiiic, C^ol^ 
John .StovQiiH, of Hoboken, N.,1., In I.S04 
Blriick out In nulle an orlRliinl direc- 
tion and had constructed a boat pro- 
polled by submerged . 1 will screws. Tho 
machinery was remarkable, for besides 



a double-acting higli-pressure cylinder, 
driving the two sliafls gi ared togothcrji^. 
ho had also made a, fairly efficient 
water.-tube , boiler. ,To ■ speed attained 
wa:a, foufanlles an hbiir, and It appears 
to have been onls^ that ho was ahead 
of tho state of the 'mechanical arts o£ 
Ills day that prevented him -prosecut- 
ing his exporlmonts further in that 
direction.

Tho final phase In the evolution of 
tho steamboat, the centenary ot which 
Is now being celebrated, was tho iiii- 
medlalo origin irf the" fleets of palatial 
steamers that are such .striking obj>-cts 
lui Hie rhers of the North American 
I'oMliiient. Robert l'\ilton. of Penn- 
sylvania, liail had unusual opporluni- 
lies, by travel and by iiiterei'urse with 
disHiigiilshod men of seb-nee, for ac- 
riuiriiig inCiirmat ion. Having a na- 
tural bent towards mecliaiiics bo seems 
lo have turne-i Ills ;Htc>iitloii while in 
I'.arls ill ISO-J to nautical propulsion 
l)V nicciianical moanu- In LSn,') he met 
a.' kindred spirit in Chnnceilor Roliert 
R. Livingston, tlie 1^ S. represonlal ivo 
to the l'"rencli tjovoriimeiil. In 170.S. 
before this appoint meut, Livingston 
himself had been interested in steam- ^ 
boat nrojeets, and had obtained an ex- 
clusive privilege for navigating Hie 
waters of Ihe Stale of New York. With 
Livingston's fiiiaiici;il assl.st.'iiico, Ful- 
ton coiidiiete.l exnerinients on a largo 
.scale on Hie Seine, which so satisfied 
I-ivliigston I bat bo obtained a renewal 
of ills privilege. Fulton ordorod an en- 
gine from Boultoii, Watt and i:o., and 
made further experiments on tlio Seine 
ir isni. Later In that year ho visitoil 
tir- country, calling at Soho lo ex- 
plain Ills requirements in greatorl de- 
tail, and also visited Symington in 
ScoHaiul. when he had a trip on tlic 
"l.'harlidle Dniiiias," and was gener- 
ou.sly given complete information about 
her. l-'uiton returned to the Stales In 
Isni;, his engine having arrived before 
liini. He lost no lime in ordering a 
vessel In lie built, and In the spring 
of ISO" ciiarloH Brown launched for 
P'ullon from his yard on the East 
(Hudson) river tho "Clermont.'! named 
after tho country residence of his as- 
.^oclate, Chancellor Livingston, who had 
nlso recently returned home. Fulton 
planned and oxcciiled tho paddlo-wheel 
and the parts connecting It with the, 
nni-'lnr.. which was of the bell-erank' 
typn lately Introduced by Bonlton, 
Watt, and Co.; the holler was of tho 



ordinary land type, set in masonry. 
With , this' bote; only partially decked 
over and with" no guards to the paddle- 
wheels, tho "Clormimt" ran lier trial 
trip on Aiigiisi 17, .1SI)7, from -Now 
Yolk to (."leriiiont, proceeding Hioiico 
tlic next day to .Albany. The return 
voyage was coiiiineiiced the day fol- 
Inwiiig. tho round trip of about .100 
miles Iieiiig aec-mipllslied at the rate 
of iu'arl.\- five niiles per hour. During 
the winter of 1SII7-.S Hi<' l.'b-rinonl was 
lengtliciied and tlnr imddle- whcids were 
boxed in; sin; was f liisli-clecked from 
stem to stern and fitted with cabins 
and lierths. Before the I'lid of the .sea- 
son slie proved too small for the 
iiiimlier of people who Ibroiiged to take 
passage in lier. 'I'iie tide had turned, 
prejudice had been ovi-rcoiiie, and the 
new method of tra nsiiorta t ion liad 
come to sta.v. i-'nlton and Livingiaou 
lost no time in building idlier boal.s, 
each inie of greater dls|da,(.'enieiit and 
lietler found than the preceding. In 
spite of tlicir monoiioly on the Hudson 
which !iad boon extei/.ed to 20 years 
from 1S07, tliey did not derive much 
profit from their enterprise, for they 
were quickly assailed by iinscriipulous 
pon5ons both by running foul of their 
boats on the river and also in the Law 
Courts, where their opponents eventu- 
ally succeeded In annulling their exclu- 
si\-e privliogo. 

l';\-eii if l-"iilton liad iiol .succeeded the 
event would be celebraleil just the 
same, for .11)0,, indefiitigablc Colonel 
Stevens liadJtiirnedi.his attention from 
high-pressure .steam' and -.screws t.i 
low-pressure steam and paddle-wheels, 
and succeeded, only a few days after 
li'ulton. In achieving a similar re.-5Ult 
with a boat named tho "PhocnI,\." De- 
barred from the Hudson by the.latter's 
monopoly, Robert L. Stevens, tho son 
of C'blonel Stevens, in 1809 took tho 
boat from New 'York to Philadelphia, 
where she plied for inan.v year.s; he 
thus Jias the credit ot being liio first 
to ?;nfl.ylgatb the open sea by steam. 
AU' llils -happened several years bo- 
fore steam navigation was achieved In 
fOurope, fm- it was not llii 1S12 that 
Henry Bell coiiimoiiced running Hie 
"Comet" on the Clyde. ^, 

Fulton was busy with , the construc- 
tion of 'a coast defence battetw — the 
first wa'rship propelled by steam — at 
the time of his death, which took place 
In 181B nt the early, age of BO years. 
He had the satisfaction of having lived 
laisee steam navigation sueces.sfully 
'eslftbllshed In nearly every civilized 
part of the globe. 

It is not difficult at this distance of 



time witli the above facts lo come to 
the conclusion lliat Fulton wa:s not, as 
has been so often claimed, especially 
li.v his own countrymen, the inventor 
of the sleamiioat any more than was 
Ste])lioiison in tills country the inven- 
tor of Hie locomotive engine. Rather 
should they be regarded as master 
minds who focus the knowledge of 
their time and had an intuitive per- 
ception of what are Hie eleinonts no-- 
eessary for success. Tims one was 
successful in eslaiilisliing a now me- 
lliod of Ir.'insiiort by water and tlie 
other by land.

A Post-Graduate Courso 

Tho feature of tho .scliemo that Is 
best conceived to s.iU.sfy tlie peculiar 
conditions is its oxten.sion of special 
pri\-iieKCS to students wlio Inive ob- 
tained the (lipinnui of tlio Fai'ulty of 
j\ppllcil .Science and lilnglnenrinfj at 
the completion of their three year.s' 
course. They will li.ive an oiillon for 
their fourth (post-Kraduate) year to 
specialize in forestry. If they take 
that option they, .■will bo eligibly both 
for the' diploma.; of Forestry ahd'> the 
degree of. Bachelor of .Applied Science. 
This Is of very great Importance. If. 
in spite of enlightening knowledge and 
of negative experience, the masters of 
our timber wealth are slow to give 
employment to skilled foresters, the 
man who is a B'aohelor of Applied 
Science as well s\s a forester can turn 
to some other branch of practical 
science to earn his living. Ho Is not 
dependent oh his knowledge of fores- 
try as a majn would be who has gone 
tlirough the four ycai's' courso of the 
Forestry Faculty. An adaptation to 
tho .same end is that In behalf of can- 
didates, if not less than 21 years of 
and if men of some practical ox- 
ixn-ionop, may admitted without ox- 
am ination, a.s ".special students." Tills 
privilege will bo tho moans of broad- 
ening the usefulness of the faculty. 
, Field Work 

The first two years of the regular 
com'se leading to the degree of B. Sc. 
V. are to be mainly devoted to the 
study of fundamental subjects, Includ- 
ing mathematics, physics, chemistry, 
biology, German and French, and of 
courso, forestry,; with,, geology, survey- 
ing and map drawing:;' and forest geo- 
graphy, which' are. 'added in the sec- 
ond year. In the two' last years the 
course Is also quite broad, though the 
.ipplicatlon of each subject to fores- 
try Is more dlroot. Tho summer work 
of tho first year Is to be devoted to 



botany, and tliat of tho second to em- 
ployment on forest .survey and field 
zoology. Slinrt excur.sion.s for third 
and foui-tli y.yAr .siudciils ))c ar- 

ranged from time to liino, .Saturday 
being the day generally olio.scn. In 
these outings student.s ni\^. to Inspect 
woodland.s, logging' openilion.s, niill.s 
and wood workUig establislimonts. Kn • 
giigements v,-!!l b,-> made for tho .spend- 
ing of a week or ten days of the 
Christmas vacation of lliird and fourth 
year men in lumber camps. ]';ventu- 
nlly, it i.s hoped, the u.sc of a forest re- 
serve can bo oI)tain,!(l from the gov- 
ernment for ptirijoses of practice. If 
so, tliird and fourtli year students, 
along with tlieir instructor.s, will be 
rcnulred to spend sl.x w.^clcs upon the 
reser\'e after the close of the academic 
work. 

Opportunities for Work 

It Is pointed out that the s.M-vlce.s 
of educated foresters are hoglnnlng to 
be apiirociatod in this country. Until 
recentl.v the forester's only hope of 
finding employment lay In govern- 
ments. If the crown lands depart- 
ment In one oC tho provinces, or the 
interior department of tlie I')omlnion. 
happened to need n competent man 
to direct its forest economy, the for- 
ester out of worlv inl.tjlit: oldalii tli.> 
place. t.iunber companies and owner.-; 
of pnlpwood and hardwood .areas ;iro 
not yet invoking the .aid nf the fores- 
ter In an.v general way. hut here and 
there the presence of tlic forester Is 
Indicated by evidence of .-^l! va-culturo 
and by tho nioro tidy and lo.ss waste- 
ful lumbering niotliods iir.ictlced. 



Lord Kelyin Defines An Atom 

Lord Kelvin read a paper at tho 
British Association' on the motions of 
ether produced by collision of atoms 
or molecules, containing or not con- 
taining electrlons. 

By an atom he .said he meant an 
Indivisible element of ponderable mat- 
tor or of electricity; by molecule an 
assemblage of two or more ponderable 
atoms hold together by mutual attrac- 
tibns, balanced by mutual repulsions. 
In thO;.at6ihI6> theory of electricity 



olectrlon meant an atom of resinous 
electricity., commonly hitherto called 
negative electricity. It was at pres- 
ent commonly assumed that all elec- 
trlons were etiual and similaiv 

"An ancient hypothesis, which had 
had largo conalderation among phil- 
osophers In all times, as'sumcd that 
there was only one kind of atom, and 
tliat groups of equal and similar atotna 
constitute the chemical elements, with 
all their m:irvelous \ariety of qual- 
ity, liul thou!,'h no doubt some im- 
p</rtant and interesting dlfCeronccs oi 
qu,ality, sucli as the difference between 
ordinary and red pliospliorou.s, were 
due to differences of grouping in as- 
semblages of one kind of atQin, It 
seemed extremely Improbable that dif- 
ferences of grouping atoms, nil equal 
and similar, aufficcd to explain all the 
different cliemical and other propcr- 
tie.s of the great number of substancog 
now conimcmly called chemical ele- 
ments. It seemed, indeeri, almost ah- 
Holutely certain that there were many 
different kinds of atom, each eter- 
nally invariable In its own specific 
ciunlity, and that different suh- 
:-;tances, such as gold, silver, etc., con- 
.slste^d, each of Ihom, of atoms of one 
invariable quality, and that ovory one 
of thom was incapable of being trans- 
muted hilo any other,

The, assumption that the mu- 
tual forces between the two atoms 
depended merely on the distance 
between their centres Implied that 
each atom' was isotropic. — Public Opin- 
ion.

"The :iiost remarkable woman In^the 
world!" " 

Though people may differ as to- her 
teachings, character and Influence up- 
on tho wor'l:!, no one could be in doubt 
hut that this sentence could only re- 
fer to Mrs. Mary Baker C.-iflddy. 

A woman of 86, she has Just- passed 
through a most remarkable inquisi- 
tion and one that would seem to be 
almost Intolerable. To hava a law 
suit brought ostensibly for her benefit, 
hut In reality to destroy her life work, 
and, as an incident thereto, to bo 
subjected to constant visits, examina- 
tions and the like 'with the avowed 
purpose of determining her mental 
condition, presents a remarkable vl.s- 
lon of how legal process can be abused 
In the United States. 

Mr.s. I<;ddy passed through this or- 
deal ill a remarkable manner, and the 
fact has certainly been established to 
llio satLsfactlon of all mankind, tliat 
tlil.s remarkable woman still maintains 
her great intelle<a unimpalre.l. 

In the ond it may be to the .great 
advantage of Mrs. Eddy and her mem- 
ory hereafter and to tlio church which 
she has founded, that this searciiing 
and public inquisition was brought 
about and the trutli so .ascertained a.s 
to dhypel every .suggestion of doubt 
now or in the day.s to come. There 
had been rumors floating around, some 
of thom Inspired, to the effect that 
she was in iier dotage, that she was 
a prisoner In her own house, that .she 
was robbed of her means by people 
who were keening her in custody, that 
she was dead, and th.at some w'oman 
wa.s masquor.iding as Mrs. Eddy. 

This trial has had the good effect 
of clearing up all the ridiculous yarns 
about "the house of mystery" and has 
presented Mrs. Eddy to tho public as 
she really is- 

That her mental faeultics at this 
time are unimpaired is distinctly 
.shown by tho statement of Dr. Allan 
Maclean Hamilton, perhaps the most 
prominent alienist in the United 
States. ITo has appeared in all the 
Important cases in Ills own State of 
Now York, both civil and criminal, 
and was consulted by the government 
in determining the mental condition 
of Gulteau, wlio assassinated Presi- 
dent Garfield, and Czolgosz, wlio as- 
sa.sslnated the late Preslilent McKinley. 

Dr. Llamllton's formal report of his 
visit to Jlrs. Eddy will proyo of ex- 
ceptional interest. It is talien from 
his" formal report to the court. 

"My visit to her house was made 
on the .afternoon of Aug. 12. at 2 p.m. 
I found her to be an elderly woman, 
of delicate frame, and evidently some- 
what affected by tlic heat. There was, 
however, no visible indication nf .any 
motor symntom.s of Insanity or ner- 
vous di.sease. Her expression was In- 
telligent and In consonance witli what 
she said and did. She was dignified, 
though cordial, and possessed ;i, cer- 
tain sense of humor which led her to 
perpetrate a Joke about the so-called 
"next friends," whom she referred to 
as "ncxter.s." There was no tremor, 
no affectation of .cneech, and besides 
a certain amount of slight deafness, 
r found nothing tho matter with her. 
Sho fully understood the .n9.ture ..aod 
object of my visit and was wllllhg, 
as long as slie could, to answer my 
niiestioiis. Tn doing so sho did not 
m.Tnifest; an\- excess of feeling, but 
responded 'fuickly and intPlllgently 
when Bhc heard what was n.skcd her. 

"The Interview was opened by her 
disavowal of any prejudice against 
physicians. In fact, she .said that her 
cousin was a. regular doctor who had 
become a homeopath and that her 
father had believod ho was getting 
crazy because he adopted this method 
of practice; but that he. however, had 
taken rare of JIrs . Eddy, who had 
gotten bcttf^r. and then she herself had 
commenced a series of experiments, 
gradually giving more and more feeble 
medicines until sho gave tliose with no 
potency whatever, but her patients 
got v.'oll just the same .She then re- 
ferred to Iier exposures of spiritualism, 
which f.ir a. time siie Ijeciime interest- 
ed in. She said that she had after- 
wards investig.'itel various religions, 
at different times criticizing tho older 
ministers, and finally adopted tho idea 
that Infinite love and salvation were 
universal; in other words, that .she 
adopted her present faith and that It 
wn.s the evolution from her earlier ex- 
periences. 

"Sho referred to the fact that sho 
had done and wa.s performing an en- 
ormou.i amount of work, which I knew 
to be true. She said that she had no 
doubt she was going to win in this 
matter, and that her followers had 
done much to help her, and that .'die 
would like to have me on her side. 

"In answer to questions about ' her 
affairs, .she said that she had put her 
property into the hands of three trus- 
tees, Henry M. Paker. Archibald Mc- 
Lellan and Mr. Ecrnals of Concord; 
lliat It was chiefly in bonds, but tliat 
she had other properly, and that she 
did this because It was In conformity 
with her faith, and that no m.in could 
serve two masters, God and Mammon. 
Sho stated that sho had taken care 
of her son, built him a hquso and fur- 



nished it from top to bottom, and 
had done everything for him; that ih 
February last she had put money In 
trust for him, that he had not paid 
his insurance nor his poll tax nor his 
other taxes, and that sho felt he "was 
running in debt, anci that she had 
made a trust of one hundred.- and 
twenty-flvo thousand dollars, and - had ' 
put It Into the hands of that honest 
man (Mr. Streeter) and two others. 
She said 'that she would do this to 
see that her money would eventually 
go where she wanted It to go, that Is, 
to the church sho had ""established,' 
Sho referred to the fact that many, 
years before, when her husband died, 
she asked her son to come home, say- 
ing, "Tou aro all I havo; come home 
and stay with mother, and I will let 
you have all my property, all my 
real estate. Here Is a home up hero 
and mot^ior waiting for you. If you 
will come and live with me," but he 
refused. Sho referred to tho condition 
In her trust deed that George "SA'ash- 
ington Glover and Andrew Jackson 
were to liavo different forms of edu- 
cation. Sho declared that tho trus- 
tees of tho deed were Mr. Baker, Mr. 
McLelliin and l\Ir. Fornald, that she 
had chosen Mr. Baker becau.so ho was . 
a good and successful man to bo trust- 
ed, and that the others would dispose 
of her money conscientiously. 

"Tlion she said that her property 
was mostly in bond.s; that sho could 
not be tempted to invest In stocks, 
not even In preferred stocks, and that 
upon one occasion she had taken tho 
advice of one of her students, and 
■had lo.st ten thousand doUar.s, and that 
sho has never bought .stocks since. 
AVlien asked if .she had been inter- 
ested In mining stocks, she said, "No, 
I despise mining 'otocks." 'When ask- 
ed, 'Has anyone ever tried to make you 
buy mining stocks?' sho replied, 'Yes, 
indeed.' When asked who, slio replied, 
'My son.' Sho said that when sho 
bought bonds sho always picked out 
Just thoso she wanted, government or 
municipal bonds, and that when, sho 
selected any, she hnd a book which 
she consulted in regard to tho popu- 
lation of the chief cities, and that she 
wotild find out wdiat that population 
was before sho would take any in- 
terest in them, because It was safe 
to know If tho community was ros- 
Iionslble. When asked if it made any 
difference about the .size of the cities, 
she .said, 'Yes, she found It did, and 
that .she always formed an estimate of 
their wealth.' 

"Throughout tho entire conver.sa- 
tion she showed no evidence whatever 
of any mental disease. She did not 
manifest any delusions, which she 
Iirobably would have done had she 
hern a paranoiac, as It has been as- 
serted she v/as, nor did sho onco re- 
fer to malicious animal magnetism, . 
wlilcli I understand was alleged to bo 
an evidence of her .state of mind. In 
person sho was neat and clean, and 
I am informed Is most careful about 
tho condition of her house, quickly 
noting any changes that may bo made 
In tho arrangement of the furniture, 
books or decoration; that she glvo3 her 
own order."?, manages her own ser- 
vants,':' and. suggests the selection- of 
food. During my visit I heard tho 
sound of electric bells repeated two 
or three times, signals evidently be- 
ing made, and I was Informed that 
this w-a.s in accordance with a codo 
-sho had established for summoning 
to her tho different members of her 
household. She pays her own bills, 
.sometimes questions the use of pro- 
visions, comments upon tho change In 
menu, takes an intelligent interest In 
the affoirs of her native town nnrl 
the events of the day. 

"Pcforo leaving, .she sent for a cop.v 
of her book, 'Science and Health,' nnd 
in.scrlbed her autograph, apologizing 
for her nervousness in signing iter 
name. 

"The allegations- concerning Jlrs. 
Eddy's belief In 'malicious animal mag- 
netism' are ridiculous. f am Oin- 
\ lnccd' tliat the wor is are only rmcd 
synonymously with 'malign Influence.' 
'Malignant' or 'mendacious anirhaT 
niasn.Jtlsm' is, therefore, a faeon par- 
lor, as/tho I''rGnch say. She certainly 
lias been subject to sufficient anoy- 
ance to entertain the fear that she Is 
to bo sul.ijected to furtlier disturbiince. 
False reports that she was dead aro 
among these, and her home has been 
broken Jnto and valuable documents 
disappeared. Tliat she has delusions 
regarding her son is an absurdity, for, 
only n, few days before ho brought the 
.suit to h.avo her declared incompetent • 
she liad, without suggestion, made tho 
trust deed to havo him and his family, 
prcn'ided for. :\Ii-s.

After tHe' car haS beeh'run,' It Is not 
unusual for the owner, to notice a 
slight falling off In power.

Is scarcely no- 
ticeable; but in time the owner awakes 
to the fact that the, car does 'not pos- 
sess anywhere near ' .the amount 'of 
power It had when now. This should 
not be blamed to the machlne7 but 
rather to the owner himself In not 
looking after details, 

(Tenertilly .speaking, there are three 
great causes of loss id' iiower In a gas- 
oline niolor: namely, poor compres- 
sion, inuierfoct carburetion, and de- 
fective ignition. 

Poor Ignition and tho Remedy 
In a gasoline motor, the charge of; 
gas is drawn 'Into the eyllndi r ami' 
compressed approximately to sixty j 
pounds per square inch. If there is ' 
any leakage, such as by the piston ' 
rings, around the spark plugs, and i 
past the valves, a certain amount of 
tills -charge will be forced ,out .and 
lost, v.Ith the result that the power 
will be dlminislied. 

In a well-made motor, ilio pismn 
rin.gs slionld ri'iiitiin lieht I'or several I 
seasons. Theref^o'e, the ownr-i' slioulili 
look to the valves .iini make sure tli.'it' 
they are properl.\' .-o-ah-il. ■ 
After the x'alvcs liave been seate.l, if; 
this does not remedy Hie trouble, the! 
electrical system should be gone oxer' 
thoroughly. TlilV; following conditions | 
will affect the proiier working of Hie 
eleclrlciil system; weak' batteries or 
acciimul.'ilors; loose coniu'cHons in 
an.\' of the low-lension circuits; cor- 
roded or rusted tenninal.:; insufficient 
contact at commutator;, grouriding In 
(- tlie sol teiieii I one or both circuits; improper adjust- 
id:iying in the rneiit of vibration; sooted or dirty 
was ail unheard ed' ppip.^. 

! Weak Batteries 

f the lir,i';',^on :'nother 
bol)l)iiig momentarily 



Kver.v motorist iiKin,g dry cells, or 
aecumulators, should nrnvldo himself 
v.'llh an ammeter, or ammeter and 
volt-meter combined. 'I'lie ilr.v cells 
should he Icstod with llie ammeter, 
and any eell falling under seven am- 
peres should bo rejected. The accu- 
miil.'iloi', or storage liatter.v, should bo 
lesie,! with the '.'oltmetcr. A fully 



charged accumulator rated at six volts 
will show over six when charged. 
When the voltage falls to fivo and 
seven-eighths, it shoiild bo removed 
and 're-charged, the usual cost being 
fifty cents. 

A good accumulator, such as tho 
AVIthcrbee, No. 66, will run a two-cyl- 
inder car appro>£imatcly oho hundred 
miles. ' 

' .' Loose .Connections 
■ Allf.connedtlons In the primary cir- 
cuit -should .be I'.'ii'efully g-one over ;ind 
screwed':": down tight u itb jdh. rs. 
Corroded Tcrn-iinals 

A rusted or corrode, I terniiinil will 
not give or-rfecl contact. .Ml connoe- 
tlons should Ijc I'lean, as rust, ilirt, 
etc., increasi,' tlie resistance In-the cir* 
cult. - 

Grounding 

A slKU't circuit is sonietimo:) diffi- 
cult to locate. If it occurs In the pri- 
mary wiring, the batteries' will bo rap- 
idly depleted. If the short circuit oc- 
curs on the high-tension system, no 
.siiark will jump !il the plug. Tli(> com- 
mon cause of short circuit is ilue to 
drivers cirelcssly leaving loids, .s.ucli 
as wreiK'lies, el,-., on t.o) <jf the bat- 
teries, or due t,, 111,, breaking of tho 
Insulation in some wire. 

Vibrator Adjustment- 

ThefPrpjjdr. acijiistiheiait; of the vlbra- 
t -r is of Vital Importance in the run- 
ning of the engine. If the plathuim 
points on either vibrator or adjusting 
si'i'i!w become .so pitted as to stick, no 
spark will jump at tho plug. _ The, vl- 
lir.'itors shoiild be frequently 'exaixi in - 
ed, and if tho platinum points are. not 
smooth or true, thoy should be dressed 
dov.'ii with a doad-scnooth file. 

'I'here are two .method.s of adjusting 
a vlbrator,,,one by car, and; the. .other 
by trial. ' I' WOion the car ls -heVv\the 
vibrator'- is ' properly set, aridi'gl>re^ a 
clear, distinct, steady,- huzz; hencevit 
is an excellent plan to.rfamlllarlzei: one- 
self with this sound, as future adjust- 
ments can bo made wMh this In mind. 

The majority of vlbratbrs permit of 
two adjustments, tho one a regulating 
of tho distance between the platinum 
points, and the other the tension on 
the vibrator spring.

A common cause of noor ignition Is 
foulim^ of spark iiliigs ilue to carbon- 
izing of oil in the (-ylinders. If both 
vilu'.'ilors are working properly, and 
still there occnr.-i no spark, the. plug's 
should be removed and examined. Plugs 
can be cleaned by s'j.ikln.g in kerosen,- 
anrl giving ;l scraping with ti stiff 
liriish. l-;xlra plugs sliould always lie 
c'lirieil, ;ind when trouble of this kind 
occurs on the road, a new plug should 
bo Insortod. 

Improper Carburetion 

The last general eause fnr-sloss of 
power is improper ciriniretion. The 
fuiicH.ji! of till' c,irliui','ter is to fix in 
mixed and unvar.\'ing pri)|)orlion,s such 
ou.iiitities of gasoline and air that the 
iiiixiiii'e stiall be highly explosive. If 
111,' r.itio lictween the air and' the gaso- 
line varies iJOtween too great extremes, 
or, in other v.'ords, if the mixlure lie- 
eoiiK-s too weak or too ricli, the motor 
will e-ither stop entirely or will fall 
oft In T)owcr. 

- There are too .many .t.vpoa of carbur- 
eters on the- markefc.to .srlve , explicit 
instructlonsiiih; ■rcgardf: to "'. adjustment. 
,Tho followin'g/.apply'ln'' general", tg all 
carbureters, 5 and tJie following dlffl- 
cuitlbst-'.'wlllf^affect their proper opera- 
tion. ' ■ ■■ ■V 

EIrst: Sticking of - Float.— Tho J'loat 
oeeaslonally sticks/ thereby allowing 
too much gasoline to enter, with the 
result .tiiat the mixture la too rich. 
A slight jar on tho ' carbureter or 
tickling it In tho ;usiial manner will 
free the float. 

Second: the floats, particularly of 
cork, sometimes .absorb a. certain 
amount of gasoUn^ . and « become .; too. 
K^avy, and It mad^'ipf; metar;'an?;o'cca-; 



.slohal pin-hole will manifest itself and 
the float will fill with gasoline. Both 
Of these have the effect , of increasing 
its weight, causing the gasoline tor rise 
too high and overflow the yapprlzlng 
nozzle. ,Ther remedy ' In this' case Is to 
lighten.the;;flpat, if made of cork, and 
to solder-r^tliei'.hoies. If made of metal. 
Carbureter SCIqats are usuaily set so 
that the - gasifciU.ne, ^,i,in;^;th vaporizing 
nozzle is fj-biif.(o']fe-8ixty-fo,urth to on, - 
sixteenth of 'ari":Jnch- belo<v the loji of 
the nozzle. ,'' ;!' '• . '; ' -,; ' ''" 

Third: water, in the gasoiim- is a 
common cause; of trpublei, and yet every 
motorist,', can ; protect: himself against 
this :"trpul>le' ''by se'elhgj;tha:tt all " his 
'gasolllie is filtered through a chaniols- 
skln.' He should provide himself with 
a, large 'funnel, in which is perman- 
ently fixed "a good, close, fine-graltied 
skin. 'While gasoline will filter through 
this rapidry, water will be entirely ex- 
cluded. 

I'^onrlli: another eommon trouble in 
carbureters i.-^ with the eonnectiims 
betweim tb.n cirlinr.der itself and the 
cylinder becoming l,iose. Any ailili- 
tlonal air eiiti'rln.g will iniset entirely 
Hie uniformity of the niixliire. Kvii a 
small pinliolo will cause surprising ir- 
regularities. 'I'hese connecHons sliould, 
Hierefnre, be pcu'iod ie.'il l.\' gone over (o 
be sure that they are entirely tight. 
Practical Suggestions 

Till' '.'alUi.^ of korosone in tin- motor. 
— h'ew motorists appreci.'ili- ho'.e im- 
pnrt.'int i'. is to flush out freipienH.v 
Hi.-' iiisides of their c.\|ip.ders witii 
kerosene. There is perli.'in.; no one 
tiling that Is so easy to ilo, ,'ind thai 
will produce such good resulls. 

It Is not too much to . say that the 
cylinders should be flushed out from 
once to twice a week. It is an ex- 
cellent plan; when tho motor comes in 
at night still, hot,: to. fill the. cylinders 
with kerosene and allow it to remain 
In overnight. 

It the motor has .not boon fltisbod 
out for .some time, It Will be found 
tiiut a 'auantlty of carbon, due to. burn- 
ing oil,, etc., has collected Inside Hie 
cylinder, and this should be removed. 

It the engine Is of the horizontal 
type, a small scraper could be made of 
one-fourth steel stock slightly bent 
over and flattened at one end, about 
ono-fourtli Inch long and about. thrco- 
elghths-^li^ch wide.. , .Thls._.scraper will 
ioblt.^s'ptowhdf^ilko^i^^'a^^^^^^ tho 



total length should be about fourteen 
Inches. 

The inside of the piston and the 
walls of the exphislon chamTier are 
accessible through the .spark-plug hole.

Carbon In the cylinders Is Injurious, 
first, becau:io It becomes incandescent 
and pre-lgnltes the charge. Second, 
It is one of .^the most, common causes 
o["-ongine';k'nocks.'-:"n Third, by. coating 
the combustloftv cHarhber it ■ decreases 
the efflclency:"oC;^thb .cooling system. 

If every niotorlst^^: would :talte - the 
pains to flush out his ' cylinders once 
a, week-, be would be well repaid by 
having a ipiiel, smooth-running motor. 
The Value of Lubrication 

.'\ word about lubrlcition is not out 
of place here, for if every motorist 
understood jnsl how vitally lm])orl.'Uit 
it was to the life of his car, H, would 
not be so generall.\' neglected tis it Is 
liy I'.iany tintoniobilists. P.rlefly, ihi? 
oh.jeet of liil.ii'ieatioii is to pi'cveni fric- 
tion and wear by interposing ;i film of 
oil heiweeii the bearing surfaces. This 
oil fihiuH-nt ;ir,'vents the metal sur- 
faces from ciiming into actual metal- 
to-nielal contact. 

If you will look nt nil llirougli a very 
powerful microscoiie, you wIM see that 
it Is composed of tlionsands of small 
g|,)liiiles. each one shaniKl like a steel 
ball. A. properly lubricated bearing 
lias distribnted o\'er its rulibing sur- 
faces these small i;loiiules, which act 
\'ery much as If I hey were steel balls. 
Tli(> moment there is no oil and the 
two surfaces -come in contact, they 
start to cut, and It takes an incredibly 
short time for an expensive bearing 
to be iruined. 

As oiling Is such a tremendous' fac- 
tor In the successful performance of a 
car,, the oiling system should be fre- 
quently examined, the motorist being 
well repaid by saving himself expensive 
repair: bills,r-'?;!r"-fi.'-'?;','J'-:'i5 ' ,

•It to say that the majority of plate? 
'are so little .sensitive to red rays of 
light that we are enabled to use them 
provided wo act with a reasonable 
«mount oC dLscrotion, When we speak 
of a dark room it, mu9t not bo sup- 
posed that ono that Is only heavily 
'e'erconod is meant, oil, dear, no, a pho- 
tographic darkri'oorf. iU 6'no'lfrom which 
A-ory vestige of light is excluded and 
tJie only rays that arc poTmltted to 
ponetrato therein aro Ihoso that are 
'filtered through somo selected medium, 
i^s we .shall liavo to spend quite ". lot 
Of our time tlicrein tho first thing that 
%■ always adviso amateurs to do is to 
spo that there is a really good source 
of ventilation', as Otherwise wo shall 
vbo worldnj.; under -aucH Insanitary and 
riuipleaaant condltjons that we shall 
fspccdily find that "we i!annot make tho 
fiicst of our opportunities. It really 
fjnattci.-s very little v^hat sort-' of a 
rchambor 'wo employ provided wo can 
wpovo about with a rea.sonable amount 
•of comfort in it, and also that a cur- 
^J-ijnt of air can be^ admitted to it. Apart 
Kfrom these • considerations tho only 
'Natlier matter Of. ''vltitit Importance i.'i 
■'that of water, and I strongly advise 
'tho tyro to do all in liLs power to so- 
fcuro this most useful adjunct right in 
"Kho dark-ropin it.'seir. . I have for years 
'worked in one where this convenience 
v^^as not fitted, and could not be sup- 
.pliod without . altogether creating a 
■most iinplo'a.sant dtstn'rbanco in tho 
hou.'ie, and I got over .tho dlftictilty tay 
•emploj-ln.g three largo ordinary housc- 
Jiold paU.s, two of which, formed, my 
cisterns and tho other Was^fdr 'collect- 
ing the used water. Tho'~"tWo supply 
palls wore connected by moans, of a 
piece of lead tubing and therefore 
formed ono largo supply tank, and I 
drew off the water li.v jneaiis of nn- 
othcr pipe, adapted on tho s.vphon .sy.s- 
tem, w'Jiicii had a.tai) soldered into the 



dxtremltyi thereof. This' (lb a very 
!i)mpla contrivance, and one that I 
found fulfilled every requirement of 
mine,' as by taking a little care not to 
waste tlio water. I always had enough 
for flushing purposes, and tho final 
washing, operations were conducted In 
another .room, =J:^at . was fitted up with 
a proper lead sink. 

If, you have ..a spare collar in your 
houso seize on to it at once, as they 
make excellent dark-rooms, and are 
generally situated away from 'tlio 
other portions of the house," ■ which Is 
a consideration not to bo despised, es- 
pecially where thero are children 
around. I will supp6so that you havQ 
selected a suitable chamber and will 
now pass on tp tho equipmont .of the' 
same. .. . , './•i"'.-. 

Tho first thlngl that wo have to con- 
sider Is tho question of what .sourco 
of illumination ; wo are going tn (>ni- 
ploy. Naturally If wo aro able to u.se 
daylight it is advLsablc to mako somo 
sort of iirovLslon for it, and thhs I.s 
not a difficult matter. Wo have only 
to go to, tho , dealer and buy ...some, red 



pose, and many of them are very In- 
expensive. Do not, however, make the 
mistake that some amateurs do, and 
buy ffne that Is shoddy; rely more or 
loss on tho advice of the dealer to 
whom ' you are accustomed to go, us 
tho chaiieos aro that ho will know 
what your requirements are oven bet- 
tor than you yourself; and It Is to hi.s 
Interest to see that you aro satisfied 
with w'hat ho supplies you with. A 
good lamp is a source of great com- 
fort to tho worker and will moi-o than 
repay Us cost in a very short time, 
and I advise you to purcliaso ono tliat 
is capable of a fair tiniount of tuljust- 
nient, Tiy which 'I mean ono in which 
you are enabled to removo the eolored 
glas.s or I'abrio readily .should you do- 
.sirc; b! '.In so, .Sueh a lamp will bo 
foinul nni.st useful for other operations 
iliau dc\-el(ipinent, as l.)y Us aid we can 
niako our bromidu i)rlnls or our lan- 
tc rii slides. The cheap lamp is to he 
severely condemned, as It is rp;;pon- 
tiiblo for more trouble and ill temper 
than many peuj)le thiiik. 
If you cannot get gas or electric 




fabric, of which there are several var- 
ieties- iri-'tho markot' whlcli.'iJwlll admir- 
ably answer our purpose. If the win- 
dow is-^ large one the beflt thlnB'-:to do, 
is to' block It.rup altogether except for' 
a sniall spac«J-about the.sl7.e of a 13 
X 10' plate, as'^hls will be found anii)ly 
sufficient for our purposes, and indeed 
too large an amount oC light is to bo 
deprecated, as it will only tend to tho 
chances of fogging our plates, and will 
tend to confuse us. when wo como to 
tost tho density of our negatives before 
a smaller so-v.-rce of llglit. Arrange 
matters :;o that this space is right over 
the placcwhorc tho developing ojiora- 
tlona ;iro to bo carried on, and so that 
you aro cnaljled lo'huld tiie plate com- 
fortably ijp .to, tlio window to judge the 
process of dovelopinent. If tliere la 
no window in; the chamber, recourse 
must b^' had" to ono of the various 
means of artfflclal light. Personally 
my preference is for electric illumina- 
tion, and there arc several forms of 
lamps to be obtained from dealer.? 
which aro adapted for this .special pur- 



llfflit, tfeeii. 'jfoii; will.' have to fdil back 
on ' either oil or candlo.H. If the 'former 
is used see that tlio rceept;iclc for the 
'oil is a big one, a.s nothing can be 
more vexatious than to flml the lamp 
going out in the,, middle of develop- 
ment, and this iltyarlably dccurs when 
we are engaged *Wlth''' some eMtra ini- 
port.ant picture; as regtu-ds candlo 
lanip.s I have a decided preference,- for 
that known as the liuck-bottle pattern, 
as it admits of a large amount of 
candle being employed and does not 
occupy a l.argn amount of room. For 
a ma.\imnm of ligiit coupled with ab- 
solute safety from fogging I suppose 
there I.s nothing to beat the Blclirom- 
ato liimp, wlueli wa.s liilrodiiccrt by 
Mr. Howard l'"armer; this consi.sts of 
two conec'iitrie glass oyliiidor.s placed 
one inside the other, and mounted on 
a suitable base ami furnished with a 
perforated can. A solution of bi- 
chromate of pottassium (G per cent) 
is employed, and. a.ccordlnB to Mr. 
Farmer, this gives tho same degree of 
safety as an ordinary, piece of orange 



glas!3, but has the advantage of pro- 
viding us with 254 times the amount 
of illumination. So far this lamp has 
only been devised for- use with an in- 
candescent electric l^inp, but I soo no 
reason why the samci': prlticlples should 
not be adapted to . either gas or oil. 
Whichever, source ' of • Illumination wo 
employ it Is certainly well for us to 
test it to soo that it is really safe; tlie 
best and simplest way to do this Is to 
take a plate of the most sensllivo 
emulsion we iiSg and jilaco it in a 
printing frame in tho darlc-roOm and 
across the surface of It stretch a small 
rAY\\) of black i)apt>r. Now oxiiose the 
Cranio to the Hijht, to be tested for ten 
minutes, placing it at the same dis- 
tance that tho dlsli WQUld be if we 
were developing a '|>lat.e;. If after de- 
velopment there is'rtb ttaco'of the strip 
of paper visible we may consider tho 
llglit is !i safe one, but If the strip 
can bo made out, then tlio light can- 
not bo considered safe to woric witii. 
Orthoehromatlc plates are more son- 
sitivc to red and orange rays of light 
than the ordinary plati\s, therefore spe- 
cial care must be exercised in Llie se- 
lection of a .s;ifo light for tlie dark- 
room when they are to be developed. 

Having tluis dealt so fully with Iho 
,sr)iiri-e of ilhimiiiali{m. I think 1 may 
liass on to the (luesllnn of Iho water. 
I lia\-o already iiuiuted out the Kv<:\i 
com-enieiice that a supply of water In 
the dark-rnoni is, and if it is at all 
po.ssll.de to have this installed l)y all 
me;ins do so, as then (■\-erytlilng can 
be ilone in the one cb.^unljer in.stead of 
liavin.-r to be coniitantly soing froin 
one room to the otln.'r. INlost of tho 
pliolographlo stores supid.v .special de- 
veloping tanks, and these are very 
u.seful, thn only olijection I have to 
them being that as a rule they aro not 
large enough. 1 must confess I like 
to '.vork- in a large slnlc, where thei-i- 
I.s nlculy of room for using ;i lar.'io 
disli, a.i it is my custom to develop 
several plates at the one time. I do 
not think tile ordinary lead sink, such, 
as one finds fitted in most Jiantries, 
can be much improved on, but .Tot 
one that is fairly deep, so as lo avoid 
the evils of splaslilng. I-ead is better 
than porcel.'iln, a.s should a negative 
accidentally dron from llie liand there 
Ls not so much risk of it bein.g broken, 
tlie helt'lit of the sink sliould be about 
the same a.s the waist, and I suppose 
it is hardly neces.sary lo say tluu tho 
water tap should be ])laced over the 
sink; for "prefereiK-(.' place it at the 
end thereof rather tli.'ui in the middle, 
as this permllH of the easy washing of 
large plates or enlargenionts. A siill- 
abU: inclined plank should lead on to 
the sink so as to iiermlt the dishes, 
etc., to be drained, and !•- will also Ik! 
found to bo a convonienci.' If rm^lcs aie 
fixed up aloiigsido the .:ink to hi-)ld 
till' dishes and nroN-ide easy means of 
acces.s at any tinio they ni.'iy Ijo re- 
quired. With reyard to the other de- 
tails of furnlHhlng. there is little more 
rofiuired except some nice shelves, and 
these should bo arcinged to suit llie 
convenience, of the, qper.-itor, li.avlii.g 
regard to the shaiii:^, ami size of tlio 
room., 

Chemicals and Stock Solutions 

To start with, do not go and wastc- 
.a lot of money on pin-cli:\sing a large j 
.supply of eheniieals. R.-ilher be con- 
tent to get only ihosc that are ri;illy 
iiocessary and «dd to ihem as tir.io 
anil occasion may deni;ind. All tliat 
the ordinary amateur reiniin^s is to 
have a suUable amount of ilevelojier 
mado up, and to have ,a largo be.ikor 
of hypo always ready for use. i-'rom 
my own oxporiene-o I can safely say 
tliiit tho easiest .and most convenient 
way , to keep tliis is to malce up a 
largo quantity in as hlg a jar as you 
can get hold of; procure a pliM-e of 
glass tubing, and bead !t so that it 
forms a syphon, and attach a piece of 
rubber tubing about t\vo inches long 
to the outside extremity lliereof and 
place tin ordinary clip around it. A\'h(!n 
you require to draw i>ff the li.\'po so- 
lution, all you hav... io do i.s to piri'-h 
tho clip, when the fluid will start flow- 
ing into the dish provided for its re- 



ception. It is also advisable to keep 
a stock solution of alum made up and 
also a sniall amount of .a ten per cent 
solution of Bromide of Potassium. 
This latter is best kept in a special 
droppin.g bottle, as by means thereof 
tho requisite amount can easily bo 
measured out. Beyond these chemi- 
cals I do not gee what the ordinary 
amateur will want to start with, iii- 
though perhaps lie might itceo a small 
amount of, a saturated solution of 
ferrlcyanido of potassium handy, as 
this often comes in very usef-jl for 
locally reducing the density of nega- 
tives; care ."jhould, however, be taken 
with II, as it is a strong poison, and If 
it gets into cut or a scratch it will 
produce intense irritation and may 
oven cause more serious trouble. There 
is just one thing more tliat I would 
nice to sec in every dark room, and It 
is a thing tliat I have rarely met with, 
although its use is oftentimes of tho 
greatest advaiita.go to all of us. 

I refer to peruianganato of potas- 
sium; all you want to do U to go ti) 
your drug store and purchase ten cents 
worth of this chemical, and dls.solvo It 
in a wide-month half-pint bottle, such 
as an empty jiyro one. As an eliniin- 
ator of liyiMi nothing can cxcoll Jier- 
iiiaiiKanate' of potassium, and should 
von at anv tjine want to \v;isli a ne'g;i 
ii\^e quii^kU- all you have to do Is pour 
a fe'.v di-iios of permanganate Into thC' 
washing water. At first discoloration 
will take plai-e, but, as soon .-is tlie 
jiermanganate lias oxidi;;ed any residue 
tlic^re 
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bi.' left, it will return to its 
lor and ymi ;ire then safe to 
iil:i!c out .'ind dry It Aaotlier 
Of permanganate is that it 
•,Lcls as an ex'eellent reducer, and liy 
addim,' a few ilrops of sulphuric acid to 
the solution, a minim or two to tlio 
lialf-plnl. viui at once have a reducing 
agent v.hlch you will find acts very 
eqii.illy all over your plate. 

If you are uncertain as to whether 
your prints are properly washed. Just 
pour off a little of the last washing 
w;itor an.I ;idd a ilron of the perman- 
ganate S'.Mution to it— if it retains its 
color voiir prints .-ire perfectly washed, 
hut if' it does not d') so, you will know 
that they require more washing. 
Adoiitlng the same method you can find 
out at once If your dishes arc clean, 
and you caii tilso use It as a disin- 
fectant for your sink; and if you 
should have the misfortune to cut 
your finger at any time use a dilute 
solution of periiiaiiganatc as an autl- 
seiUie, yon can also test the s.^ifety of 
your driniung water with llie same 
agent, by ilropprng a single minim of 
it Into a tumbler of the water you sus- 
pect.

ovei'y apjieaiaiice ot pressure brought 
to bear uu dissentients. It was pre- 
ferable, in the opinion of the comiiiiitee, 
that the facts and arguments brought 
forward In debate should be allowed to 
speak for tlieinseive.i. In one case, 
however, an exception was made to this 
I'Ule. This was in regard to the <iues- 
tion of temperance in schools, the o.k- 
ceiition being justified, as the president 
of the congress. Bishop von Scheelo, in- 
formed me, by the, yital Importance 
of the subject, the;urtahlmity;';ol?opln- 
lon in regard to it,''ahd' tho fact' that 
as the re,iolution ' applied to minors, 
It could not bo regarded as an -tit- 
temptod infrlngment of individual lib- 
erty. 

The resolution adopted at tlie public 
meeting .at Skansua oil the day pro- 
uudlng the^omclal, -opening, of the con- 
gross was ■ quito liidepehaeht ■ of it, ai- 
tiibugli many of'tho congress 'niembord 
were present. This meeting was or- 
ganized as a public uemonstraiion on 
the part of the local tenipuraiice so- 
cillcs in favor of the objects for which 
tlio congress was assembled, and the

Their wa.ges were low, 
and they were eompelleil to pay car- 
fare in order t(.i get to tlieir v.'ork in 
time. 

Last evening a lady staled that in 
certain i)arts of the city a <Jliin.aniaii 
would not work ia a house under ?10 
per month, and anothf'r complained 
tliat she had to pay the poorest sort 
of boy per month. 

There are many ladie.s, esi)eei;i!ly 
those who h:ivt: little children, th.-it 
M-ould lie willing to pay a girl high 
Wages rather than engage a Chinaman 
to assist them In liousehold woriv. ]•;! 
most homes a girl gets good I'noi], anil 
the clothing suitable for her work is 
i:Ot expensive, :,ncl yj'. nothing but the 
pressure of necessity will Induce many 
of them to engage in domestic service. 
It is not that under proper conditions 
■liousi.'liold work Is distasteful to yoimg 
girls, fin- tliere is no department of 
«nir pnljlie school course so pojiular 
^'.ith the pupils of the pul)lic schools 
as that of doincstic science. 

The girls say that in ofllces, stores 
and factories they are treated with 
f'ourlosy; that they know exactly what 
liour.s they have, and that when their j 
duties are completed their time Is 
tliclr own. Are those conditions unnt- 
tainablo In a home? I^et the women of 
Victoria ask thoinsolves why not.
